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Canada planning mercy Asia airlift

The Toronto Star says the 
federal government is plan¬ 
ning to fly Canadian Forces 
Hercules transports to the 
South China Sea to pick up 
stranded refugees in Malay¬ 
sia and Hong Kong camps. 

But external affairs and 
defence department offi¬ 
cials said Saturday there is 


no "undertaking yet" to send 
armed forces aircraft to 
Southeast Asia. . 

The newspaper quotes Im¬ 
migration Minister Ron 
Atkey as saying that Canada 
also will announce new 
quotas on refugees and new 
immigration procedures at a 
United Nation’s conference 
in Geneva July 20. 


According to Atkey, the 
paper said Canada is consid¬ 
ering chartering ocean 
liners and giving the refu¬ 
gees interest-free loans to 
pay their way and that the 
government will welcome 
volunteer groups and private 
citizens' efforts to bring the 
refugees to Canada. 

The government also is 


considering getting commit¬ 
ments from the provinces to 
take a share of the refugee 
load and help assimilate 
them into Canadian society. 

Atkey said that the pro¬ 
cessing of refugees has been 
speeded up and said his de¬ 
partment was putting more 
people into the field. 

The newspaper says Atkey 


told Bill Newell, head of 
World Vision Canada, a 
major refugee organization, 
that Canada may raise its 
refugee quota above the 
present 8,000 a year. 

Atkey told World Vision he 
will investigate the volun¬ 
teer agency’s offer to char¬ 
ter DC-8 of DC-10 jets to 
bring refugees to Canada. 


Meanwhile, U.S. and 
French mercy planes Satur¬ 
day flew hundreds of Indo¬ 
chinese refugees from over¬ 
crowded camps in Thailand 
and Malaysia to new homes 
and lives in the United States 
and France. 

A chartered American 
plane left Bangkok with 199 
refugees en route to San 


Francisco. Some of the refu¬ 
gees have families in the 
United States, others have 
sponsors. 

They included 89 Laotians 

— 36 of them hilltribe people 

— 54 Cambodians, 53 Viet¬ 
namese boat people and 
three Laotian -Vietnamese. 

The Cambodians were 
among 40,000 refugees that 


the Thai government pushed 
back into Cambodia last 
month, but were saved a few 
days before the expulsion by 
being selected for resettle¬ 
ment in the United States. 

The arrival of the typhoon 
season in Southeast Asia 
gives a new sense of urgency 
to the refugee relief effort

“In a 
sense we had to borrow 
against the future,” he said. 

Despite its dependence on 
foreign oil, Eizenstat said 
the nation should meet its 
goal of reducing energy con¬ 
sumption this year. “We 
ought to recognize that the 
American people are con¬ 
serving,” he said. 

On a related issue, he said 
the Carter Administration 
would press a justice de¬ 
partment probe of alleged 
profiteering by domestic oil 
companies and retailers.

Hard hats, butterfly nets 
make light of heavy hunks

P ETER The Bird is looking at the 
sky. 

In normal times he wouldn't think 
of doing such a thing. He spends most of 
his day looking down—into trash cans 
and back pockets and at pretty legs. 

His philosophy Is that all the good 
things in life are to be found below 
eye level. 

But today The Bird is looking straight 
up. He is smiling the smile of a man 
who expects a bevy of giant nudes to 
dance from behind a fluffy white 
cloud at any moment. 

"The way I figure it," he says, 
squinting into one of Victoria's unusual 
moments of sunshine, "is that there is 
no better excuse for a party—a great 
big, super-mammoth party. 

"You know, like they do down in 
Frisco whenever they're told the mo¬ 
ment of the big earthquake Is upon 
'hem. 

"SO WHY SHOULDN'T WE organize 
a sky-is-falling party? We'll tell every¬ 
body that this will be the first party in 
history that will be broken up if the 
guest of honor drops in, the guest of 
honor being Skylab." 

The Bird has just been told that on its 
final day, the 80-ton Skylab is to 
pass directly over southern Vancouver 
Island. He hasn't looked this happy 
since the night he fell downstairs 
with two bpttles of Sneaky Pete, break 
ing nothing but his nose. 

The Bird may not be your typical 
man-next-door. He has to keep moving. 
He is on the wanted list of a few angry 
husbands and determined bill collec¬ 
tors. But on this day his thinking 
seems to parallel that of others—a 
devil-may-care attitude to the fact that 
the world is about to be clobbered by 
all that heavy hardware. 

NORMALLY TIMID folk are crack 
ing jokes about the pending arrival of 
this homeless orphan the U.S. aban¬ 
doned in outer space. 

Such as: 

“The Americans dump their fruit 
and vegetables on Canada—why not 
Skylab?” 

Or: 

“It it falls in my yard. I'll know where 
to put the swimming pool." 

They seem to be unshaken (at least 
outwardly) by the fact that some 
of the pieces that fight their way 
through the atmosphere and shower 
down on this planet, probably Wed¬ 
nesday, will weigh several thousand 
pounds. 

Some fun-seekers are ahead of Peter 
The Bird with the party idea. 

KEN PETERSON of Minneapolis 
has already thrown one such bash at 
which guests wore helmets, carried 
butterfly nets and devoured a cake that 
had a space capsule crashing into the 
icing. 


At least a couple of Skylab parties 
are expected in Victoria. The sugges¬ 
tion is that guests wear baseball mitts 
and goalie masks. 

“That's not for me," coos a local 
siren named Minerva. “I plan to wear 
my bikini and sit out in the yard like 
I'nt waiting for some strange lover 
from outer space." 

The odds arc, of course, that nothing 
will fall on Minerva, except maybe 
the pointy-nosed guy who’s been court¬ 
ing her lately. 

There’s an awful lot of land and sea to 
catch whatever limited amount of Sky¬ 
lab there is. Minerva just can't be 
everywhere. Neither can Skylab. 

A LOT OK PEOPLE will be wearing 
tin hats and crash helmets. This is the 
result of two things: the desire of some 
people to make light of it all. and of 
others to make a few dollars by sell¬ 
ing such articles. 

Some, though, are apparently seri¬ 
ous. The word was out that hard hats 
would be worn at Vancouver city 
hall 

"What a waste," says Peter The 
Bird."There aren't any heads around 
that place to be hurt. If the mayor 
wants to preserve his brains he should 
stuff his back pockets with lead." 

In Montgomery. Ala., stores will be 
offering something other than lead for 
the pockets or tin for the head. They are 
selling eight-ounce bottles of Skylab 
Kcpellant with a money-back guaran¬ 
tee. For anyone who's hit, the same 
stores are offering Skylab Impact 
Balm. 

LAS VEGAS GAMBLERS are giving 
30 to I odds against the hardware 
landing in any particular state. 

Minnesota physics professor Cecil 
Waddington agrees with the long 
odds. 

“The funniest story will be when the 
whole thing disappears and nothing 
happens," he says. 

Sleepout Louie, a visiting Toronto 
gambler, likes long odds. He says Prof. 
Waddington will probably be hit be¬ 
tween the eyes with a 300-pound piece 
of Skylab. 

"Like most professors," says Sleep¬ 
out, "he won't even notice it." 

PETER THE BIRD has little time 
for all of these side issues. He is too 
busy planning his sky-is-falling party. 

As he sees it, if Skylab doesn't drop 
in, he could have this massive para¬ 
chute drop with 50 bathing beauties 
coming down on the party. He’d call it 
Sky Lib. 

It wouldn't be the real thing. But a 
guy can't be too fussy. 

There's one other point for the opti¬ 
mist: If you're hit, you won't have to 
die hungry. Skylab is carrying a sup¬ 
ply of mashed potatoes and pudding 


India’s leader hopes 
God guiding Skylab 


NEW DELHI (Reuter) — Indian 
President Neelam Sanjiva Reddy said 
Saturday the U.S. Skylab space station 
is a demon from which only God could 
save the people. 

Speaking in the southern Indian city 
of Hyderabad, he said Skylab was 
meant to provide new knowledge and 
happiness. But it had turned out to be a 
curse on humanity, a demon threaten¬ 
ing human beings, he said. 


"The people today are left to their 
fate and only God has the power to 
save them . . . from the Skylab falling 
from the blue." 

Earlier, the Indian government an¬ 
nounced that police and firefighters 
throughout the country would be on 
full alert next week when Skylab 
is due to return to earth. But it said the 
chances of debris causing damage in 
India are extremely slim.

Mockingbirds bomb 
Brooklyn neighbors 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Voyager 2, 
streaking toward a photographic inspec¬ 
tion of Jupiter, was fed a new program of 
commands Saturday which scientists, a 
half-billion miles away, hope will yield 
more data on the planet and its 13 moons. 

"This is the largest load of commands 
ever put in," Voyager % deputy manager 
Esker Davis said during a news conference 
at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. “If 
the 2,250 words we're sending up don't get 
in, the spacecraft won’t know what to 
do." 

Voyager 2 was 576 million miles from 
earth on Saturday, traveling at 30,000 mph 
toward its first assignment: the Jovian 
moon Callisto. The craft was scheduled to 
fly within 133,000 miles of the crater- 
pocked iceball at 6 a.m. today. 


Although commands arc routinely rout¬ 
ed to the space probe, Davis described Sat¬ 
urday's load as "a critical event” because 
of the volume. The information fed into the 
craft’s two computers will direct its cam¬ 
eras and other da la-gathering equipment 
until July 13, he said. 

As a precaution, Davis added, scientists 
were refraining from manouevring the 
1,800-pound vehicle to prevent any distur¬ 
bances that would interrupt the flow of 
commands. 

*' Voyager 2 remains in really great 
shape,” Davis said. “All things planned for 
the last 24 hours have been carried out with 
precision, and there have been no diffi¬ 
culties.”

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Somoza vows anew he’ll stay

MANAGUA (AP) —Presi¬ 
dent Anastasio Somoza, de¬ 
claring anew he is not re¬ 
signing, called a meeting of 
Congress in his bomb-proof 
bunker Saturday as the na¬ 
tional guard reported ad¬ 
vances against guerrillas in 
the nearby city of Masaya. 

In Costa Rica, the Sandin- 
ista guerrilla command re¬ 
jected Somoza’s latest re¬ 
ported conditions for giving 
up power. The Sandinistas, 
who control almost all of 
Nicaragua’s urban centres, 
remained confident of mili¬ 
tary victory. 

Somoza summoned a joint 
session of Congress in his 
bunker headquarters and 
before entering the meeting 
declared, "I'm not resign¬ 
ing." 


Congressman Francisco 
Argenal said 17 of 30 sena¬ 
tors and 55 of 70 congress¬ 
men, most of them members 
of Somoza's Liberal party, 
attended the 10-minute ses¬ 
sion. He told reporters So¬ 
moza said he would not re¬ 
sign while fighting continued 
and that his government was 
winning the war. 

There was speculation that 
the large number of con¬ 
gressmen went to the meet¬ 
ing becaue they knew it was 
not a working session and 
also because some thought 
the president was going to 
step down. 

In an interview published 
Saturday in the Washington 
Post, Somoza was quoted as 
saying, "I’m like a tied don¬ 
key fighting with a tiger." 


Carter quietly mapping action

WASHINGTON- Presi¬ 
dent Carter, in a marathon 
reassessment of his domes¬ 
tic policies 2‘/i years after 
iaking office, was described 
Saturday as planning a wide- 
ranging series of actions to 
cope with mounting U.S. en¬ 
ergy problems. 

That assessment was de¬ 
livered by Kentucky Gover¬ 
nor Julian Carroll, chairman 
of the National Governors’ 
Association, who led seven 
colleagues to Camp David, 


Md., for energy and eco¬ 
nomic talks with Carter. 

Carroll later disclosed that 
the president was drafting 
executive orders and legisla¬ 
tive recommendations to 
free the country from the 
“stranglehold" of foreign oil 
producers. 

Carroll did not cite any 
specific imminent moves. 

A senior White House offi¬ 
cial said Carter’s deliber¬ 
ations might well produce 
new methods for dealing 
with energy problems. 

Carrol) told reporters: 


“We found the president to 
be very deliberative in es¬ 
tablishing an agenda of do¬ 
mestic items.” 

Carter, he said, would be 
"taking numerous executive 
actions as well as making 
legislative recommenda¬ 
tions over the ensuing weeks 
that will relate to the ques¬ 
tion of production of energy, 
conservation of energy, 
strengthening of the national 
economy.” 

The president launched 
what aides termed "almost a 
domestic summit” at Camp 


David, which promises to 
linger well into this week. 

Vice-President Walter 
Mondale said Carter’s en¬ 
ergy program would include 
increased production and 
standby gasoline rationing 
authority, but would not be 
able to eliminate immedi¬ 
ately the long lines at gaso¬ 
line stations. 

“He is working toward a 
consensus on a standby ra¬ 
tioning plan and increasing 
production as part of a short¬ 
term solution,” Mondale 
said. 


Mondale gave the first de¬ 
tailed administration expla¬ 
nation of why Carter can¬ 
celed his scheduled speech 
on energy last Wednesday. 

“When the president re¬ 
lumed from Tokyo and fo¬ 
cused on the speech, he came 
to the conclusion that the 
nature of the crisis required 
further reflection,” Mondale 
said. “The energy portion of 
the speech was in place and 
he agreed with it. 

"What was important was 
what he said, not when,” the 
vice-president said. 


Nicaraguan held in slaying 


MANAGUA (AP) — A 17-year 
old national guardsman faces tria 
by a military court for the June 2i 
killing of ABC News correspon 
dent Bill Stewart, it was reportet 
Saturday. The guard said thi 
youth claimed the shooting wa: 
accidental. 

Col. Manuel Sandino Mendez 
head of the three-man nationa 
guard board investigating the kill 
ing, said Santiago Carrasco face: 
a maximum 30 years in prison i 
convicted. Nicaraguan law has ni 
provision for capital punishment. 

Sandino Mendez said Carrasci 
was ordered held after he testifiec 
before the board of inquiry June 
30, and the specific charge: 
against him would be determinec 
by a military court. 

The eolonelsaid Carrasco chost 
a guard captain to be his lawyer 


but the captain is unavailable be 
cause of the revolt against the 
government of President Anasta 
sio Somoza and the trial will nol 
begin until the captain can leave 
his unit. 

Stewart was shot at a national 
guard roadblock in an eastern 
Managua neighborhood and the 
kltling was filmed by an ABC cam 
era crew. The film showed a 
guardsman order the newsman to 
the ground, then fire a shot into his 
head at close range. 

The crew was in the capital to 
cover the battle by Sandinista Na¬ 
tional Liberation Front guerrillas 
to topple Somoza. 

Sandino Mendez quoted Carra¬ 
sco as saying that on June 20 the 
group delivering ammunition left 
without him and when he saw a 
light-complexioned man — 


Stewart — approach he ordered 
him to lie down in the street. 

He said he kicked the man and 
intended to hit him in the head with 
the muzzle of his M-16 rifle but the 
safety was off and the weapon dis¬ 
charged, according to the colo¬ 
nel. 

He said Carrasco told the board 
he did not know Stewart was a 
journalist. 

Carrasco testified that seconds 
later he heard another shot and 
saw the body of Stewart’s Nicara¬ 


guan interpreter, Francisco 
Espinoza. He told the board he was 
told a CpI. Lorenzo Brenes shot the 
interpreter, but did not testify that 
he saw him do it, Sandino Mendez 
said. 

Brenes had been picked up ear¬ 
lier in the investigation and told 
the board that a Pte. Gonzalez — 
whom he did not further identify — 
had killed Stewart and that Gonza¬ 
lez was killed in combat later in 
the day. 


The newspaper said he was 
preparing to resign, but that 
he still demanded the U.S. 
guarantee that his national 
guard not be disbanded and 
that his Liberal party have 
representation in any new 
government. 

A Sandinista spokesman in 
Costa Rica rejected these 
conditions. 

"Our position is clear. We 
will not let any elements of 
Somoza integrate the provi¬ 
sional reconstruction gov¬ 
ernment,” he said. 

The guerrillas set up a 
five-member provisional 
junta that would take over if 
the Sandinistas succeeded in 
overthrowing Somoza, 
thereby ending his family’s 
12-year rule. 

Meanwhile, Max Kelly. 
Somoza's top aide, charged 
in an interview that U.S. of¬ 
ficials here were attempting 
to force Somoza to resign by 
driving a wedge between 
him and top officers of his 
national guard.

In the fighting, Kelly said 
government troops had pen¬ 
etrated the rebel-held city of 
Masaya, 32 kilometres south 
of the capital. 

Government warplanes 
had been bombing, strafing 
and rocketing guerrilla posi¬ 
tions in Masaya for several 
days in the opening shots of 
what was billed as an all-out 
assault to retake the city.

CONSIDER THE WORD "nuance,” a simple, 
useful little noun which the Concise Oxford 
Dictionary defines as a "delicate difference in 
or shade of meaning, feeling, opinion, color

Well now, that’s clear enough, isn’t it? How 
then can such an inoffensive word be twisted, 
distorted and exploited to mean everything 
from "I wouldn't want to comment on this 
touchy situation I know little about, for fear of 
saying the wrong thing” to “I goofed"?’

And one more thing: on the embassy 
thing you weren’t "wrongly nuanced," Joe, you 
just plain goofed. 

If you get our nuance . .. 


A fire committee 
and a fizzle 


THE PERFORMANCE of Victoria council’s 
fire protection committee this week was dis¬ 
mal. Thank goodness these people aren’t fire¬ 
men. The city could go up in smoke. 

Before the committee were the latest 
recommendations from the fire chief to force 
safety improvements in various buildings used 
by the public. It is an ongoing, tedious but 
necessary exercise by council in which the 
owners are being given ample time to meet the 
standards of a national building code. 

On the list for further action was the Union 
Club, which had been notified a year ago that it 
needed fire safety upgrading. This historic 
private club has a reputation, perhaps unde¬ 
served, as enclave for the powerful and in¬ 
fluential people in the^ommunity. All the more 
reason then that it be treated even-handedly by 
local government. 

The club has indicated it intends making 
the needed improvements, but it hasn’t — so 
the fire chief proposed posting of public notice 
in the club of safety deficiencies. Consider how 
the committee, which has five council mem- 
: bers, responded to that. 

First, Mayor Mike Young was absent. Next, 
Aid. Murray Glazier excused himself from 
debate. A conflict of interest, he pleaded, l$e- 
cause he is a member of the club. Glazier is 
becoming adroit at avoiding the ticklish issues 
this way. Cop-out. He is there to help do the 
city’s business, even the politically hazardous 
stuff. 

That left Aid. Larry Ryan, who as chair¬ 
man could neither propose nor second a motion. 
He remained mute while Aid. Robin Blencoe 
moved the notice be posted in the club as 
recommended by the fire chief and Aid. Bill 
Tindall, bailed out by refusing to second the 
motion, proposing instead a tour of the club to 
see what needed to be done. 

That, of course, is what the fire chief.had 
already determined. 


On greater Canada-U.S. togetherness 



OTTAWA — Open covenants openly 
arrived at, with a horde of spectators 
actively counselling the negotiators, 
like kibitzers at a chess match, may 
mark future Canadian-U.S. relations. 

That’s the inference to be drawn 
from remarks made 
by Thomas Enders, 

U.S. ambassador to 
Canada, during an ad¬ 
dress recently deliver¬ 
ed at Stanford Univer¬ 
sity in California. 

After outlining the 
progress made in re¬ 
moving irritants be¬ 
tween Canada and the 
U.S. during the past 
decade, Enders sug¬ 
gested that a new diplomatic style and 
new institutions may become neces¬ 
sary during the 1980s. He thinks the 
traditional use of “quiet diplomacy” is 
out-dated. This is why: 

"The constitutions of both coun¬ 
tries give exclusive responsibility for 
the conduct of the relationship (be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Canada) to the 
federal governments. Yet clearly not 
only arc the federal executives, the 
Parliament and the Congress in¬ 
volved, but increasingly the provinces 
and the states, as well as a mass of 
new actors — environmental groups, 
labor unions, businesses and so forth. 

“One implication is that we have to 
conduct our relations far more openly

than before, using the media as a 
means to inform and engage the play¬ 
ers on both sides . . . 

"Another implication is that diplo¬ 
macy must now include the provinces 
and the states. That does not mean 
that either Ottawa or Washington 
should attempt to conduct business 
with the states or the provinces; that 
would violate the constitutions. But 
each capital can and is developing its 
liaison with other governments in its 
own country. And informal contacts 
between the provinces and the U.S. 
embassy in Ottawa, and the states and 
the Canadian embassy in Washington 
can prevent misunderstanding and ex¬ 
pedite our affairs.” 

Special arrangements to inform 
and to consult with the provinces when 
Ottawa negotiates with foreign gov¬ 
ernments have existed for almost 15 
years. Consultation with special in¬ 
terest groups has also been practised 
in some areas — the auto pact, for 
example, or cross-border pollution 
control. 

What’s new in Enders’ view is his 
belief that negotiations will have to 
be conducted more openly, with the 
public kept informed through the 
miuiia. Yet the standard argument 
against open negotiations has to be 
taken into account. The negotiators

‘An impressive resource’

Geothermal power — elec¬ 
tricity made from subterra¬ 
nean heat — is becoming 
more than a gleam in an 
energy planner's eye. 

The world’s installed, 
geothermal electric generat¬ 
ing capacity still is only 
about 1,400 or 1,500 me¬ 
gawatts, equivalent to a sin¬ 
gle large central power sta¬ 
tion. But it is growing at a 16 
per cent annual rate. That’s 
more than double the seven 
per cent rate that prevailed 
up to 1975. 

"Something dramatic has 
happened over the past few 
years, both in the United 
States and in the rest of the 
world,” said L.J.P. Muffler 
of the U.S. Geological Sur¬ 
vey, and this "dramatic” 
happening gives him confi¬ 
dence in the projection made 
by his group that geothermal 
power can meet 10 to 15 per 
cent of U.S. energy needs 
within two or three dec¬ 
ades. 

The energy reserve on 
which geothermal power 
plants can draw is Immense. 
In a recently published 
study), Muffler's team esti¬ 
mated there are 32 million

quads (quadrillion Btus) of 
heat energy in the upper 10 
kilometres of earth’s crust 
under the United States. 
Perhaps as much as 6,400 
quads could be put to practi¬ 
cal use. 

That’s an impressive re¬ 
source, compared with the 80 
quads of energy from all 
sources now consumed an¬ 
nually in the United States. It 
also is equivalent to 1,200 
billion barrels of oil. 

Muffler’s team considered 
two types of geothermal en¬ 
ergy sources. 

One — called a hydrother¬ 
mal convection system — 
powers natural geysers. This 
is the kind of resource al¬ 
ready being exploited, for 
example, by the 660 me¬ 
gawatts’ worth of plant at 
“The Geysers” In Califor¬ 
nia. The USGS study esti¬ 
mated recoverable reserves 
of this kind of energy at 2,300 
quads. That's 20 per cent less 
than a 1975 estimate, due to 
better data and estimating 
techniques. 




might become captives of their own 
bargaining positions. Once the posi¬ 
tions become public, it becomes diffi¬ 
cult to alter them and to compromise 
without public disappointment. Yet all 
successful negotiations have to result 
from compromise, usually reached in 
private. 

On a second point, Enders said a 
reaction set in against the "special 
relationship" between Canada and the 
U.S. which existed after 1945. He 
believes it was “triggered by the Viet¬ 
namese War” in the mid-1960s, when 
"for the first time in more than a 
century, the great majority of Cana¬ 
dians found themselves disagreeing 
fundamentally with what the U.S. was 
doing.” 

"That disagreement,” he said, 
"sensitized Canadians astonishingly 
rapidly to how dependent they were on 
U.S. investment capital and U.S. 
media, which commanded the biggest 
audiences for radio, television and 
news magazines.” 

Surely it wasn’t the Vietnam War 
that triggered the nationalist wave in 
Canada during the 1960s, and that in¬ 
forms nationalist opinion today. Rath¬ 
er, it was Canada's emergence as an 
industrial power on the world scene, 
but one that, while it wanted to com¬ 
pete with the U.S., couldn't always do 


so on a fair basis. U.S. parent com¬ 
panies wouldn't permit their branch 
plants in Canada to develop an export 
business, leaving such commerce to 
the parent company. Research and 
development was left to the parent 
company. High technology industries 
being developed in Canada, such as 
petrochemicals, found difficult U.S. 
tariff barriers to surmount. Although 
Washington subsidized U.S. exports 
through tax breaks, it set countervail¬ 
ing duties against Canadian exports to 
the U.S. which benefited from subsi¬ 
dies. 

Canadian nationalism had nothing 
to do with the Vietnam War, but did 
have a great deal to do with Canada's 
ability to innovate and to sell indust¬ 
rial goods both in American and world 
markets. To do that, it believed it had 
to have control of its own economy, 
with business decisions affecting in¬ 
novation, plant expansion, jobs and 
exports being made in Canada, rather 
than outside the country. 

Enders does see industrial develop¬ 
ment and technology as perhaps the 
central issues to be resolved between 
Canada and the U.S. during the 1980s. 
Much can be done through co-opera¬ 
tion, because research and innovation 
today are so expensive, especially in 
such fields as energy development. 
But to succeed, co-operation would 
have to be pursued on a basis of 
greater equality. 


Stumbling and fumbling 
with new-found power 



The other kind of geother¬ 
mal resource (not yet ex¬ 
ploited) is called “geopres- 
sured.” This is hot water, 
rich in natural gas, held 
under pressure in deep for¬ 
mations. The Gulf Coast re¬ 
gion has abundant geopres- 
sured resources. Exploiting 
them means developing 
techniques to drill to depths 
of several kilometres. 

Expressing confidence 
that this can be done, Muf¬ 
fler said this resource repre¬ 
sents anywhere from 400 to 
4,200 quads of recoverable 
energy in the form of hot 
water and methane (natural 
gas). 

These two types of geoth¬ 
ermal energy rely on natu¬ 
rally provided water. 

If engineers could develop 
practical ways to extract en¬ 
ergy from hot dry rock by 
injecting water or other 
fluids, this could increase 
geothermal resources. A re¬ 
search team at the Los 
Alamos Scientific Labora¬ 
tory estimates that exploit¬ 
able HDR (hot dry rock) 
resources could equal U.S. 
coal reserves in energy 
value. 

Muffler said that HDR 
power still is too speculative 
to be included in his geother¬ 
mal projections. Even with¬ 
out it, the estimated re¬ 
sources amply justify his 
expectation that geothermal 
power will become “a sig¬ 
nificant, although not a 
dominant, energy source.” 

The possibility of develop- 
ing HDR power only 
strengthens that expecta¬ 
tion. 


OTTAWA — The problem 
with the Clark government, 
says Senator George 
Mcllraith, is that they’re 
still thinking like an Op¬ 
position.

“Always in a rush to get 
things started, and not rea- 
lizingtheir enormous power, 
they stumble and fumble 
into all sorts of foolish and in 
the Clark case, potentially 
disastrous initiatives." 

In his dangerous dispute 
with the Arab world over the 
planned move of the Cana¬ 
dian embassy in Israel from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, the 
potential damage was not 
just to the government but to 
Canada and the economy. 

"If,” says the Senator, 
“Bell Canada should have 
lost that multi-million dollar 
contract with Saudi Arabia, 
the loss would be stagger¬ 
ing. 

"Bell is by far the most 
widely held and dispersed 
corporation in Canada, with 
far more shareholders — 
owning 50,100, 200 and other 
small lots — than any other 
enterprise.

it Antagonize the national 
press corps by refusing to 
respond to legitimate ques¬ 
tions of concern.

It was 29 years ago yesterday that my wife and I 
went the middle aisle route and in thinking back 
about it, I realized I didn't know an awful lot about 
that day — July 7, 1950. Which, I guess, is not 
unusual. A guy, for instance, doesn't have time to 
read a paper on his wedding day, or, for that matter, 
doesn’t have time for much of anything. 

To repair this blank in my memory, I adjourned 
to our library for a session with the microfilm and 
this is what I found happened on that day 29 years 
ago. 

Nanaimo bakers rejected a wage increase of 
$1.75 per week — they wanted a minimum raise of 
$2.50 and I'm sorry, I don't know how that little 
dispute was finally resolved. 

Father of the Bride was the flick feature at the 
Koyal and you could get in to see this film (starring 
Spencer Tracy, Elizabeth Taylor and Joan Bennett.) 
for 35 cents. At the Atlas the feature was Riding 
High, starring Bing Crosby and you could get intd® 
that one for 30 cents. 

The Bally Colonist front page headline that day 
said. Heavy losses inflicted on Reds by rocket¬ 
bombing U.S. planes — the war in Korea was in full 
flower. That paper, incidentally, sold for five cents, 

10 cents on Sunday. Today, four times higher on 
weekdays, three times higher on Sundays — but 
remember, your salaries have increased by consid¬ 
erably more than that — probably closer to eight 
times as much. 

NEWCASTLE DISEASE broke out in a flock of 
2,700 chickens near Goldstream. The birds were 
slaughtered — earlier, 3,500 chickens were killed 
near Duncan due to the same outbreak. 

What was the weather like that day? In Winnipeg 
(where my wedding took place,) the temperature 
was a hot 86 degrees, here in Victoria it was a rather 
cool 65 degrees. 

Dollar Day at The Bay advertised girdles for a 
buck and terry hand towels at three for a buck. Some 
other prices of the day — tender cross rib pot roaSt at 
69 cents a pound. Pork sausage went for 49 cents a 
pound; sliced side bacon, half pound for 29 cents; 
cooked ham, half pound for 45 cents; potatoes were 
five pounds for a quarter; lettuce went at two for 15 
cents and cauliflower was 19 cents a head. 

An inconsiderate cow put CKDA off the air for 
half an hour after stumbling over a cable while 
wandering around that station's Cedar Hill transmit¬ 
ter. 

Chinese communists told the United Nations that 
they were determined to take Formosa “despite any 
military steps of obstruction by the United States 
government.’’ They're still using the same line 
today. 

Down in Detroit, 8,500 workers at the Dodge 
automotive plant went on strike and little chance was 
seen for an early settlement. 

F.W. Francis jewellers were selling Hummel 
figurines starting at $3.50 — aren’t you glad you 
bought yours then? 

In sports. Bill Andrews was a standout in goal as 
the Victoria Shamrocks defeated the New Westmin¬ 
ster Salmonbellies by a 16-5 score and Pred Ranson 
checked in with a pair of goals for the locals. The 
Rocks were second in the six team league on that 
date. 

At Wimbledon, Budge Patty and Tony Trabert 
beat Frank Sedgman and Ken McGregor of Australia 
in the longpst ever doubles match, while Dai Rees, 
w ith a 139 total, led the British Open Golf champion¬ 
ship at Troon by two strokes over Bobby Locke at the 
halfway point. 

Jackie Robinson led major league hitters with a 
.371 average, closely followed by George Kell at .369, 
Larry Doby at .368 and Stan Musial at .348. Detroit 
was on top of the American League, St. Louis on top 
of the National League. 

The lead editorial in this journal was decrying 
the fact a start still hadn't been made on a new Island 
Highway. But that was 29 years ago and I had much 
more important things on my mind that July day.

With the summer days slipping by, members of the 
legislature — in a mood as dull as recent weather — are 
anxiously glancing at their calendars. 

They have good cause for concern because since 
June 6 when they all came together following the 
election they have been marking time, achieving little 
in the way of government. 

In desultory mood, they discussed the throne speech 
and then debated, and I’m using the word loosely, the 
budget. They have debated the estimates of a handful of 
ministries and passed a dozen pieces of mostly Inconse¬ 
quential housekeeping legislation. 

. It is a work record for which any self-respecting 
private company would fire them. 

If the ponderous hesitation waltz our legislators are 
dancing was a result of government strategy, we could 
accept it as just another facet of political life. 

BUT IT ISN’T part of any strategy, it’s just a result 
of general apathy, or incompetence, on the part of a 
handful of cabinet ministers who have not yet got their 
act together. With legislation to present before the 
session ends, they are still waffling around, either 
unable to transmit or incapable of transmitting what 
they want in that legislation to the people who actually 
draft our laws. 

There is an alternative to that theory, namely that 
the legislative draftsmen are unable to translate what a 
minister wants into legal commonsense, if there is such 
a thing, or that they are second-guessing ministers and 
their deputy ministers and adding to or deleting from 
original drafts. 

Whichever of those theories is accurate, and one of 
them is, the fact is that the government of B.C. has been 
having difficulty in getting its proposed legislation on 
the floor of the house. 

WITHOUT LEGISLATION to debate, the Opposi¬ 
tion is being forced to drag its heels in a dull battering at 
estimates. It {s'not the fault of the Opposition. It is the 
fault of a government and a cabinet which went into the 
current session almost as though they were really 
surprised to be back in power. 

We can provide them with the excuse that after the 
election battle they were exhausted and needed a rest. 
But it’s a flimsy excuse at best, and not deserving of too 
much consideration. 

The fact is that they had three weeks after the 
election to get ready for opening day, and they’ve had a 
month since then ttvtie up the loose ends. Their failure 
to meet their targets is inexcusable. 

THERE WAS TALK for a while that the session 
should end on July 13, but that date looks more and more 
insecure as the days go by. It could still be met, but only 
by the most prodigious effort on the part of those we 
elected to govern on May 10. 

It’s all very interesting because one piece of legisla¬ 
tion all members are looking forward to will be based on 
the Eckhardt Report on Election Reform. Just what 
that legislation will contain is anybody's guess, but it 
should contain a couple of paragraphs granting all 
MLAs a long-overdue pay raise. 

If you want to win some money, bet that it will be 
among the last pieces of legislation to be introduced, the 
ring of the bell to signal that school will soon be out. 


The Civic Scene

Only fools rush in where angels 
fear to tread, and Victoria aldermen 
Murray Glazier and William Tindall 
weren't about to be counted among the 
former last week. 

They got away last year with or¬ 
dering a tough notice to be posted in 
the lobby of the Empress Hotel listing 
that institution's deficiencies in the 
fire safety department. 

City council's Group A Commit¬ 
tee, of which Glazier and Tindall are 
members, also didn't hesitate last 
week to unload several tons of -bricks 
on the heads of apartment building 
owners who have so far ignored orders 
to improve fire safety standards in 
their buildings. 

But' the two aforementioned aider- 
men drew the line at pushing the Union 
Club around. 

The club was told last year to 
make a number of improvements, and 
management replied by letter that it 
would do so. But nothing has happened 
since, so the fire chief wants to get on 
with his job and force the club to 
comply with the request. 

AND LIKE A GOOD fire chief, 
who knows a political fray when he 
sees one, Eric Simmons went to the 
committee to get directions. 

Enter—trouble. 

Nobody pushes that bastion of 
White Anglo-Saxon Protestant re¬ 
spectability around and gets away 
with it, not if they have any ambitions 
to climb the social or political ladder. 

And that includes our two friends 
who want to be mayor of Victoria so 
badly that it affects their tastebuds 

Always one to remember that dis¬ 
cretion is the better part of .valor, 
Glazier was the first to jump out of the 
window, figuratively speaking. In¬ 
forming his colleagues that he was a 
member of the club and, therefore, 
had a clear conflict of interest, Glazier 
excused himself and left the room. 

Tindall wasn’t so lucky. Not being 
a member, he couldn't profess a con¬ 
flict of interest and had to stick it 
out. 

A quick mental assessment of the 
club's membership must have brought 
him to the conclusion that the road to 
mayoralty could become mighty 
rocky, unless he could somehow dif¬ 
fuse the situation. 

AND THAT HE DID, in a fashion. 



He simply refused to second a motion 
by Aid. Robin Blencoe that a notice of 
the fire safety deficiencies be posted 
on the club premises and an order be 
issued to proceed immediately with 
the necessary improvements. 

Aid. Larry Ryan, chairman of the 
committee, could neither propose nor 
second a motion, but he could have 
made a strongly-worded recommenda¬ 
tion, which he didn't. 

He just sat there and let it all 
happen. That, too, is a copout. All of 
which left Blencoe standing by him¬ 
self. Although he, too, could be critic¬ 
ized for not objecting strongly enough, 
he was the oniy one to point out that 
the committee was guilty of applying a 
double standard. 

And if ever there was an example 
of a double standard, this is it. Throw¬ 
ing the book at owners of apartment 
buildings and hotels, including The 
Empress, but shying away from doing 
the same to a club which has a reputa¬ 
tion of catering to this city’s kingmak¬ 
ers, smacks of cowardice. 

BUT NOT ALL IS LOST. The mat¬ 
ter will resurface at the next commit¬ 
tee meeting, or perhaps as early as 
next Thursday’s council meeting. If 
they want to repair the damage, they 
should approve the fire chief’s recom¬ 
mendation for the posting of the no¬ 
tice. 

It isn't a question of being unfair 
to the Union Club which has had ample 
time to implement last year's requests 
for improvements. In fact, by filing a 
letter of intent with the fire chief, the 
club admitted the deficiencies. 

The club made, indeed, an attempt 
to get the ball rolling, but the contract 
went to a construction firm, the owner 
of which is also a member, and there 
were some objections from other 
members. That old conflict of interest 
again. 

And if the decision is too unpalat¬ 
able for city council, the aldermen can 
always leave the job to the fire chief. 
As local assistant to the provincial fire 
commissioner, the chief has complete 
jurisdiction over who gets placarded 
and who gets notices and who gets 
prosecuted for dragging their feet. 

Asking the politicians is a matter 
of courtesy on the part of the fire 
chief. Well, it may also be his instinct 
of self-preservation. Prudency does 
have its place, you know. 


As a long-time advocate and supporter of a pay 
raise for MLAs, I have to admit that their productivity 
lately gives cause for concern. 

BUT DESPITE THOSE qualms, despite their dis¬ 
mal performance in this particular session, they do 
deserve a boost in pay, not because of their sessional 
workload but because of the hours spent when the house 
is not in session and the unending wrestle with constitu¬ 
ency problems. 

It is just a little ironic that they will be going for 
their raise in pay after a period of their most lethargic 
work. 

Having said all that, let us add hastily that the 
criticism does not apply to all sitting MLAs. 

Stu Lcggatt, as forecast some weeks back, is 
rapidly shaping up as the best thing that has happened 
to the NDP in a long time. Last week he won a signal — 
and all too rare — victory in the house with his 
well-documented and well-presented attack on an inci¬ 
dent involving the deputy attorney-general Richard 
Vogel and Judge Phil Govan of Richmond. 

LEGGATT DOES NOT use the strident tones so 
common among NDP critics. He prefers, and uses well, 
the rational voice of reason to ask his questions, press 
his points. 

The results of his approach became apparent 
Thursday afternoon when Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom announced, in response to Leggatt’s request, 
the appointment of a commission to investigate the 
incident. 

It is significant that having won the fight, Leggatt 
was gracious in his praise of Gardom’s action. Having 
achieved his objective he was content to move on to 
other things, other issues. 

When it was first announced that Leggatt was 
quitting Ottawa as a member of Parliament to try his 
hand in provincial politics, he was immediately touted 
as a successor to Dave Barrett. Each day in the 
legislature he is establishing his credentials as a 
worthy contestant for the leader's job if and when 
Barrett decides to step down. 

THERE ARE NO IMMEDIATE indications that 
Barrett is even thinking of stepping down, although 
from time to time he probably considers a rest from the 
burden of leadership. Leggatt is young. He can afford to 
wait for a couple of years at which point the NDP will 
have to face the tough decision: should they stay with 
Barrett for one more election or should they give 
Leggatt a couple of years at the helm before the next 
battle of the polls? 

Not an easy decision. 

If there was another highlight in Leggatt’s week it 
must have been when he came up against Economic 
Development Minister Don Phillips during debate on his 
ministry’s estimates. 

TRADITIONALLY PHILLIP’S foe has been Gary 
Lauk, but the NDP firebrand has been under the 
weather most of this session and although up and 
around again is still far from well. Leggatt was a 
last-minute fill-in. 

It is difficult to give Opposition members marks 
when they come up against Phillips or Lands, Parks and 
Housing Minister James Chabot. I once described both 
of them a couple of years ago as being like water 
buffaloes. You can shoot at them all day and all they do 
is lift their heads out of the water, shake the weeds from 
their horns, and come on for more. 

I haven’t changed that opinion. 

Phillips came out of the gate Thursday in that 
fashion in response to Leggatt's first batch of questions. 
Unlike Lauk, who always responded in kind, Leggatt 
kept his cool. 

It would be untrue to say he won, but he did achieve 
a minor miracle. In response to the second series of 
questions he had Phillips, voice down two octaves, 
answering in a reasonable, rational way. 

And that in itself was a major achievement. Who 
knows? Maybe Leggatt's attitude and approach to 
political life will be catching. 

If it is, our western reputation might be ruined, but 
the conduct of our Parliament would be vastly im¬ 
proved.

TORONTO (CP) — More than 500 stocks at the 
Toronto Stock Exchange are being traded through a 
computer system in an experiment that could bring 
an end to the traditional face-to-face confrontation 
by traders. 

The experiment, now !r its final stages, was 
conceived in the 1960s when stock volumes were 
soaring. 

The system has been researched and worked 
through the inactive stocks on the Toronto exchange. 

It remains to be seen whether it can handle turnover 
in the more popular issues. 

Hugh Cleland, vice-president of policy develop¬ 
ment and regulation at the exchange, said trading 
volumes have doubled since 1977 when testing on the 
computer system began. 

“Many anticipated difficulties have not popped 
up." Cleland said. 

He said the next six months are crucial because 
the exchange hopes to decide at the end of the year 
whether the system is suitable for trading all stocks, 
some stocks or no stocks. 

It cost the exchange about $1.7 million to develop 
the project from 1969 through 1978. 

But stock traders have reservations about the 
ability of the computer system to handle volume. 

One spokesman said the system decreases trad¬ 
ing flexibility because there is a lack of human 
involvement. 
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Stock markets finally falter

TORONTO (CP) — 
Smokers looking for less tar 
in their cigarettes will give 
the low- and middle-tar 
brands half the Canadian 
cigarette market by the end 
of this year, the president of 
Rothmans of Pall Mall Can¬ 
ada Ltd. said this week. 

Robert Hawkes told the 
company's annual meeting 
that Rothmans is meeting 
the demand by introducing 
milder brands. He said of the 
eight Rothmans brands in¬ 
troduced in 1978, seven were 
in the lighter categories. 

In 1978, total industry sales 
for low tar brands — one to 
seven milligrams — in¬ 
creased by 31 per cent to 5.6 
per cent of the national mar¬ 
ket. Middle tar brands — 
eight to 15 milligrams — in- 
ceased by 11 per cent to take 
11.4 per cent. 

The growth in sales of the 
milder smokes has "placed 
pressure on sales of tradi¬ 
tional, full-flavor brands, 
not only for ourselves, but 
for our competitors," said 
Hawkes. 

Hawkes said sales of roll- 
you-own tobacco declined 
last year, but the company 
hopes to make up the loss 
with two new brands in 1979. 
Export sales and duty-free 
sales continue to-be strong, 
and Rothmans has kept its 
lead in these markets, he 
said.

Strange OPEC man 
— he makes sense 


By MARK POTTS 

GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — 
Among delegates to meetings of the 
Organization of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries, Cyrus Ebrahimzadeh 
is an anomaly. He talks to the 
press. 

Candidly. Often. And at length. So 
much so that to outsiders seeing the 
oil cartel’s meeting last week 
through the news media, he was 
OPEC. 

He is, in short, a media superstar 
— although he’d be the last to say- 

so. 

”1 don't consider myself a super- 
star,” Ebrahimzadeh, Iran’s deputy 
minister of finance, said in the ump¬ 
teenth interview he gave the week 
OPEC met. 

A smile flashed from beneath the 
flowing, Jerry Colonna-like mous¬ 
tache that made him a darling of 
television crews looking for a pho¬ 
togenic face. "Maybe just a little 
star.” 

He says his co-operation with the 
press is an attempt to make the 
Western world understand why oil 
prices have to rise. OPEC last week 
raised the price from a base of 314.55 
a barrel to a base of 318 — plus 
optional surcharges of up to 32 a 
barrel, with a ceiling of 323.50, which 
includes premiums for higher quality 
oil. 

He is always quick with an insight 
into what is happening during the 
meetings of the oil ministers, and 
while he’s not always correct, the 
tidbits of information are eagerly- 
awaited by the hundreds of reporters 
who cover OPEC conferences. 

"There’s nothing secret about 
these meetings," he said. “We know, 
that the price of oil should be in¬ 
creased or adjusted somehow or an¬ 
other. I think it’s better to discuss it 
with the people, to tell them the rea¬ 
son why.” 

Ebrahimzadeh's co-operation with 
the press Is not all that marks him as 
a nonconformist. His colorful ties 
and jazzy sport coats seem to clash 
with the image of Islamic Iran. But 
he says his Western stye of dress is 
not rare in Iran. 

“It's common now," he said. "You 
can find quite of number of people 
like that in Iran, especially- those who 
have been out of the country in the 
States.” 

Ebrahimzadeh, 54, spent several 
years in the U.S.. picking up a Ph.D. 
in economics and B.S. in radio and 
television engineering — the latter 
making him no stranger to the 
media. He claims to have built Iran's 
first television station 20 years ago. 

But he is prouder of his accom¬ 
plishments in economics, including 
translation of Adam Smith's The 
Wealth of Nations into Persian. 

He taught economics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tehran for many years until 
joining the new government a month 
after the Islamic revolution last win¬ 
ter. 


He’s been put in charge of planning 
the country’s economic future, re¬ 
conciling the spartan goals of the Is¬ 
lamic revolution with the day-to-day- 
problems of running a nation of 34 
million. 

"We do have some differences of 
opinion with some people In the gov¬ 
ernment, maybe, but I always be-

lieve that we can discuss it and 
with a dialogue everything can be 
solved,” he said. 

“I think some changes have taken 
place with respect to those goals," he 
said, noting oil production is up to 
about 4 million barrels a day, about 
two-thirds the pre-revolutionary 
level, despite earlier statements by- 
revolutionary leaders that the level 
should be much less than that. 

"Right now we are producing the 
oil, we are selling the oil the way we 
should be," Ebrahimzadeh said. “I 
believe we do have enough money to 
cover the necessary expenses of the 
country.” 

The next step, he said, is to estab¬ 
lish priorities for growth, priorities 
that will probably place agriculture 
above industry in reversal of the 
priorities of the deposed regime of 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi. 

“I think we will be investing in the 
agricultural sector of the country 
more than before,” Ebrahimzadeh 
said. "Given time, we would be able 
to be in a stage of self-sufficiency 
agriculturally. After which we will 
move slowly into industry and we will 
try to rebuild the industry." 

"Some of the industries of Iran 
before were not economical, because 
some of them were not based on eco¬ 
nomic facts and figures. They were 
rather built for prestige, maybe to 
show to other nations that we can 
also have industry,” he said. 

“Maybe if we were one of the 
greatest nations in the world we 
would need a helicopter plant," 
Ebrahimzadeh added. "At present, I 
don’t think we need a helicopter 
plant. We do need a cheese fac¬ 
tory.”

Retired Soviet workers have choice 

Olga doesn’t stay home

MOSCOW (UPD —At age 
65, seamstress Olga Arkhi¬ 
pova can no longer operate 
the fast sewing machines 
that have been part of her 
trade for over 30 years. 

Under the Soviet system, 
she could have retired 10 
years ago on a pension. But 
she wasn’t ready to sit idly at 
home. 

The Soviet Union, on the 
other hand, has a chronic 
shortage of workers. 

The solution is an ambi¬ 
tious plan to find less stren¬ 
uous jobs for retiring work¬ 
ers and allow them to 
continue feeling productive 
as long as their health will 
permit. 

More than 1,000 factories 
in the Soviet Union are espe¬ 
cially designed to provide 
jobs for pension-age work¬ 
ers. Most are in light indus¬ 
try where workers turn out 
toys, knitwear, or dresses 
and baby clothes. 

Olga works at the Mossh- 
veya dress factory in Mos¬ 
cow. While most of her col¬ 
leagues chum out brightly 
colored dresses at high¬ 
speed sewing machines, 
Olga sits to one side stitching 
a hem with an ordinary nee¬ 
dle. ( 

"We give her lighter, 
simpler jobs,” said Pyotr 
Viksman. director of the fac¬ 
tory and himself a pension¬ 
er. 


Machinery 
in demand 

TORONTO (CP) —Higher 
grain prices because of ex¬ 
pected poor crops in China, 
the Soviet Union and Europe 
should increase demand for 
farm machinery this year, 
says Victor Rice, president 
of Massey-Ferguson Ltd. 
Rice said farmers in export¬ 
ing countries such as Canada 
and the U.S. will have more 
income to buy machinery'. In 
the Third World, higher 
prices should fuel ma¬ 
chinery demands as coun¬ 
tries strive for self-suffi¬ 
ciency in grain, he said. 


Olga, who wears thick 
black-rimmed glasses and 
has lost most of her teeth, 
works quietly and intently. 
But her eyes are bright and 
her smile warm. 

“I’d rather be working 
here with others than just 
staying at home," she said, 
tugging at the needle with 
slim fingers. 

Olga is able to draw both 
her pension and her salary to 
make 3405 a month. That is 
375 more than she was mak¬ 
ing as a fulltime worker, but 
most retired workers make 


less than they did at full 
scale. 

Retirement age in the So¬ 
viet Union is 60 for men and 
55 for women. Tamara Uzli- 
kova of the State Commttee 
for Labor and Social Secur¬ 
ity says about 30 per cent 
choose to quit work and go 
directly on pension. 

Those who stay on can con¬ 
tinue at the same job and at 
the same pace if their health 
permits. Others from heavy 
industries such as coal min¬ 
ing or whose health is de¬ 
teriorating can work at one 


of the special retirement 
factories. 

At the Mosshveya factory, 
almost half of the 2,000 work¬ 
ers are past retirement age. 
Another 300 pensioners and 
invalids work shorter hours 
at home on machines provid¬ 
ed by the factory. 

"We consider pensioners 
additional sources of work¬ 
ing hands," said Miss Uzlt- 
kova, who heads the depart¬ 
ment of working pensioners. 
“This helps both economic 
and social needs."

The fund was created by 
the sale of the Lansdowne 
campus formerly owned and 
once occupied by UVic and 
later leased to Camosun Col¬ 
lege. 

The land was bought from 
UVic for $4.5 million by the 
provincial government with 
the stipulation that the inter¬ 
est from the money be used 
for “academic enrichment” 
at the university. 

Income from the fund is 
being used to bring profes¬ 
sors of international emi¬ 
nence to the university on a 
full-time or visiting basis. 

“There is no doubt that Dr. 
Wood meets the criteria of 
international eminence,” 
said Dr. Peter Smith, dean of 
fine arts at UVic. “Any uni¬ 
versity would be delighted to 
appoint him." 

Wood said his full-time ap- 
.pointment marked a major 
shift in his commitments. 

“I believe the association 
between the conservatory 
and the university should 
improve as a result. It is 
extremely important that 
these two educational insti¬ 
tutions work closely to¬ 
gether.” 

Wood, born in Victoria, 
won several awards as a per- 
former, including the 
Queen's Prize in a competi¬ 


tion in Great Britain and a 
Boise scholarship for study 
in France and Switzerland 
with Edwin Fischer. 

For 11 years he was pro¬ 
fessor of piano at the Royal 
'Academy of Music and es¬ 
tablished a career as a solo 
and chamber artist in Brit¬ 
ain. 

In 1965 he returned to Vic¬ 
toria to become principal of 
the conservatory. When he 
arrived at the year-old con¬ 
servatory there were 50 stu¬ 
dents.

Clark 
taking 
team 
west

OTTAWA — Prime 
Minister Clark will head 
for Jasper National Park 
in late August to make 
good a pre-election 
pledge to run what may 
become dubbed as "24 
Sussex West” — directing 
his government briefly 
from the Rocky Mountain 
retreat. 

Clark will set up a tem¬ 
porary office for at least five 
days in the posh J asper Park 
bodge, summoning his pow¬ 
erful 11-member "inner 
cabinet" to help plot Conser¬ 
vative strategy. 

He will also order a key 
group of senior bureaucrats 
to be on hand. 

A marathon meeting of the 
"inner cabinet’' is scheduled 
for Aug. 27, 28, 29 and also, 
possibly, the 30th. Ministers 
are to begin arriving at the " 
resort Aug. 26. 

The prime minister’s of¬ 
fice here has not yet an¬ 
nounced that the meeting 
will take place. But it was 
confirmed by a senior Clark 
aide in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

An employee of the Jasper 
Park Lodge also said by 
phone that a “block” of 
rooms have been reserved 
on those dates "for the cabi¬ 
net meeting." 

CLARK WILL be fulfilling 
a wish, expressed publically 
for the first time last Decem¬ 
ber. to escape the politically 
in-bred athmosphere of Ot¬ 
tawa and try "running the 
government" from his Al¬ 
berta riding of Yellowhead. 

Jasper National Park is 
located in the PM’s constitu¬ 
ency. 

Clark cited the tradition of 
American presidents in set¬ 
ting up a “Western White 
House" or working from an 
■LBJ Ranch” as a good 
thing. 

“It’s effective in the States 
in terms of establishing a 
sense of contact, in reduc¬ 
ing the distance between the 
elector and the president. 
It’s important for people to 
know their president comes 
from somewhere, that he 
goes home,” Clark said in a 
December interview. 

"But I think it would be 
important in another sense. 
Our politicians are more 
captive of Ottawa than 
American politicians are of 
their capital.” 

Would the temporary 
headquarters he wanted to 
set up at Jasper, a town of 
1.000 in the national park, 
become known as “24 Sussex 
West," Clark was asked at 
the time. 

"Well, there’s something 
to that,” he responded, smil¬ 
ing at the reference to the 
address of the PM’s official 
residence — 24 Sussex Drive 
in Ottawa. 

CLARK, of course, was 
born and raised several hun¬ 
dred miles away from Jas¬ 
per at the town of High 
River. He wanted to repre¬ 
sent the riding of Bow River 
which includes his home¬ 
town, but bowed out after a 
bloody nomination feud with 
former Tory MP Stan Schu¬ 
macher. 

Clark spent several days in 
J asper after the May 22 elec¬ 
tion, preparing to be sworn 
in as PM and working on 
details of the transition of 
power from the Liberals to 
the Tories. 

Before he gets together 
with his “inner cabinet” and 
some top public servants at 
the mountain retreat, Clark 
hopes to host a western-style 
barbecue for his constituents 
srtmewhere in sprawling 
Yellowhead riding. Plans for 
that event are still tenta¬ 
tive.

Making swans out of ducklings 

EXPERT TEACHERS KEEP BALLET STUDENTS ON THEIR TOES 


Perhaps it was something she saw or simply the 
music touched a familiar vein, but suddenly the 
grey haired woman in checkered pants and low- 
heeled shoes begins to dance, urging on as she 
does a dozen youngsters in black tights and slippers 
whose eyes never leave her as their uncertain feet 
follow. 

THE BALLET MISTRESS stops but Tchai¬ 
kovsky's Swan Lake continues and the young dancers 
keep going, faltering only to be brought up short with: 
"You're ballet dancers, not footballers.” 

Off to one side of the Glenlyon School gyman- 
sium. Maureen Duffus, president of the Vancouver 
Island Ballet Society, whispers: "She’ll make swans 
out of those little ducklings yet." 

"She” is artistic director Lillian Griffiths with a 
wealth of teaching, producing and performing ex¬ 
perience in South Africa, clearly regarded as the 
best thing to happen to the not yet one-year-old 
society. And the “ducklings"—who presumably have 
first to become signets before swans—are a group of 
the younger students in the three-week-long summer 
school which has attracted 30 students, some from 
the Interior and one even from Montreal. 

AND THE AMAZING THING about it all for 
Duffus is that the society has actually managed to put

together not only a summer school in its first year but 
staff it with teachersof the calibre of Griffiths and her 
daughter Leigh-Ann. former soloist with the Stutt¬ 
gart Ballet and now a senior teacher at Toronto’s 
National Ballet School. 

“I thought it would take five years before we 
could get anyone out to run a school,” said Duffus, 
who puts the society’s initial success down to luck 
(newly-arrived Victorian Griffiths reading in the 
Colonist about the formation of the society) and 
timing (the availability of Griffiths’ daughter). The 
rest came from hard work by members of the 
society whose mandate is to further the interest of 
ballet and theatrical dance through workshops and 
eventually performances. 

WHAT THE SOCIETY has managed to do, says 
Duffus, is offer local dance students a program—for 
considerably less money—rivalling those offered at 
summer schools such as Banff. 

A glance at the school’s timetable show's every¬ 
thing from “problem-solving pirouettes" to "reper¬ 
tory solos from Les Sylphides." But not all the 
students’ time is spent at the barre. Interspersed 
among the dance time are lectures on ballet music, 
design, speech, mime and dance-related injuries. 


"We’re trying to give them something extra to 
show them that there’s a lot more to ballet than 
learning steps," said Duffus. 

AND SHE MIGHT ADD that there is a lot more to 
dance than just ballet. 

"After all, not every dancer is going to get into 
the National," she said, alluding to the school’s 
inclusion of mime, speech and jazz classes. 

While the school’s scope in its first year is 
something of a miracle. Leigh-Ann Griffiths’doesn’t 
see herself as a miracle worker. Three weeks just 
isn’t long enough to “iron out the creases" or undo 
what’s been done to these young Victoria dancers. 

ESSENTIALLY, she and her mother want to 
strengthen the basic technique of her young dancers, 
most of whom she says have been "badly trained.” 

"They’ve just been taught to do something and 
not how to go about doing it properly,” she said, 
adding that apparent level of instruction in Victoria 
is no worse than that throughout the country. 

"If you get a teacher with bad mannerisms then 
the kid just follows them,” she said. 

"The unfortunate thing is that the teachers 
should be here learning so they can understand what 
we're doing." 


Central Saanich residents in the vicinity of Hovey 
and Tomlinson Roads, near Centennial Park, are up 
in arms over the municipality’s proposed extension of 
Hovey Road. 


The municipality’s public 
works department for the 
past seven years or so has 
been dumping fill in a steep 
gully there with the view of 
eventually building a road, 
Central Saanich Aid. Dave 
Hill said Saturday. 

Hill said the scenic gully 
was centrally located and 
saved the public works de¬ 
partment from driving all 
over the municipality look¬ 
ing for dumping locations. 

Hill said it was originally 
thought a road extension 
would save the fire depart¬ 
ment about two minutes in 
servicing the area, but that 
he understands now that 
residents don’t want Hovey 
to become a through road. 

If Hovey becomes a 
through road, Hill said, it 
could spoil the area's rural 
and quiet atmosphere. 

Hill said council has in¬ 
structed the public works de¬ 
partment to stop placing fill 
in the gully until it hears 
from residents. 

“People bought property 
there because it was quiet. 

"Perhaps there will be a 
compromise so traffic can’t 
go through but a fire truck 
can if it has to. We could use 
a crash barrier that can be 
pushed over by a fire truck," 
he said. 

"But if residents don’t 
want that extra two minutes 
of fire protection, then so be 
it," Hill said. 

A resident in the area who 
has worked with others in 
collecting a petition against 
the road extension, Tony 
Yonge of 1600 White Road, 
said Saturday that residents 
don’t want the fire barrier or 
any kind of extension. 


Yonge said signatures 
from about 32 homes were 
gathered. 

"We believe the compro¬ 
mise of a fire barrier will be 
short-lived and that it will 
only be a matter of time 
before the barrier will be 
removed or crashed.” 

- Yonge said Aid. Percy La- 
zarz has been adamant about 
putting the road through. 

Lazarz, chairman of the 
municipality’s public works 
committee and fire com 
mittee said Saturday from 
his Cultra Avenue home, 
about two blocks from 
Hovey, that “it was not a 
question of being adamant 
but of being right.” 

Lazarz said, “It’s a job 
that should be completed. 
It’s two-thirds done now, so 
why stop? 

"Anyway, the residents 
don’t own the land. It’s pub 
lie land, it’s owned by you 
and me.” 

Yonge said he understood 
that the fire department had 
no intention of pushing the 
project onto the area. 

The disadvantages of a 
road extension, including a 
possible rise in crime and 
loss of rural atmosphere, 
outweigh the advantages. 
Yonge said. 

He said residents in the 
vicinity of Hovey get faster 
fire protection service by the 
present route than many 
other Central Saanich resi¬ 
dents who live farther from 
the fire hall. 

He said a road extension 
would also create a traffic 
hazard for children playing 
in Centennial Park.

MAMA KNOWS BEST 

So hands off those harbor seal pups!

Let’s face it, they're irres¬ 
istible. 

But look—don't touch— 
any of the more than 100 
newborn harbor seal pups 
expected to be spending 
their first days on Greater 
Victoria arita beaches over 
the next three weeks. 

The playful pat, or, worse 
still, taking what you mista¬ 
kenly think is an abandoned 
seal pup home, has almost 
the same effect as a New¬ 
foundland sealer with a 
club. / 

“People are killing them 
with kindness,” says Angus 
, Matthews of Sealand of the 
1 Pacific, which last year 
alone nursed 14 orphaned 
harbor seal pups. A good 
number of those seals would 
have been raised by their 
mothers if people hadn’t in¬ 
terfered. says Matthews. 

Already Sealand has its 
first orphan pup, Linus, who 
was "found” on Mount 
Douglas Park beach. Matth¬ 
ews said the people who 
brought him to Sealand were 
doing the right thing in this 
case as the pup, left by its 
mother on the heavily-used 
beach, had already been 
touched too many times by 
humans. (He also had sev¬ 
eral sores around his mouth 
which Matthews blames on 
his having nursed rocks 


which he mistook for his 
mother.) If the mother had 
returned, she, like most 
other wild animals, would 
have rejected her young as 
having been touched by 
humans, says Matthews. 

The problem, particularly 
in the Greater Victoria area 
is that the ideal pupping 
beaches such as Witty’s and 
Esquimau lagoons happen 
also to be popular recrea¬ 
tional areas. Invariably the 
pups meet up with people. 

Apparently the mother 
seal comes ashore to have 
her pup, then soon after re¬ 
turns to the sea to feed for 
several hours before return¬ 
ing to nurse her pup, in a 


pattern that continues for 
several days. 

"If you do see a harbor 
seal pup on the beach, keep 
other people and dogs away 
and if after six to eight hours 
you don’t see the mother 
then notify Sealand or the 
SPCA,” said Matthews. 

It’s one thing to nurse pups 
that have been either injured 
or legitimately abandoned, 
but Matthews has harsh 
words for what he calls the 
“sealnappers" whose dirty 
work he and his staff must 
try to rectify. Besides jeo¬ 
pardizing a pup’s life, the 
sealnappers leave them¬ 
selves open to a fine as 
high as $5,000. 


"Nobody can raise a seal 
as well as its mother. The 
chances of its survival are 
just not as good,” said 
Matthews, who noted that 
Sealand lost two of its 14 
orphans last year. 

Once the pups have ma¬ 
tured enough to fend for 
themselves they are re¬ 
leased by Sealand, ideally in 
the company of an adult 
seal. Last September, two 
were released with an adult 
called Keefie and while the 
pups have since disap¬ 
peared, Keefie still shows up 
daily for a feeding accom¬ 
panied by a new “wild" girl¬ 
friend.

Sea lion Tor a is probably preggie 


She hasn’t given up fish for 
pickles and ice cream, but 
Tora, Sealand’s Steller’s sea 
lion who lost her first pup in a 
freak accident last fall ( is prob¬ 
ably pregnant again. 

At least everyone at Sea¬ 
land is keeping their fingers 
crossed that sometime toward 
the end of next month Tora 
will have another pup to re¬ 
place Brutus, who was mista¬ 


kenly trampled by his father, 
Benjamin. 

The problem, according to Sea¬ 
land manager Angus Matthews, is 
that it’s rather hard to tell if the 
1,600-pound female is pregnant. 
Obtaining urine samples and va¬ 
ginal swabs is difficult to say the 
least but Sealand staff members 
are pinning their hopes on a slight 
bulge on Tora’s otherwise stream¬ 
lined body, as well as some ninole 
elevation. 


And then there's Tora’s be¬ 
havior. She’s packing away the 
quantity of fish befitting a mother 
eating for two. Furthermore, she 
and Benjamin aren’t quite as amo¬ 
rous as they once were when it 
became necessary to drop their 
act from the Sealand show. 

Sealand already has one other 
sea lion pup, Popeye, bom to Cali¬ 
fornia sea lions Bonnie and Clyde 
in May. He’s doing fine, according 
to Matthews, who said Popeye 


makes brief appearances before 
his parents’ act “just to let people 
see what one looks like.” 

Also expected in the next week is 
the hatching of the first of three 
puffin eggs. If the chicks survive it 
will be only the second time that 
puffins have been raised in captiv¬ 
ity. The adult birds arrived oil- 
soaked at Sealand. Several eggs 
hatched last year but the chicks 
died of pneumonia. 

"I hope we get some good weath¬ 
er soon,” said Matthews. 


With the search for new 
sources of energy intensify¬ 
ing daily, it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time until someone 
turned to studying ways to 
convert slash—material 
usually burned on site after 
logging. 

The Pacific Forest Re¬ 
search Centre on Burnside 
has just embarked on a $58,- 
000 investigation into how 
slash on Vancouver Island 
.could be converted to pulp 
and hog fuel. 

The centre conservatively 
estimates that more than 40 
million cubic feet of logging 
residue is available annually 
on the Island alone. 

If it were all converted to 
hog fuel and burned effi¬ 
ciently, the centre estimates 
it could produce about 1.7 
billion kilowatt hours of elec¬ 
tricity—equivalent to an en¬ 
tire month’s output by B.C. 
Hydro in some months. 

However, slash is where 
you find it, meaning that it is 
often only marginally eco¬ 
nomic to try to recover the 
material, but with so much 
potential energy at stake, 
the idea bears serious in¬ 
vestigation. 

A story about wood waste 
conversion in the current 
issue of ForesTalk, a glossy 
magazine produced by the 
provincial forests ministry, 
documents a number of suc¬ 
cessful money-saving ef¬ 
forts by B.C. forest industry 
companies. 

Conversion of waste from 
sawmills to pulp and steam 
has been going on in B.C. 
since the 1930s, but it was not 
until the cost of fossil fuels 
began its upward spiral in 
the early 1970s that the forest 
industry seriously began 
converting waste wood into 
energy, either directly or in 
a form known as “hog 
f / fuel." 


The name hog fuel might 
suggest that wood is being 
fed to pigs, but it comes front 
the hog or hogger that pul 
verizes the waste into usable 
fuel. Usually, wood frag 
ments move over a series of 
anvils where heavy knives or 
hammers chop and shred it 
into a size more easily used 
in boiler furnaces. 

Two hundred cubic feet of 
loosely packed hog fuel can 
provide the energy of as 
much as $20 worth of natural 
gas, depending on the quality 
and dryness of the hog fuei. 
transportation costs, and 
boiler efficiency. 

Most systems for burning 
it aim at keeping the shred 
ded bark and wood mixture 
dispersed, perhaps on a col 
umn of hot air or on a bed of 
hot sand kept moving by a 
powerful updraft. 

Another way is compress¬ 
ing the particles in much the 
same way as sawdust is 
made into “presto logs” for 
the home fireplace, which, 
with new processes, can ap 
proach coal in its burning 
characteristics. 

Some investments—and 
oil savings—by forest com 
panies in B.C. into wood 
waste conversion include: 

• Crown Zellerbach, $25 
million to convert Elk Falls 
mill to hog-fuel fired equip¬ 
ment, saving 600,000 barrels 
of oil a year; 

• MacMillan Bloedel, $22 
million conversion at Port 
Alberni, saving 250,000 bar 
rels of oil a year; 

• B.C. Forest Products, 
$13 million for hog fuel boiler 
at Crofton pulp mill, which 
can burn almost anything— 
including pulp sludge, sav¬ 
ing, 400,000 barrels of oil a 
year. 

(Oil on the international 
market is about $20 a barrel, 
slightly less in Canada.)

Nancy Callan relaxes as leader Dawn Coe strokes putt 


LONDON (AP) — Bjorn 
Borg clung to his Wimbledon 
title to make modem tennis 
history Saturday, while Bil¬ 
lie Jean King set another 
record, one tinged with sad¬ 
ness. 

Borg edged Roscoe Tanner 
6-7, 6-1, 3-6, 6-2, 6-4 in one of 
Wimbledon’s closest and 
most exciting finals. He won 
the crown for the fourth 
straight year — a feat 
achieved by no other man 
since 1913. 

Tanner played one of the 
matches of his life, served 16 
aces and was a hero in de¬ 
feat. 

King teamed with Martina 
Navratilova to win the 
women’s doubles and 
reached a record total of 20 
Wimbledon titles. 

But missing from the 17,- 
000 who watched the veteran 
bespectacled star was Eliza¬ 
beth Ryan, who held the old 
mark of 19 titles. Ryan, 88, 
had been on the grounds of 
the All-England Club on Fri¬ 
day, but collapsed and died 
shortly after Navratilova 
beat Chris Evert Lloyd 6-4, 
6-4 to retain the women’s 
singles crown. 

Ryan, who walked on 
crutches, was at the tourna¬ 
ment every day until the end. 
She won her titles, all in 
doubles, between 1914 and 
1934. 

Saturday King and Navra¬ 
tilova defeated Wendy Turn- 
bull of Australia and Betty 
Stove of the Netherlands 5-7,

straight at Borg, who got 
behind the ball and, from 
behind the baseline, sent a 
backhand flashing past his 
opponent. 

That gave Borg a service 
break, and he held on to his 
lead despite several critical 
situations. Tanner had three 
break points in the second 
game but Borg held him 
off. 

Leading 40-15 against ser¬ 
vice in the eighth game, Tan¬ 
ner hit a forehand into the 
alley. Next Borg dropped a 
short one and Tanner failed 
with a half-volley. 

The danger was over for 
Borg and he was never in the 
same danger again. But he 
needed four match points 
before clinching the first 
prize of $40,000. Tanner 
saved the first two with fine 
backhands, and the third 
with a cleverly angled vol¬ 
ley. 

In the last fesy games the 
crowd was roaring after 
every point, and the umpire 
repeatedly called for si¬ 
lence. 

The last man to win four 
straight Wimbledon titles 
was Anthony Wilding of New 
Zealand, who did it between 
1910 and 1913. Two of the 
old-timers did even better in 
the early days. Willie Ren- 
shaw and Lawrie Docherty 
each won it five times in a 
row. But in those days, the 
defending champion only 
had to play the final, or chal¬ 
lenge round, taking a bye 
through all the prelimin¬ 
aries. 

Borg said he will be after 
another Wimbledon record 
next year. In winning his 
fourth title he has won 28 
Wimbledon matches in a 
row. Rod Laver won 31 in a 
row, over a span of 10 
years. 

Between 1962 and 1968, 
Laver was banned from 
Wimbledon because he had 
turned professional while 
the world’s most prestigious 
tournament was still an 
amateur event. 

King had been stuck at 19 
Wimbledon titles since 1975, 
when she won her sixth sin¬ 
gles crown. Each year since 
then she has come near to a 
doubles triumph, but failed 
each time. 

The record appeared to be 
eluding her again when she 
and Navratilova lost the first 
set against Turnbull and 
Stove. But in the end they 
were good winners. 

"The sad news of Eliza¬ 
beth Ryan takes some of the 
joy away from this occa¬ 
sion," King said. "I had 


looked forward to talking to 
her today. 

“I have known her since I 
was a kid. I grew up in Cali¬ 
fornia, where she lived, and 
she used to come and watch 
the juniors play. She was a 
great lady.”

The rest is 
made up of 18 birdies and 13 
bogeys. 

“I used to play like that 
four or five years ago — a lot 
of bogeys and a lot of 
birdies," said Watson, who is 
pursuing his fifth triumph of 
the year and his third West¬ 
ern Open. 

“If I don’t make any major 
mistakes tomorrow, I might 
pull it out. But there’s al¬ 
ways a chance of making a 
big number on this course," 
said Watson. 

Watson’s back nine includ¬ 
ed a 25-foot birdie putt on the 
11th after he had three-put¬ 
ted the previous two holes 
for bogeys. He dropped an 
eight-footer for birdie on 12, 
a 30-footer for another on 15 
and holed a 60-foot chip for 
one on the 18th after a trap 
cost him a bogey on the 
17th.

ZURICH. Switzerland - 
One of the two women shar¬ 
ing my compartment an 
nounced that our train, rock¬ 
ing between Luxembourg 
and Basel, was over 15 
minutes late. 

She and her friend. t-H 
clubbers f rom Ohio and Iowa 
respectively, were trying not 
to think about the 10 minutes 
they had in Basel to catch the 
connection to Bern. At the 
beginning of the trip they 
bad been excited: the lush 
fields red in the sunset bad 
inspired cries of “tha-a-at 
looks like home!" But now it 
was nearing 11 p.m„ and the 
two sat quenched and pale 
under the overhead light. 

Then I spotted a clock dial 
hanging white against the 
night sky. Its time: an hour 
earlier than we thought. We 
had just crossed a lime zone; 
the train slid into the station 
four minutes early. 

That’s the way it usually is 
in Europe, where late trains 
are despised. 

In France, the engineer 
gets a bonus for every 
minute he makes up (though 
he can’t go beyond certain 
limits, of course). In Swit¬ 
zerland. if the train is more 
than five minutes late the 
conductor determines how 
many people are making 
connections: he then will 
phone this information 
ahead and the stationmaster 
will decide whether to hold 
the connecting trains. 

Travelling really fast, 
where terrain permits, is a 
common clip for a TEE 
(Trans-Europe Express) or 
Intercity train. Two tracks, 
now under construction in 
Germany, will permit 
speeds of 210 km/h. 

These speeds 4re made 
possible through constant 
track maintenance, a task

made easier in Europe by 
the use of light-weight 
f reight trains compared with 
the track-tearing heavy 
freight trains of the United 
States. 

No one is astounded by 
new airplane technology — 
but train technology? De¬ 
signers are. working on re¬ 
placing the present radio 
communication between 
engineer and station with 
electronic cables In the 
tracks, enabling a central 
traffic control tower to stop 
or slow a train by remote 
control. 

i 

If you arc sitting in the 
front car of a TEE, you may 
periodically hear a buzzer; 
that’s the engine telling the 
engineer that he has not 
made any adjustments or 
otherwise notified it of his 
presence for the last half- 
mile. The engineer must re¬ 
spond in some fashion within 
five seconds or a great 
alarm goes off; if he doesn’t 
respond to this, the train 
automatically slops. 

In Germany the trend 
seems to be away from the 
all-first-class TEEs; ap¬ 
parently second-class pas¬ 
sengers have been demand¬ 
ing equal time. The result: 
more Intercity trains, simi¬ 
lar to the TEEs in speed and 
comfort, which make more 
stops and offer second-class 
as well as first-class com¬ 
partments. 

TEEs originally were de¬ 
signed for the businessman. 
Many of the trains, especial¬ 
ly in Germany, regularly 
carry a secretary who will 
type letters and take dicta¬ 
tion in several languages for 
about $10 an hour. The secre¬ 
tary also will place phone 
calls all over the world for a 
few dollars more than it 
costs to call from a phone 
booth. 


Restaurant cars now on 
the tracks offer sitdown ser¬ 
vice. In quality of food and 
prices, I was told, these are 
equivalent to a very good 
restaurant. 

Something to find out be¬ 
fore you charge off to eat is 
whether the dining car is 
going where you are. Not all 
the cars attached (together at 
any one time are on their 
w ay to the same place. Dur¬ 
ing the short pause at the 
station cars are quickly re¬ 
moved, hooked to another 
engine and set off in another 
direction. 

Buying food on the trains 
is expensive if you have the 
wrong currency. Generally, 
you can use the money of any 
country the train is passing 
through. On a train that left 
the French side of the Basel 
station (and thus to the lit¬ 
eral-minded had never ac¬ 
tually been in Switzerland) I 
paid one pushcart proprietor 
I Swiss francs (about $2.1(1) 
for a bottle that contained 
about 10 sw allows of mineral 
water. Had I had French 
francs I would have fared 
better: A train is not a bank. 
Travelers' cheques also are 
unfavorably viewed by train 
eating facilities; always 
have cash. 

Because the trains are so 
reliable, you don’t need to 
allow much time to make 
connections — 10 minutes is 
plenty. They come so fre¬ 
quently, as well, that hang¬ 
ing around the station for 
hours generally is unneces¬ 
sary. But if you wind up with 
a block of time, there often is 
plenty to do in the station. 

For instance, you can take 
a bath in many of the major 
stations. 1 checked out one 
bathroom in Luxembourg; it 
was a little dank but very 
clean. Many stations have 
chic boutiques. And a favor¬ 
ite spot for Sunday dinner 


for the Bernese is the station 
restaurant. 

The European station is a 
centre of activity for local 
people as well as for tra¬ 
velers. Foreign laborers in 
Switzerland often use the 
telephone and telegraph of¬ 
fices found in most big sta¬ 
tions to call back home. 
There usually is a place to 
exchange money, a drug 
store and a barbershop. 

The local tourist office 
frequently is in or very near 
the station. If you have just 
breezed into town and need a 
place to stay for the night, 
the tourist board will make a 
reservation for you in a hotel 
in your price range. 

There usually are a num¬ 
ber of hotels right by the 
train station: these often 
range from the pleasantly 
comfortable to luxurious, if 
you are doing much travel¬ 
ing by train, stay near the 
station. It saves the expense 
and bother of a cab. 

The train is a delightful 
way to get about Europe, not 
just because of its many ad¬ 
vantages. but because it 
lacks some of the disadvan¬ 
tages of other forms of 
transportation. You don’t 
have to bother with maps, 
try to find someone who 
speaks English to give direc¬ 
tions if you get lost, or main¬ 
tain serenity on. say, the 
Autobahn, where everybody 
is going 10 m.p.h. faster than 
you. 

Planes in Europe are con¬ 
siderably more expensive 
than trips of equivalent 
length in the United States; 
and unless you’re going 
more than 560 kilometers 
from hotel to hotel, it’s ac¬ 
tually faster to go by train. 
And you get leg room and 
scenery thrown in. 

If you plan to travel about 
a good bit in Europe, a 
Eurailpass makes it easy:’ 


it means one less thing to 
negotiate every day or so; it 
means if you miss one train 
you can grab the next with¬ 
out bothering with supple¬ 
ments, refunds, etc. And 
since all your transportation 
is paid for you won’t be 
tempted to economize by- 
cutting down on side trips. If 
you want to sec a lot, it's 
worth it: $190 for 15 days; 
$230 for 21 days; $280 for one 
month; $390 for 3 months; 
$460 for -I months, all first- 
class. The two-month sec¬ 
ond-class Youthpass is $260. 

Theoretically, if you lose 
your Eurailpass you can't 
get it replaced. But give it a 
try. If you can produce the 
slip of paper detached from 
your pass when it is validat¬ 
ed, plus a police report stal¬ 
ing your loss, you can some- 
times get the pass 
replaced. 

If you are only going to one 
country, look into the rail 
pass of that country. Some, 
like the Eurailpass, must be 
bought in the United States. 

My favorite ride during a 
week spent on trains was 
through the Alps, between 
Brig and Spietz. 1 spent most 
of the ride standing up, be¬ 
cause sitting you can only 
see the knees of the moun¬ 
tains. 

Another must: the little 
cog railway up Rigi. 

In Europe, where gasoline 
long has been expensive and 
w hich was well-traveled long 
before the age of the auto¬ 
mobile, the trains always 
have been appreciated and 
well cared for. Getting from 
point to point, frequently an 
onerous part of traveling, 
becomes a pleasure. I 
brought books along and 
didn’t open one. Time taken 
out to write postcards was 
time taken away front look¬ 
ing out the window, where a 
beautiful continent flew by. 
often at 150 km/h. You could 
miss something. 


With a little pull, 
you can have the 
best vacation of your life.

To the Greeks, the Vene¬ 
tians. the Romans, the 
Greek Islands were idyllic 
treasures to be conquered, 
guarded and adorned lov¬ 
ingly with splendid architec¬ 
ture.

A highlight in a visit 
to Corfu would well be an 
evening at the Achilleon 
Place Casino where princes, 
tycoons and visitors alike 
gather to wine, dine and 
tempt lady luck. 

When you arc not whiling 
away the hours on one of 
Corfu’s sundrenched beach 
coves, try to take in a visit to 
the Medusa in the Corfu Mu¬ 
seum.

PASSPORT

On a bright Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, 1 opened a newspaper to 
find that some sales had 
been on since the previous 
Thursday but that Debcn- 
hams, whose summer bar¬ 
gains are legendary, was not 
to open its doors for another 
two days. 

An article described two 
middle-aged London couples 
who, on receiving a tip the 
Wednesday before the De- 
benhams was clearing its 
windows (a sure sign of the 
impending sale), and 
camped out in front of the 
store. 

Far from encouraging a 
mob scene, Debenhams 
hands the queuing cus¬ 
tomers tickets, which they 
exchange for specified items 
on sale when the big moment 
arrives. The store is opened 
only to these ticket bearers, 
who arc served strawberries 
and cream the morning of 
the sale. , 

It all sounded terribly civi¬ 
lized. but Oxford Street still 
seemed too fierce a chal¬ 
lenge that warm summer 
day. Yet as I turned the cor¬ 
ner from the British Mu¬ 
seum and entered New Ox- 
ford Street, the 
red-and-white sale signs 
somehow bore me onward. 
At No. 53, James Smith & 
Sons, purveyors of umbrel¬ 
las and exotic sticks and 
canes, evidently was not 
having a sale. 

So I went in. 

“I don’t think we’ve ever 
had a sale in our history,” 
said a clerk. Smith & Sons is 
one of those specialty shops 
for which London is 
famous. 

Farther ahead, Oxford 
Street looked impenetrable; 
the sidewalks overflowed 
with humanity. In Marra¬ 
kech or Cairo I might have 
chanced it, but the souks of 
London were intimidating. 

I turned onto Regent 
Street, itself very much 
caught up in the bargain 
business but not nearly so 
mobbed as Oxford. Spotting 
a large SALE banner flap¬ 
ping above Liberty & Co.. I 
entered the store. 

At the tag end of a week- 
long sale. Liberty looked 
tired. “Everything’s gone,” 
said a clerk at a picked-over 
sweater counter. In the Pen- 
haligon department (a 


branch of the famous Lon¬ 
don perfumer), a sales¬ 
woman offered to help me 
find a remaining bargain. 
Perfume I didn't want, so 
she led me across the floor to 
another department and 
picked out several silk 
scarves. 

“It’s been a frantic week,” 
she said, "but Harrods has 
an even bigger sale than we 
do. Its a fight for survival 
Last year I had to battle an 
Arab gentleman for three 
Yves Saint Laurent neck¬ 
ties." 

It is doubtful you will find 
sale banners festooning the 
smart little shops of nearby 
Jermyn Street. Clothing 
dominates the street, but 
other products can be found, 
too. Your nose will tell you 
where you are. 

Almost side by side arc 
Floris, the perfumer; Paxton 
& Whitfield, a cheese store, 
and Foster & Son, manufac¬ 
turers of luggage, shoes and 
boots. There also Is John 
Faustus, Antiquarian Books; 
and Andrew Grima, which 
fashions novel gold jewelry 
behind its Welsh black-slate 
doors. 

Turnbull & Asser, 71-72 
Jermyn St., is the best 
known of a handful of fine 
Jermyn Street shirtmakers 
(John Ericson, Harvie & 
Hudson, and S. Conway are 
the others). The store has 
something of a snob appeal, 
which it does little to dis¬ 
courage. Churchill was cus¬ 
tomer (the fitting room is 
named for him), and so is 
Prince Charles. And one day 
when I was in Turnbull's 
avoiding the July sales of 
Oxford Street, I saw Blanca 
Jagger in the ready-to-wear 
shirt department. 

Turnbull’s prices are al¬ 
most as notable as its trend¬ 
setting stripes and checks. I 
couldn't resist being fitted 
for some of the store’s shirts 
— w hich run about $40 for the 
simplest cotton, on up to $60 
for voile or sea island cotton, 
and as high as $100 for silk. 

I shouldn't leave the im¬ 
pression that Turnbull & 
Asser is above holding bar¬ 
gain-basement sales. It 
doesn’t do so in July, but 
every January it knocks 
dow n its prices on silk shirts, 
cashmere socks, mohair 
evening trousers, etc., while 
a string quartet plays Bach 
and Mozart.

Ottawa increases subsidies 

Indian art booming 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
boom in British Columbia's 
$3.5 million Indian arts in¬ 
dustry has prompted a $300.- 
000 increase in federal subsi¬ 
dies. 

Fred Walchli, director of 
Indian affairs for B.C., says 
the subsidies will rise to 
$700,000 from $400,000 to pay 
for POaching craft tech¬ 
niques and materials. 

Walchli, in Vancouver to 
open the annual Indian Arts 
and Crafts Society Trade 
Show, said a market study 
conducted last year showed 
that artists would not be able 
to meet increased demands 
for northwest coast art. 

Average income for the 
1.000 native artists has in¬ 
creased to $10,000 from $5.- 
000 annually over the last 


five years, but "it's a tough 
way to make a living," said 
artist Victor Newman. 

"You have to get known," 
Newman said after winning 
second prize at the show for 
his prints and carvings. At 
$15 and $30 apiece, his prints 


were among the cheapest 
there. 

Gordon Fisk, who conduct¬ 
ed the market study for the 
artists, said he found buyers 
were looking for "something 
unique in the whole world" 
such as northwest coast 
art.'

"Between two evils, 
choose neither; between 
two goods, choose both. ” - 
Tyron Edwards. 

Declarer had to choose 
between good and evil to 
make today’s instructive 
slam. He carelessly chose 
to finesse in a familiar way 
and good lost out to evil. 

Declarer won his spade 
ace and counted 11 top 
winners. So he cashed his 
long club suit and threw his 
small heart on dummy's 
fourth spade, hoping the 
opponents would do some¬ 
thing silly. 

Then he tried the heart 
finesse, losing his queen to 
West's king. West exited 
with a heart and the slam 
was out of reach. West 
scored his diamond king 
along with his king of 
hearts and declarer had 
made a bad choice. 

Declarer could have 
madd the hand in several 
ways. Had he known that 
West had started with both 
kings, he could have 
cashed the black suit 
winners and then put West 
on lead by playing the ace 
and a small diamond. 

West would win, but 
would have to lead either a 
diamond to dummy's 
queen or a heart up to 
declarer's A-Q. A nice 
elimination end play on 
West. 

The simplest (and best) 
way to make the slam is to 
allow for finesses in both 
red suits. Instead of rat¬ 
tling off a bunch of 
winners, declarer should 
lead a low diamond to¬ 
wards dummy’s queen. 
West wins the king and the 
heart finesse becomes 
unnecessary

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‘Tempers better lost behind closed doors’ 


Of all the excuses for hold¬ 
ing secret meetings, the one 
offered last week by Saanich 
Mayor Mel Couvelier and 
Esquimau Mayor Art Young 
had to be the weakest. 

“If,” pontificated Couve¬ 
lier, “we are going to lose 
our Tempers and call each 
other names, better do it in 
camera than in public." 

The two were led by North 
Saanich Mayor George Wes¬ 
twood in their endeavors to 
close the doors on press and 
public for discussion of a 
dispute between Saanich and 
the Capital Region Board 
over the official regional 
plan. 

Westwood wanted the 
matter discussed in secret 
because it was a legal mat¬ 
ter, with the CRD consider¬ 
ing legal action against 
Saanich. 

But, as Outer Gulf Islands 
director Jim Campbell 
pointed out, possible litiga¬ 
tion is usually discussed in 
secret so as to avoid reveal¬ 
ing legal tactics to the oppo¬ 
sition. 

In this case the opposition 
was Couvelier—a merriberof 
the finance and personnel 
committee which was meet¬ 
ing at that time, and of the 
CRD board which will make 
a final decision. 

"There is no way that lean 
see that we can decide that a 
member of the board, who 
may be on the defendant's 
side can be excluded. There¬ 
for 1 don't see why anybody 
else should be excluded,” 
Campbell said. 

But it took another 15 
minutes for the committee to 
decide, on a 3-3 vote, that 
discussion would take place 
in public. 

CRD lawyer. Doug Patter¬ 
son, who is also with the law 
firm that did Saanich legal 
work until a few months ago, 
told the committee the dis¬ 
cussion should definitely be 
in camera. 

"I don't see how you can 
discuss the grounds for going 
to court etc., in public,” he 
said. 

Young, hoping that a com¬ 
promise agreement could be 
reached with Saanich, sug¬ 
gested a secret meeting so 
that directors could get over 
any name-calling in private, 
and see if there were 
grounds for compromise. He 
did not think any of that 
could be accomplished if out¬ 
siders—representatives of 
the taxpaying public, that 
is—were allowed to watch.

mous consent) to file his 
last story." 

The politicians 
thumped their desks in 
support and anticipa¬ 
tion. 

Gardom went on to 
suggest new, old, retired, 
members of the Legisla¬ 
ture should hold a 
party—a homecoming— 
to get to know each 
other. 

He added that he 
thought the press survi¬ 
vors should be invited. 

"We could hear from 
Mr. (Robert) Bonner on 
how he stunted Mr. 
(Dave) Barrett's politi¬ 
cal career by firing 
him," he said. Opposition 
Leader Barrett was once 
fired as a social worker 
by Bonner. 

"We could hear from 
the former NDP whip 
Leo Nimsick who could 
finally reveal the true

cause of the greatest split 
in the history of the NDP, 
and that was the quar¬ 
rel over who didn't pay 
for the egg rolls at the 
annual caucus dinner.” 

Gardom suggested that 
one of the guests at the 
homecoming dinner 
should be former Social 
Credit cabinet minister 
Wesley Black: "He could 
either claim originality 
or reveal the true author¬ 
ship of his oft-stated pro¬ 
fundities: 'Bores will be 
bores’ or ‘Rome wasn't 
built ip a day.’” 

Former Speaker Gor¬ 
don Dowding (NDP) 
should be invited: "He 


could recount in living 
color the state reception 
for the French ambas¬ 
sador and inform us who 
ordered the mace to be lit 
in the procession from 
the dais to the Golden 
Gate.” 

Scott Wallace should be 
there to detail his concept 
of a brief speech: “Mr. 
Speaker, I wasn’t going 
to say anything, how¬ 
ever, on a point of princi¬ 
ple . . .” 

Gardom reminded the 
house of "the story of the 
old Gordon Gibson—and 
he was four years in the 
Liberal caucus—who 


said to Ray Perrault one 
night, on looking at a six- 
and-a-half foot pile of 
statute books, "You 
know, Ray . . . I’ve al¬ 
ways seen them books, 
what's in them?” 

Frank Ney. former So¬ 
cial Credit member for 
Nanaimo, should be at 
the dinner to relive the 
moment in debate when 
he stepped into the world 
of the environmenta¬ 
lists. 

"We no longer have 
wildlife. They’re all 
gone. Where have they 
gone? Where have the 
wolves gone?” and the 
retort came from across 
the floor “into real es¬ 
tate.” 

Ney Is the president of 
a real estate company in 
Nanaimo. 

John Tisdalle, another 
former Social Credit 
member, should be invit¬ 
ed to the homecoming to 
explain why he refused in 
the house to explain the 
“A and B theorem (of 
Social Credit financ¬ 
ing) . . . was (it) because 
he thought there was a 
letter in between the 
two?” Gardom asked. 

To conclude his pro¬ 
posed social evening. 
Gardom suggested that 
former Social Credit 
highways minister Phil 
Gaglardi “should be in¬ 
vited to say grace and 
“Grace” should be invit¬ 
ed to say Phil Gaglar¬ 
di.” 

The Gardom speech 
ended with a reminder 
from committee chair¬ 
man Stephen Rogers that 
"prior to putting the 
question (as to whether 
the committee should ad¬ 
journ) I might remind all 
members that the scope 
of debate is always deter¬ 
mined by the minister 
who leads off the de¬ 
bate." 

The house adjourned in 
laughter.

Directive leads to senseless killing 


Sports anglers in mid-is¬ 
land waters have been hav¬ 
ing a great time the past 
month catching three to 
four-pound coho in Nanaimo 
to Campbell River waters. 

Bit I wonder if they realize 
that come this next New 
Year’s Day, after which 
most of the Vancouver Is¬ 
land fishing will be for jack 
Chinooks, that they will have 
to throw back all the four- 
pound and under Chinooks 
they catch. 

A directive has been sent 
to federal fisheries regional 
offices stating that starting 
Jan. 1 the minimum size al¬ 
lowed for sport caught Chin¬ 
ooks will be 20 inches. . . and 
that is a four-pound salmon, 
the same size as have been 
providing so much action the 
past few weeks. Or, to put it 
another way ... at today's 
retail prices of nearly $6 a 
pound, sports anglers will 
have to throw back salmon 
worth nearly $25 each. 

And most of the Saanich 
Inlet fish and a large number 
of the Sooke-Victoria-Oak 
Bay winter salmon are in 
that category. 

AN ALARMING number 
of the fish released by sports 
fishermen will die, as shak¬ 
ers, released because they 
were under-sized. When the 
size limit is upped — to 20 
inches from 12 inches — the 
percentage of shakers which 
will die will be increased. 

It seems federal fisheries 
officials believe the way to 
conserve fish is to kill them 
needlessly. 

And federal fisheries real¬ 
ly hasn’t conducted any 
comprehensive studies on 
the mortality of hooked and 
released salmon on which to 
base their new regulation. 
But Oregon and Washington 
states have and their conclu¬ 
sions don’t offer much hope 
for hooked and released sal- 


rr WOULD SEEM that our 
Canadian federal fisheries, 
faced with a desire to con¬ 
serve Fraser River Chinooks 
which they believe have 
been dwindling, feel that if 
they must restrict the com¬ 
mercial fishermen, they 
must also restrict the sports 
fishermen in some manner, 
if only to appease the com¬ 
mercial industry. It doesn’t 
seem to matter to the de¬ 
partment whether or not the 
conservation by sports 
anglers would have any real 
effect on salmon stocks. 

THE COMMERCIAL in¬ 
dustry has big political lob¬ 
bies. Sports fishermen are 
out for relaxation and are 
only loosely organized. But, 
if they arc to protect their 
rights, they must protest, 
and protest loudly and fre¬ 
quently to new Federal Fi¬ 
sheries Minister James 
McGrath, who is from New¬ 
foundland where sport fish¬ 
ing is insignificant and so he 
must be informed of the im¬ 
portance of sports angling on 
this coast, and to our federal 
MPs, Defence Minister 
Allan McKinnon and Donald 
Munro, as well as to federal 
fisheries director-general 
Wally Johnson and regional 
field director Ron McLeod.

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IT MAKES no sense to 
restrict sport anglers and 
then to allow commercial 
fishermen to invade the Gulf 
of Georgia in larger than 
ever numbers to harvest en¬ 
hanced coho and at the same 
time catch the wild Chinooks 
sportsmen are being asked 
to conserve, and to allow 
bigger and bigger buildups 
of commercial net fleets at 
the entrance to Juan de Fuca 
Strait and in Johnstone 
Strait, where they effective¬ 
ly intercept the wild Fraser 
chinooks as they take all sal¬ 
mon indiscriminately in 
their nets. 

HERRING ROE fishing is 
probably the biggest reason 
for dwindling salmon fi¬ 
sheries. This year commer¬ 
cial trollers are having a 
tough time on the west coast 
finding abundant stocks of 
salmon and the reason likely 
is that there are not enough 
big schools of herring left to 
hold the salmon in sizeable 
concentrations. The salmon 
will be cruising the waters, 
looking for feed, just like the 
commercial trollers. 

Commercial fishermen 
themselves, and sports fish¬ 
ermen too, have warned fed¬ 
eral fisheries of the dangers 
of over-fishing of herring 
stocks, but greed seems to be 
the ruler. There is big money 
in herring roc. But, in the 
early 1960s herring stocks 
were over-fished and salmon 
stocks all but disappeared 
with them. Commercial and 
sport fishermen warned fed¬ 
eral fisheries at that time 
too, but were ignored until it 
was almost too late. 

SPORT ANGLERS arc al¬ 
ready restricted by their 
catch limit of four salmon a 
day. at least half of which 
will be hatchery salmon. 

The imposition of the 20- 
inch Chinook size limit is 
likely to cause a bigger and 
more useless loss of fish than 
ever. 

A better system would be 
to take the size limit off 
altogether for sport fisher¬ 
men. . .and then enforce the 
existing regulation that they 
must retain the first four 
fish they catch. Then there 
would be no loss of fish and 
sport anglers would quickly 
start finding bigger lures 
that won’t attract small fish 
and using bigger flashers 
that are more likely to scare 
away the small fish. They 
won’t want to be stuck with 
small grilse when there is a 
chance of catching bigger 
fish. 

The new 20-inch regulation 
won't apply to coho, at least 
at the start, but anglers will 
have to learn how to tell the 
difference between a coho 
and a Chinook, or they could 
be in trouble.

problem would be a later 
start to the commercial fish¬ 
ing season - to July 1 — so 
there would be no need for 
shakers. By July 1 the coho, 
which pose the commercial 
shaker problem, are keeper- 
weight and legal to catch. 
Chinooks now come in sea¬ 
son in April for commercial 
fishermen, but not coho 
which must be released, re¬ 
sulting in the shaker prob¬ 
lem. 

Barbless hooks have been 
suggested as one way to 
reduce mortality of released 
fish, but studies don’t indi¬ 
cate much success in that 
direction. 

An Oregon study with 
commercial trollers showed 
use of barbless hooks might 
prevent two immediate mor¬ 
talities out of 50 coho shakers 
released and one out of 50 
Chinook shakers released. 

Between 1959 and 1968 the 
Oregon fish commission ex¬ 
perimented with barbless 
hooks in the commercial 
troll industry. 

THE STUDY involved 
about 8,500 chinook and coho 
salmon. 

Barbless hooks caught 
slightly fewer salmon and 


caused slightly less mortal¬ 
ity. In all, barbed hooks 
caught 4,372 salmon, while 
barbless hooks caught 4,105. 
So, it could be said barbless 
hooks were 94 per cent as 
efficient as barbed. Of 
course, they would be much 
less efficient on the light 
gear and rods used by sport 
anglers. 

To compare mortality, the 
biologists used a recovery 
tank. Fish that came on 
board dead, or that did not 
resume normal swimming 
behavior in the tank, were 
considered immediate mor¬ 
talities. Mortality records 
were kept for all coho and 
chinooks under 26 inches. 

Overall immediate mor¬ 
tality for barbed hooks was 
11 per cent; for barbless 
seven per cent. 

ALTHOUGH BARBED 
hooks outfished barbless 
hooks for both chinook and 
coho, barbless hooks ap¬ 
peared to catch chinook bet¬ 
ter than coho. For chinook 
barbless hooks performed 96 
per cent as well as barbed 
hooks; for coho only 92 per 
cent as well. 

However barbed hooks 
caused more immediate 
mortality among chinook. 
Immediate mortality for 
coho: barbless, nine per 
cent; barbed, 13 percent; for 
chinooks: barbless, six per 
cent; barbed eight per cent. 

WASHINGTON state fi 
sheries in 1960 conducted a 
tagging program to compare 
hooking mortality by treble 
and single hooks. Coho were

Chicken gives insight into muscular dystrophy 


HAMILTON (CP) — Scientists at McMaster Uni¬ 
versity believe they may have accomplished a (eat that 
will further the research of muscular dystrophy. 

After six years of research, Dr. Michel Rathbone, 
associate professor of neurosciences, and his colleagues 
. transplanted a normal spinal cord into a genetically 
dystrophic chicken, one characterized by a progressive 
disease that weakens the muscles. 

Two chicken embryos — one genetically normal and 
* the other genetically dystrophic — underwent the deli¬ 
cate spinal cord transplants only two weeks after 
fertilization, when each was about the size of a small 
finger-nail. 

They were transplanted with embryonic spinal 
cords, known as neural tubes, and both survived the

B.C.’s experimental Open Learning Institute will 
offer fully-accredited programs for high school com¬ 
pletion, career, vocational and technical certification 
1 and university degree studies when it starts in Septem¬ 
ber with the first of three four-month semesters. 

Established by the education ministry in June 1978, 
the institute has been given a mandate to provide edu¬ 
cational opportunities to adults who cannot attend 
' conventional institutions due to isolation, work sched¬ 
ules. family commitments or physical handicaps. 

Courses including English, Canadian studies, 
mathematics and science all for grade 10 completion, 
and third-year administration, fourth-year English and 
first-year physics offering six credits each will be 
offered in the first semester in a traditional correspon¬ 
dence format supplemented by audio tapes, a phone-a- 
tutor system and a strong advisory service. 

BY JANUARY 1980, the institute expects to offer

Student advisers and course tutors will assist stu 
; dents where necessary in course selection, register- 
; ing. study problems, student get-togethers, marking 

• and commenting on assignments, and special course 
1 requirements such as field trips or access to la- 
! boratory or audio visual resources. 

FEES WILL BE similar to those levied by other 
institutions offering similar courses. The fee for a 
three-semester credit university course will be $60; for 
a high school equivalency course it will be $25. The 
cost of textbooks will be extra, although in many cases 
the course materials will be complete enough that 
additional textbooks will not be needed. It is hoped 
that OLI will be able to offer some financial assis¬ 
tance in a fashion similar to that offered by other 
educational institutions.

surgical trauma and hatched — a medical first. They 
are now scampering around Rathbone’s lab. 

The genetically dystrophic chicken with the normal 
spinal cord, now nine weeks old, is able to get up off its 
back, something a dystrophic bird is usually unable to 
do after the age of eight weeks. 

No one is exactly sure what causes muscular 
dystrophy, a muscle-destroying disease that usually 
begins in childhood or adolescence and progresses over 
five to 20 years or longer. 

Scientists presume it’s based on an inherited abnor¬ 
mality in the chemistry of the body which results in a 
primary degeneration of the muscle cells. There Is no 
specific treatment for the disease, which does not 



always affect a person’s mental ability or other 
senses. 

About 12,000 people in Canada have Deuchenne 
mjiscular dystrophy — the most severe form of the 
disease. Only boys are affected by this fatal disease 
which they inherit from their mother. Few Deuchenne 
victims live past the age of 20. 

Rathbone says the primary question he and his 
associates in the faculty of health sciences are trying to 
answer is whether the development of muscular dys¬ 
trophy with the muscles is due solely to abnormalities in 
the muscles or whether it is affected by the embryonic 
spinal cord. 

If the muscles of the dystrophic chicken with the 
normal transplanted spinal cord prove to be normal,

Rathbone said, it would Indicate that it’s the spinal cord 
that determines whether muscles will develop normalv 
or dystrophic characteristics. 

Earlier studies by Rathbone have shown that the 
spinal cord Influences two features characteristic of 
dystrophic muscle in embryos before hatching. The 
main features of muscular dystrophy, however, do not 
develop until after the chicken has hatched. 

The next step in the research will be to look at the 
muscles themselves in these chickens, Rathbone said. 
The muscles will be tested for responsiveness, and then 
small strips will be removed for microscopic and 
biochemical testing. 

Rathbone said much more testing would have to be 
done before any definite conclusions could be made.

Dear Dr. Ruble: What is 
anaphylactoid purpura? 
What causes it, and what can 
be done to treat it? — P.P. 

Purpura (PER-pyou-ruh) 
is a bleeding through tiny 
blood vessels which makes 
the skin look like it is 
bruised. Anaphylactoid pur¬ 
pura is known by several 
other names. “Allergic pur¬ 
pura" is one, and that will 
give you a better idea of 
what is involved. It Is an 
allergic reaction which 
causes these small vessels 
(capillaries) to be more per¬ 
meable — allowing blood to 
seep through the walls. 

It is relatively common, 
and may appear after bacte¬ 
rial infection, most com¬ 
monly by the strep germ, 
and usually two to three 
weeks after a severe upper 
respiratory infection. The 
cause is not always a germ. 
In many cases, allergy to a 
food is involved. As with any 
allergy-based condition, al¬ 
most any substance can be 
Implicated, including medi¬ 
cine — penicillin or sulfa — 
and many others. 

The joints and kidneys, as 
well as the skin, can be af¬ 
fected, so there may be joint 
and abdominal pain along 
with hive-like bruises. If the 
kidneys are affected, there 
may be blood in the urine. 
Stomach and kidney compli¬ 
cations are the most serious. 
While the ankles and knees 


are the most common points 
for the skin symptoms, any 
part of the body may show 
them. 

Fortunately, the problem 
is almost always “self-limit¬ 
ing” — that is, it runs its 
course without recurrence 
unless a “hidden" food al¬ 
lergy is involved. There Is no 
specific treatment. Corti¬ 
sone has been tried with lim¬ 
ited help. The chief goal is to 
find the specific cause of the 
reaction and to avoid that in 
the future. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: 1 must 
write in response to the 
woman with bad breath who 
wrote you recently. I know 
what she is going through. I 
had it bad, to the point where 
my husband would make re¬ 
marks. I had never uked den¬ 
tal floss. My dentist could 
not find anything wrong, nor 
could my doctor. I just hap¬ 
pened to start using floss and 
that was the end of my bad 
breath. — M.B. 

Hurray for you. There are 
crevices that extend quite 
far below the gum line and 
bits of food can collect there, 
causing odors. If you don’t 
believe it, notice the debris 
that can be excavated at a 
first flossing. Flossing gets 
to food particles between the 
teeth that you skip with a 
brush. This technique helps 
maintain healthy gums and 
teeth.

The graph, based on an 
average price of $2.36 a 
pound in Toronto a month 
ago, showed the retailer get¬ 
ting 56 cents, the meat pack¬ 
er five cents and the feedlot 
operator 19 cents, leaving 
$1.56 to the producer.

The average retail price 
for a pound of beef in Toron¬ 
to June 21 was $2.50. 

The retailer’s gross mar¬ 
gin was 70 cents a pound, the 
packer-wholesaler one cent, 
feedlot operator 88 cents and 
the cow-calf producer 91 
cents. 


The low margin received 
by the packer-wholesaler 
docs not take into account 
the value of the byproducts.

EDMONTON (CP)— 
Physicians are closer to 
identifying some of the rea¬ 
sons for the sudden-death 
syndrome, a phenomenon in 
which 700 Canadian babies 
less than a year old die from 
unknown causes every year, 
says a British Columbia doc¬ 
tor. 

Dr. Sid Segal, professor of 
pediatrics at the University 
of British Columbia and 
chairman of the scientific 
advisory committee of the 
Canadian Foundation for the 
Study of Infant Deaths, says 
recent detailed autopsies 
have provided some clues. 

Segal says work done by 
Dr. Richard Naeye of Penn¬ 
sylvania indicates that 
babies involved in sudden- 
death syndrome mortalities 
"were marked for death, in a 
sense.” 

Naeye's autopsies have 
shown that sudden-death in¬ 
fants may have scarred tis¬ 
sue in the brainstem, which 
would interfere with respira¬ 
tory control, or thickened 
lung arteries.

Bread baking part of natural-foods revolution

Betty lams (pronounced 
lmes) became a cookbook 
author almost by chance. 
She is a music teacher who 
specializes in training music 
teachers in improvisation. 
She had written textbooks 
for that purpose, but found it 
difficult to get a publisher, 
so she formed her own pub¬ 
lishing company, Clef House 
Publications, in Temecula. 

To start her company off 
in good style, she decided to 


write a book about bread 
baking. “It's been my hobby 
for 20 years,” she said. 
“Today there is a natural- 
foods revolution going on in 
North American kitchens, 
and bread baking is very 
much a part of that awaken¬ 
ing. Men as well as women 
are taking part in the bread¬ 
baking revival." 

SHE CONSIDERS bread 
baking to be therapeutic. In

Once over lightly 
for Scott’s Vol. 1

Volume 1 of the Scott set of 
four catalogues for 1980 is 
being published this week, 
and to no one's surprise it 
will be bigger than ever (2,- 
038 new listings), with more 
price changes than ever (63,- 
178) and yet retain its $16 
price. 

Vol. 1 covers the U.S., Brit¬ 
ish Commonwealth, and the 
U.N., and according to the 
advance information from 
Scott Publishing in New 
York, U.S. prices generally 
run 10 to 15 per cent higher 
than for 1979, early Austra¬ 
lian stamps (1913-1940) show 
advances of 50 per cent and 
more, and in fact for all 
British Commonwealth de¬ 
creases are hard to find, 
except in Bangladesh, and 
for United Nations stamps 
increases of 20 to 25 per cent 
show in 139 revisions, mostly 
for Geneva issues. 

For Canada, the 1,696 
price increases range from 
15 to 50 per cent and are 
scattered from 1851 to 1950. 
The 12-penny Black climbs 
to $40,000/325,000 from $32,- 
500/320,000, the Bluenose 
goes to $300/345 from 
$225/$35. the 1934 10-cent 
Loyalists to $25 from $15, the 
$1 Champlain to $110 from 
$65, and the 1976 Olympic $1 
and $2 to $12/$ 11 from 
$7.50/36.75. Newly-priced 
varieties are the 1954 3-cent 
Elizabeth, pair imperf. ver¬ 
tically, No. 339a, $1,500, and 
the 1963 4-cent Queen coll, 
vertical pair imperf. be¬ 
tween, No. 408a, $3,000. 

For Great Britain, the 
Penny Black sets the pace, 
moving from $1,300/$100 to 
$2,250/$l80. Almost every 
stamp through 1935 goes up 
from 20 to 65 per cent—a 
good number 100 per cent. 
The 1913 one-pound Seahorse 
is $5,000/31,200 compared 
with $2,000/3750, and the 
UPU one-pound black, $2,- 
250/$l ,200 compared with $1 ,- 
100/3575. Gains among the 
commemoratives of the 
early 1970s include the Ul¬ 
ster ’71 Festival set, now at 
$7.35/35.60 compared with' 
$2.50/32.34. 

The catalogue gives some 
hefty boosts in Australia and 
New Zealand, plus their 
states and dependencies. In 
Australia's first issue, the 
one-pound Roo is $2,100/$1,- 
125 compared with $1 ,- 
500/3900 in the 1979 listing, 
the five-shilling Roo of 1915 
is up to $1,500 from $750, and 
the 1969 Ross Smith flight is 
$1.50/.75 compared with 
$1.80/.30. 

Among New Zealand in¬ 
creases are the five-shilling 
Mount Cook of 1898 at $175 
compared with $85 prevlous- 
' l.v. the 1972 alpine plants at 
$7.75 against $3.30, and the 
1931 "Smiling Boy" semi-, 
postals at $350/$300 com¬ 
pared with $200/3150.

HOT CINNAMON 
MONKEY BREAD 

3)4 to 4 cups flour 
1 tbsp. sugafr 

1 tsp. salt 

2 packages dry yeast 

1 cup butter or mar¬ 
garine 
l cup milk 
'4 cup water 

3 eggs at room tempera¬ 
ture 

Cinnamon filling (recipe 
follows) 


CINNAMON FILLING 
Combine 1 cup sugar 
1 tbsp. cinnamon 
>4 teaspoon nutmeg 

Combine one and one-half 
cups flour, sugar, salt anA 
yeast in a large bowl. Com¬ 
bine one-half cup butter, 
milk and water in saucepan 
and heat over low heat until 
liquid is warm (120 to 130 
degrees). Gradually add-to 
dry ingredients and beat two 
minutes at medium speed of 
mixer, scraping bowl occa¬ 
sionally. Add eggs and one 
cup flour or enough to make 
a thick batter. Beat at high 
speed two minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in 
enough remaining flour to 
make a soft dough. Round 
up dough in bowl, cover and 


Jet rise in warm place until 
doubled. 

Punch down, divide dough 
into halves and roll each 
portion out on a well-floured 
surface to a sheet about one- 
half inch thick. Melt remain¬ 
ing butter. Cut dough into 
3-lnch diamond shapes with 
a well-floured cutter or 
sharp knife. Dip pieces of 
dough one by one into melted 
butter and layer into a 
greased 10-inch ring mold or. 
tube cake pan. Be sure your 
tube pan is one piece so but¬ 
ter does not drip on bot¬ 
tom of oven and burn. Sprin¬ 
kle with one-third of the 
cinnamon filling. There 
should be about 3 layers, 
ending with a sprinkling of 
cinnamon filling. (Pan 


should be no more than 
three-fourths full or pieces 
of dough will pop off while 
baking.) Cover and let rise 
until light, about one hour. 
Make sure bread does not 
rise above top of pan or 
pieces of dough will pop 
off during baking. 

Bake 400 degrees for 35 
micotes, or until lightly 
browned. Let cool about five 
minutes in pan, then turn out 
on rack to cool completely or 
turn onto plate and serve 
warm. Break off pieces of 


bread with two forks to 
serve. Makes one loaf. 

Note: If you wish, nuts, 
raisins or chocolate pieces 
can be added to filling. 
Brown sugar may be substi¬ 
tuted for granulated sugar. 

The bread-baking book 
contains 37 recipes, ranging 
from All-Bran Muffins to 
Zucchini Bread. She tells 
how to get different kinds of 
crusts, how to make sour¬ 
dough starter, and gives 
hints on proper techniques 
and utensils.

Abbotsford RCMP, mean¬ 
while, ‘‘have taken certain 
precautions on behalf of sev¬ 
eral Abbotsford residents in 
connection with the Lasch 
incident," said Cpl. Bernard 
Gilding. 

ONE RESIDENT under 
police protection is Robert 
San Cartier, a Canadian oil 
specialist who made interna¬ 
tional headlines last year 
after his release from a 
Saudi Arabian jail. 

Cartier said Friday he was 
arrested in Saudi Arabia for 
possession of alcohol, tor¬ 
tured and eventually 
escaped from jail with the 
aid of Lasch, a former con¬ 
struction company owner in 
Saudi Arabia.

(Omar Sharif) in Italy is 
being blackmailed by his 
mistress, and, last but most, 
there’s Rhys Williams (Ben 
Gazzara), old Sam’s young 
managerial protege from 
outside the family. 

Tlie novel is an unpreten¬ 
tious pot-boiler whose 
craftsmanship is to be 
praised more for its effi¬ 
ciency than its brilliance, 
but it is, in the parlance, a 
good read. Laird Koenig's 
adaptation is afflicted with a 
moronic insistence on literal 
accuracy, eternally devoted 
to explaining who and what 
the Roffes are. Even those 
who have read the book will 
find the film’s first half-hour 


confusing. Those who 
haven’t might be wise to 
come 30 minutes late, or, 
better yet, not at all. 

Koenig and director 
Terence Young have a pen¬ 
chant for process and facts 
at the expense of drama, 
never revealed so clearly 
(and woefully) as when Rhys 
Williams gives Elizabeth a 
tour of a Roffe factory. Tak¬ 
ing five minutes of an al¬ 
ready dull film, this consists 
of Williams and Elizabeth 
strolling through the plant 
while Williams provides run- 
ning commentary on the 
pills and tablets making 
their way down conveyor 
belts and into bottles. 


The camera work and nar¬ 
ration are so ludicrously 
reminiscent of a 16-mm. in¬ 
dustrial documentary that 
it is easy to imagine this se¬ 


quence retitled Inside the 
Pill Factory and shown to 
sixth-graders. 

The picture’s logo—the 
nude girl with a red ribbon 


choker—alludes to the snuff 
films made by the script’s 
villain, but these little sex- 
and-murder scenes are just 
inserted to jolt us awake.

Garden Notes 


DYING PANSIES (B.G., Colwood) 
Whenever one of your bedding 
plants wilts and dies from an unknown 
cause, it is always a wise procedure to 
pull it up and have a look at its roots, 
preferably with a magnifying glass. 

You may find small white grubs or 
maggots of one kind or another, or 
more likely, tiny white root lice suck¬ 
ing the juices out of your plant. 

A good treatment for these under¬ 
ground saboteurs is to drench the root¬ 
ing area thoroughly with the 12*4 per., 
cent liquid form of Diazinon. two 
tablespoonfuls per gallon of water, 
applied with a watering can. 

Give each plant a long, slow water¬ 
ing with plain water first, for the 
insecticide solution penetrates better 
to the roots in damp soil. 

OAK TREE PEST (G.S., Victoria) 

I'm afraid there isn't much you 
can do about those fat caterpillars on 
your oaks and other shade trees. About 
the most effective spray against them 
is Methoxychlor 25 per cent liquid 
emulsion, 2 tbsps. per gallon of soapy 
water, but I haven’t any helpful sug¬ 
gestions on how to get the spray to the 
lop of a full grown, adult tree. 

In any case, I don't think your big 
trees will suffer too much. While these 


leaf-eating pests could defoliate a 
small garden plant, your trees must be 
at least 40 to 60 years old, and in the 
course of their long lives, they must 
have survived many such attacks 
without permanent harm. 

ST. JOHN WORT (R.D., Nanaimo) 

The botanical name for St. John's 
Wort is Hypericum calycinum. Other 
nicknames are Aaron's Beard, on ac¬ 
count of the prominent tuft of stamens 
in the yellow blossoms, and it is some¬ 
times incorrectly called Rose of 
Sharon, although this name really be¬ 
longs to a hardy Hibiscus. 

The plant — actually a small shrub 
— is very easy-going and will succeed 
almost anywhere, full sun or light 
shade, and is particularly useful and 
effective for covering a rough, dry 
bank. It blooms almost continuously 
from June to September, an unusually 
long period for any shrub. 

The name, St. John's Wort, de¬ 
rives from an ancient custom of gath¬ 
ering its leaves on St. John the Bap¬ 
tist's Day, June 24, and hanging them 
on the doors of a dwelling as a .safe¬ 
guard against evil spirits. 

The red spots on the leaves, ac¬ 
cording to legend, represent the blood 
of St. John the Baptist, who was be¬ 


headed on August 29, the day on which 
the spots are supposed to appear on 
the leaves. 

Oil of St. John’s Wort, made by 
steeping the crushed leaves in olive 
oil, was highly esteemed by the old 
herbalists as a "most precious reme- 
die for deep wounds, for sinues that 
are prickt or stabbed, or any wounds 
made with a venomed weapon.” 

According to some of the old gar¬ 
den writers, Hypericum is distasteful 
to dogs and will act as a repellent to 
keep them out of your garden. 

GROUND COVER (L.Y., Sidney) 

The Ajuga and the Pachysandra 
are dwarf ground-hugging plants used 
ordinarily as ground cover in places 
where it is impracticable to grow 
grass. 

Ajuga reptans, commonly known 
as Bugleweed, grows to about six 
inches in height and spreads by rooting 
stems. It has small blue or white flow 
ers, and there are varieties with col¬ 
ored or variegated foliage. 

Pachysandra terminalis, the Jap 
anese Spurge, has the same creeping 
habit of growth, with glossy, dark 
green, spoon-shaped leaves. It is used 
very effectively as a ground cover in 
Butchart's Gardens.

WASHINGTON — For 
people who are trying to save 
gasoline I would like to rec¬ 
ommend a new book which 
will soon be on the best¬ 
seller lists entitled. The 
ScarsdaIe Gasoline 
D/et.This tome is essential 
reading for people who are 
trying to get by on less than 
10 gallons a day. It tells you 
how to cut down on gas con¬ 
sumption without feeling 
empty. You take a short 
drive in the morning, then 
park your car and don't use it 
again until lunch time. At 
lunch you can have a spin 
around the block or practice 
parking. 

In the evening, you’re per¬ 
mitted a 15-mile trip in any 
direction. But late night 
driving is a no-no. If you get 
the urge to take a spin 
around 11 o'clock, call up a 
friend and ask him if he'll 
drive you in HIS car. 

Dr. Siegfried Exxon, the 
author, has been treating 
gas guzzlers for 20 years. 
"The only way to lose mile¬ 
age," he writes, "is to cut 


down on your driving. Most 
people don't like to drive that 
much, but they were taught 
when they were young that if 
they didn't burn up all the 
fuel in their tanks, they 
would grow up to be sickly 
American men and women. 
Mothers kept pouring gas 
down their children’s tanks 
because they were afraid if 
they weren't full, the teen¬ 
agers would have to walk. 

"Most gas guzzlers suffer 
from guilt. They live to drive 
rather than drive to live. 

"The beauty of my gaso¬ 
line diet," Exxon says in his 
introduction, "is that you 
can drive anywhere you 
want to, within reason, and 
always feel satisfied." 

Here are some samples of 
the seven-day Scarsda/e 
Gasoline Diet Plan: 

MONDAY 

Morning 

You can take the kids to 
school or drive to work. No 
substitutions. You can have 
all the free parking you want 
between trips. 


NOON 

A short spin to the super- 
market. No detours. If 
you're at work, leave the car 
in the garage. 

Evening 

You are permitted a run to 
a drive-in movie or a visit to 
friends, providing they don't 
live more than 15 miles 
away. If you stay in for the 
evening, and no one uses the 
car, you get credit for the 
mileage and are entitled to 
an extra gallon of gasoline 
the next day. 

TUESDAY 

Morning 

You can go to the tennis 
court or visit a friend's 
house, providing it is not 
more than five miles away. 

Afternoon 

One run to the shopping 
center and a hamburger at 
the drive-in of your choice. 
(If you take the kids to the 
doctor, eliminate shopping- 
center trip.) 


Evening 

You are permittedione 
cocktail party or dinner 
party with no dressing. 
(Note: Since you won't be 
doing this every night, you 
are allowed to drive the ba¬ 
bysitter home. If she lives 
more than 12 miles from 
your house, eliminate the 
drive the next morning.) 

The beauty of Dr. Exxon's 
gasoline diet is that it per¬ 
mits substitutions as long as 
you stay within your mileage 
iimits. For example, if you 
work and you take the bus or 
the train in the morning, you 
can then go to a ball game or 
a concert at night. If you're 
at home and you don't have 
to carpool the children, you 
can treat yourself to the 
hairdresser. 

Dr. Exxon's best advice is 
that if you feel tempted to 
take a long trip for fun or 
want to visit relatives for the 
hell of it, call up James 
Sehlesinger at the depart¬ 
ment of energy and ask him 
to talk you out of it.

You might not suppose there is a 
connection between contract bridge 
and computers and nuclear reactors, 
but everything is connected to every¬ 
thing else — often in ways that are 
difficult at first to perceive. 

In his new book. Power Precision, 
Alan Sontag, the bridge expert, pro¬ 
motes his partnership's highly scien¬ 
tific system of bidding, which makes it 
possible to reach contracts unattain¬ 
able by other methods. Their system 
has 21 different opening bids, for in¬ 
stance. each with a distinct range of 
meanings, for top tournament compe¬ 
tition. 

There is only one flaw: you have to 
keep unflaggingly alert. If one of the 
partners makes an incorrect bid dur¬ 
ing the auction, there is hardly any 
way to avert disaster. Sontag tells of 
one hand in which they crazily climbed 
to Seven No Trump and were set a 
bushelful of tricks “in a contract that 
not even two rank beginners could 
stumble into." 


This "scientific system” has a lot 
in common with the way that com¬ 
puters and nuclear plants are designed 
and operated. It is built to be self-sup¬ 
porting and self-correcting — but the 
very discipline of the system makes it 
more vulnerable to undiscerned error 
and accident. By the time a malfunc¬ 
tion is noted, it may be almost too late 
to help. 

We know that a computer is far 
more reliable than any human calcu¬ 
lator; but when a computer makes an 
error, it is generally of a magnitude 
that no human being could ever perpe¬ 
trate. If the programmer slips just a 
little, the machinery may compound 
his error by a millionfold. 

Likewise, in a nuclear reactor, but 
with far graver consequences. Pre¬ 
cisely because it is so scientifically 
designed and executed, so self-sus¬ 
taining. when a mistake creeps in, it 
tends to grow irreversibly, by its own 


internal logic. Like the bridge system, 
when it works, it works better than 
anything else; when it goes awry, it 
panics. 

There is really no such thing as a 
“fail-safe” system, because systems 
are designed and operated and super¬ 
vised by people, and there are no 
fail-safe people. 

The most we can hope for. or 
attain, is a system that is simple 
enough, flexible enough, and self-li¬ 
miting enough, so that it provides us 
with "distant early warning" of a 
malfunction. So far, the nuclear reac¬ 
tor plants do not seem to have this 
built-in capacity. 

What we have to find, in short, is a 
way to stop the bidding before it im¬ 
placably reaches Seven No Trump 
when we do not control the hand. Right 
now, it seems, we lack the precision, 
and the machine has all the power. It's 
not a tournament I care to get close to. 
thank you.

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Human rights ‘set back years’ by school firing

Human rights protec¬ 
tion in B.C. has been set 
back years because of a 
decision upholding the 
firing of a teacher who 
married a divorced man, 
B.C. Human Rights 
Branch director Kathleen 
Ruff said Saturday. 

Ruff said in an interview 
the decision by a three-mem¬ 
ber provincial board of in¬ 


quiry last week had the ef¬ 
fect of watering down the 
B.C. Human Rights Code, 
particularly as it related to 
equality of opportunity in 
employment. 

The board dismissed a 
complaint by Margaret 
Caldwell of Vancouver, a 
teacher of commercial sub¬ 
jects whose contract was not 
renewed by St. Thomas 
Aquinas School in North 
Vancouver because she had 
married a divorced Protes¬ 
tant in a civil ceremony.

ceives public money under 
the Independent Schools 
Support Act. Private schools 
arc eligible for funding 
under the act. 

“When private schools in 
general, and St. Thomas 
Aquinas School in particu¬ 
lar, received public money, 
they were under an obliga¬ 
tion not to promote religious 
intolerance," Ruff said. 

The obligation not to carry 
programs promoting reli¬ 
gious Intolerance is one of 
the conditions for funding 
under Section 5 of the act. 

In its decision, the board 
of inquiry said a Catholic 
school “can demand that Ca¬ 
tholic teachers practise 
what the church preaches, 
namely that one should not 
marry a person who, in the 
church's eyes, is married to 
someone else." 

The board said in its deci¬ 
sion that in the view of the 
Catholic Church, Caldwell’s 
marriage was bigamous 
since the church did not rec¬ 
ognize divorce. 

Caldwell said In an inter¬ 
view she felt the school had 
treated her unjustly, and 
that in her mind neither she 
nor her husband was a biga¬ 
mist. 

She said she had faith that 
civil law would protect her, 
“but it looks like I am 
wrong." 

The board upheld the 
school’s decision that "Mrs. 
Caldwell could not remain a 
teacher in St. Thomas 
Aquinas.” 

The board said there were 
no complaints against Cald¬ 
well’s teaching in the five 


years she had been at St. 
Thomas Aquinas. 

The school said it would 
not object to hiring a Protes¬ 
tant who had married a di¬ 
vorced person, but would 
“keep abreast of whether 
(non-Catholics) were con¬ 
tinuing to live according to 
the precepts of their own 
faith.” 

Ruff said: “The board of 
inquiry has ruled that a per¬ 
son’s race, color, religion, 
sex or marital status, for 
example, can be stipulated 
as a job requirement. 

“But when the B.C. 
Human Rights Code was 
passed in 1973, it was intend¬ 
ed that these things could 
never be set as job require¬ 
ments. 

"Now we’re back to where 
we started.” 

Meanwhile, Education 
Minister Pat McGeer said 
Friday neither he nor his 
ministry would get involved 
in the board’s decision. 

In Vancouver, the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation called 
on Labor Minister Alan Wil¬ 
liams to re-examine public 
funding of Catholic schools. 

And the inspector of inde¬ 
pendent schools announced 
there would be a review of 
the status of St. Thomas 
Aquinas School. 

A teacher in the Saanich 
school district and former 
Catholic, Ross Martin, said 
Saturday that he felt the 
board’s decision was unfair, 
particularly because St. 
Thomas Aquinas was receiv¬ 
ing public money. 

He said Catholic teachers 
in Catholic schools might 


now feel some uncertainty 
about their jobs as a result of 
the board’s decision that 
Caldwell could be fired for 
what the church considered 
a grave sin. 


By way of example, he 
said birth control was a sin 
for Catholics, and the num¬ 
ber of Catholic teachers who 
used birth control could be 
considerable.

In 1919, Ellis became the 
first Canadian to make a 
parachute jump when he 
leaped out of a plane at 
Crystal Lake, Ont. 

On Thursday, Ontario 
parachutist Bill Cole re-en¬ 
acted the first jump at Crys¬ 
tal Beach, wearing an outfit 
simiiiar to that used by Ellis 
in the first jump. 

Born in Nottingham, Eng¬ 
land, Ellis moved to Van¬ 
couver in 1914. That year, he 
became the first Canadian 
pilot to build his own air¬ 
craft. 

He was the last surviving 
member of the Early Birds, 
a group of six Canadian 
pilots who flew before Can¬ 
ada's entry Into the First 
World War. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Flying 
Corps during the war but 
never saw active service. 

In 1920, Ellis and flying 
partner Hector Dugal made 
the first flight into Canada's 
north when they flew over 
The Pas, Man. 

Ellis worked for West Van¬ 
couver Blue Buses for 29 
years. He retired in 1962. 

His wife of 43 years died in 
1977. They had no children. 

In 1972, he was made an 
officer of the Order of Can¬ 
ada, and in 1974 the Manito¬ 
ba government named Ellis 
Bay in his honor.

Many visitors to the Gulf 
Islands express amazement 
that dog control restrictions 
are in effect in this sparsely 
populated rural area. 

The reason such restric¬ 
tions are in effect is a matter 
of life and death—for sheep 
and latnjis, that is. 

"If you had ever seen a 
lamb that’s been savaged 
by a dog,” says CRD domes¬ 
tic animal protection officer 
Bill Leach, "you'd know 
what I mean.” 

LEACH SAYS there are 
few dog problems on the 
islands apart from this pe¬ 
rennial bugbear. 

Residents’ dogs are a po¬ 
tential threat to sheep year- 
round, but vacationers from 
the city who look forward to 
loosing their dogs in the 
countryside, should think 
again; they could be doing 
farmers a great disservice. 

The dogs probably mean 
no harm, originally, Leach 
points out; they’re just hav¬ 
ing fun. 

But every farmer knows 
that a taste for the bloody 
sport of sheep-worrying can 
be quickly acquired by even 
the gentlest dog. 

VERY OFTEN, farmers 
spotting stray dogs in their 
fields, “take the law into 
their own hands," as Leach 
puts it, and are within their 
rights to shoot first and ask 
questions after. 

So the word to tourists 
and dog-owners in general 
is: "Keep an eye on your pet 
in rural areas.” 

Leach, making a round 
of the outer Gulf Islands to 
set up dog licence vendors, is 
a former provincial execu¬ 
tive director of the SPCA 
who describes himself as “a 
humanitarian from the word 
go." 

He, his department and 
the SPCA share a common 
goal of developing, “an en¬ 
lightened and humane pro¬ 
gram of control." 

“CATCHING DOGS solves 
nothing," in Leach’s opinion. 
"It's the irresponsible owner 
who has to be hit . . . in the 
pocket.” 

The first way an owner 
can co-operate is to spay 
or neuter any pet not kept 
specifically for breeding. 

As a small bonus, the an¬ 
nual licence for that ani¬ 
mal will cost $10 rather than 
the full $20. 

Once trouble starts, im¬ 
poundment fines increase 
each time: $10 plus a licence 
the first offence, $15 for 
the second and a whopping 
$75 for the third. 

SOME ANIMALS with 
perenially irresponsible 
owners, Leach says sadly, 
would be better off put to 
sleep. 

Cat licences are not likely, 
however. Leach cites a 
eastern Canadian comma 
nity which had tried and 
then abandoned the idea 
“It’s just not practical.” 

Neutering and spaying is, 
again, the best solution to the 
burgeoning cat population, 

he says. 

“The SPCA can’t begin 
to place the hundreds and 
hundreds of cats it receives; 
sometimes they get boxes of 
kittens left inside their 
fence.” 

INEVITABLY, most of 
them arq put to sleep. 

“By the way” hfc> adds, 
“all destruction of animals 
by the CRD is done humane¬ 
ly by local vets. They’re 
not just taken round the cor¬ 
ner and shot.” 


Nevertheless, no killing 
would be necessary if all 
pet owners would take 
seriously the wellbeing of 
the animals in their care, he 
says.

Canada honors 16 
for heroic actions 


OTTAWA (CP) —A Toron¬ 
to mother who died trying to 
save her children from their 
burning home and a Prince 
George man who died while 
helping rescue a fellow 
worker have been awarded 
posthumous bravery 
awards. 

Government House an¬ 
nounced that 16 persons have 
been honored for acts of 
heroism. Three were award¬ 
ed the Star of Courage and 13 
received the Medal of Brav¬ 
ery. 

Barbara McCann, 44, who 
died of asphyxiation with 
five of her children in a May, 
1978, fire, was awarded a 
Star of Courage. 

Six of Mrs. McCann’s chil¬ 
dren made it to safety, but 
when she tried to save the 
others, smoke trapped them 
in a bedroom. Firemen 
found her body shielding her 
children. 

Walter Langdon-Davies, a 
37-year-old Prince George 
pulp mill worker, was 
awarded the other posthu¬ 
mous Star of Courage for his 
actions on August, 1977. 

He was overcome by poi¬ 
sonous hydrogen sulphide 
gas while rescuing Fred Gib¬ 
son, who himself had suc¬ 
cumbed to the gas at a pulp 
mill.

Lowly 
mayfly 
centre 
of talks 

WINNIPEG (CP) - 
The tiny mayfly, a valu¬ 
able source of food for 
many freshwater fish. Is 
the centre of attention for 
70 scientists attending a 
conference which ends 
here this week. 

In fact, the winged insect 
is the sole subject of numer¬ 
ous seminars and field trips 
by representatives of 13 
countries, many attending 
their third international 
symposium on the mayfly. 

The insect, often a pest to 
fishermen and pleasure 
boaters, also happens to be 
the best barometer of ecolo¬ 
gical balance in bodies of 
fresh water, says John Flan- 
nagan, a biologist with the 
federal Freshwater Institute 
in Winnipeg. 

"Mayflies are probably 
among the most important 
fish food items in many fresh 
water systems,” says Flan- 
nagan 

The insect, in one form or 
another, can inhabit a water 
body for up to two years, 
allowing biologists to deter¬ 
mine conditions over a 
period of time with one sam¬ 
pling. 

All 700 species of mayfly 
are sensitive to minute en¬ 
vironmental changes, mak¬ 
ing them a useful indicator 
in experiments involving 
pollution from insecticides 
and heavy metals. 

"There isn't a better 
early-warning system for 
water pollution than the 
mayfly,” says Herb Lawler, 
director-general of the fed¬ 
eral fisheries department in 
Western Canada. 

Mayflies have already 
proved invaluable in deter¬ 
mining the recovery rates of 
bodies of polluted water and 
in determining the effects of 
pesticide pollution on fish 
populations. 

Fish feed off the mayfly 
mainly in the late stages of 
the insect's life cycle. 

In fact, a number of wet 
and dry flies popular with 
anglers resemble mayfly 
stages likely to lure trout 

About one-third of the 
known species were first dis¬ 
covered in Canada. 

Dr. F.P. Ide of the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto has done 
much of the major mayfly 
research of this century and 
discovered and described at 
least seven species in Mani¬ 
toba and Ontario. - 

Ide is honorary chairman 
of the conference.

Shoreworkers 
favor strike 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 4,300 shoreworkers. mem¬ 
bers of the United Fishermen and Allied Workers' Union, 
have voted 72 per cent in favor of strike action 

Union spokesman Jack Nichol said Saturday that the 
companies' wage offer of 58 cents an hour across the 
board and 85 cents for skilled trades is not enough. The 
offer would have given shoreworkers a base rate of 
$8 an hour. 

Both tendermen and shoreworkers are asking for a 
Sl-an-hour raise with an additional 65 cents for tra¬ 
desmen. 

The union executive had recommended rejection of 
the wage offer. The union negotiating committee will 
meet Monday to decide its next move. 

There was no immediate comment from management, 
but last week. Jerry Spitz, president of the B.C. Fisheries 
Association, said he expected negotiations to resume after 
the strike vote.

Canada planning mercy Asia airlift 


Colonist wire services 

The Toronto Star says the 
federal government is plan¬ 
ning to fly Canadian Forces 
Hercules transports to the 
South China Sea to pick up 
stranded refugees in Malay¬ 
sia and Hong Kong camps. 

But external affairs and 
defence department offi¬ 
cials said Saturday there is 


no “undertaking yet” to send 
armed forces aircraft to 
Southeast Asia. 

The newspaper quotes Im¬ 
migration Minister Ron 
Atkey as saying that Canada 
also will announce new 
quotas on refugees and new 
immigration procedures at a 
United Nation’s conference 
in Geneva July 20. 


According to Atkey, the 
paper sakl-Canada is consid- 
ering chartering ocean 
liners and giving the refu¬ 
gees interest-free loans to 
pay their way and that the 
government will welcome 
volunteer groups and private 
citizens’ efforts to bring the 
refugees to Canada. 

The government also is 


considering getting commit¬ 
ments from the provinces to 
lake a share of the refugee 
load and help assimilate 
them into Canadian society. 

Atkey said that the pro¬ 
cessing of refugees has been 
speeded up and said his de¬ 
partment was putting more 
people into the field. 

The newspaper says Atkey 


told Bill Newell, head of 
World Vision Canada, a 
major refugee organization, 
that Canada may may raise 
its refugee quota above the 
present 8,000 a year. 

Atkey told World Vision he 
will investigate the volun¬ 
teer agency’s offer to char¬ 
ter DC-8 or DC-10 jet to bring 
refugees to Canada. 


Meanwhile, U.S. and 
French mercy planes Satur¬ 
day flew hundreds of Indo¬ 
chinese refugees from over¬ 
crowded camps in Thailand 
and Malaysia to new homes 
and lives in the United States 
and France. 

A chartered American 
plane left Bangkok with 199 
refugees en route to San 


Francisco. Some of the refu¬ 
gees have families in the 
United States, others have 
sponsors. 

They included 89 Laotians 

— 36 of them hilltribe people 

— 51 Cambodians, 53 Viet¬ 
namese boat people and 
three Laotian -Vietnamese. 

The Cambodians were 
among 40.000 refugees that 


the Thai government pushed 
back into Cambodia last 
month, but were saved a few 
days before the expulsion by- 
being selected for resettle¬ 
ment in the United States. 

The arrival of the typhoon 
season in Southeast Asia 
gives a new sense of urgency 
to the refugee relief effort.

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Word to women joggers: 


CHICAGO (UPI) — The female body 
is not constructed for jogging, so 
women joggers should switch to other 
sports, a gynecologist says. 

“Women are not built for jogging," 
Dr. Allan G. Charles of Michael Reese 
Hospital and Medical Centre said. 


“I WILL BE ACCUSED of being a 
male chauvinist, but the facts are that 
the female boney pelvis is much wider 
than the male's. 

"Further, the muscular and con¬ 
nective tissue supports of the fe¬ 
male pelvis are often weakened by 
childbirth, and therefore the uter¬ 
us is not. well enough supported to

withstand the repeated impact (in 
jogging) caused by heels striking 
ground.” 

THE RESULT, Charles said, is that 
the uterus is driven downward into a 
gap and doesn’t always spring back. 

This causes two disorders: a pro- 
lasped uterus, in which the organ 
may protrude through the vagina, 
and “stress incontinence.” in which 
the pressure of the uterus on the 


bladder causes dribbling of urine on 
each impact. 

Charles said he first made the asso¬ 
ciation between jogging and uterine 
prolapse when he saw increasing 
symptoms in jogging women. 

HE ADVISES WOMEN who jog to 
watch for the first signs of danger: 
pressure on the vagina or uterus, or 
leakage of urine. 

"If you have any of these symptoms, 
stop jogging," he said. “Im not against 
exercise, just jogging for such women. 
Sprinting is OK because the toes ab¬ 
sorb the impact. 

"Better yet, take up sw imming or bi¬ 
cycling."

OTTAWA — Prime 
Minister Clark will head 
for Jasper National Park 
in late August to make 
good a pre-election 
pledge to run what may 
become dubbed as “24 
Sussex West” — directing 
his government briefly 
from the Rocky Mountain 
retreat. 

Clark will set up a tem¬ 
porary office for at least five 
days in the posh Jasper Park 
l.odge, summoning his pow¬ 
erful 11-member “inner 
cabinet" to help plot Conser¬ 
vative strategy. 

He will also order a key 
group of senior bureaucrats 
lo be on hand. 

A marathon meeting of the 
"inner cabinet” is scheduled 
for Aug. 27, 28, 29 and also, 
possibly, the 30th. Ministers 
are to begin arriving at the 
resort Aug. 26. 

The prime minister's of¬ 
fice here has not yet an¬ 
nounced that the meeting 
will take place. But it was 
confirmed by a senior Clark 
aide in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

An employee of the Jasper 
Park Lodge also said by 
phone that a “block" of 
rooms have been reserved 
on those dates "for the cabi¬ 
net meeting." 

CLARK WILL be fulfilling 
a wish, expressed publically 
for the first time last Decem¬ 
ber. to escape the politically 
in-bred athmosphere of Ot¬ 
tawa and try “running the 
government" from his Al¬ 
berta riding of Ycllowhead. 

Jasper National Park is 
located in the PM’s constitu¬ 
ency. 

Clark cited the tradition of 
American presidents in set¬ 
ting up a "Western White 
House" or working from an 
"LBJ Ranch" as a good 
thing. 

"It’s effective in the States 
in terms of establishing a 
sense of contact, in reduc¬ 
ing the distance between the 
elector and the president. 

It s important for people to 
know their president comes 
from somewhere, that he 
goes home," Clark said in a 
December interview. 

"But I think it would be 
important in another sense. 
Our politicians are more 
captive of Ottawa than 
American politicians are of 
their capital." 

Would the temporary 
headquarters he wanted to 
set up at Jasper, a town of 
1.000 in the national park, 
become known as “24 Sussex 
West,” Clark was asked at 
the time. 

"Well, there’s something 
(o that,” he responded, smil¬ 
ing at the reference to the 
address of the PM’s official 
residence — 24 Sussex Drive 
in Ottawa. 

CLARK, of course, was 
bom and raised several hun¬ 
dred miles away from Jas¬ 
per at the town of High 
River. He wanted to repre¬ 
sent the riding of Bow River 
which includes his home¬ 
town, but bowed out after a 
bloody nomination feud with 
former Tory MP Stan Schu¬ 
macher. 

Clark spent several days in 
J asper after the May 22 elec¬ 
tion, preparing to be sworn 
in as PM and working on 
details of the transition of 
power from the Liberals to 
the Tories. 

Before he gets together 
with his "inner cabinet" and 
some top public servants at 
the mountain retreat, Clark 
hopes to host a western-style 
barbecue for his constituents 
somewhere in sprawling 
Yellowhead riding. Plans for 
that event are still tenta¬ 
tive.

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School district facing 
fewer pupils, teachers

NANAIMO — Fewer stu¬ 
dents, fewer teachers, but 
higher costs were what Dis¬ 
trict 68 trustees saw here this 
past week when they looked 
into their crystal bail called 
the five-year budget project¬ 
ion. 

Trustees met to approve 
the projection prepared by 
staff, based on existing 
board policy of not increas¬ 
ing the pupil-teacher ratio. 

The five-year projection is 
required every year by the 
ministry of education and 
gives districts an idea of 
where they are headed in 
terms of enrollment and 
manpower requirements. 

For District 68, which en¬ 
compasses Nanaimo, Lady¬ 
smith and Lantzville. the 


projection tells a story of de¬ 
clining enrollment. 

The district decided to use 
its own enrollment projec¬ 
tions, rather than those pro¬ 
vided by the education min¬ 
istry, which were slightly 
lower. 

The prediction is 11,755 
students in 1979; 11,673 in 
1980; 11,636 in 1981; 11,426 in 
1982; 11,459 in 1983 and 11,458 
in 1984. 

Ministry enrollment pro¬ 
jections started out about 
200 pupils lower for 1979 and 
continue to decline to 10,821 
in 1984. 

Superintendent Bruce 
Hoadley said that the district 
used its own projections for 
enrollment because District 
68 has had an historically 
higher average retention 
rate. 

Fewer students require 


fewer teachers, and the 
board considered some of 
the effects of using those 
teachers in various posi¬ 
tions. 

The board has adopted a 
policy of keeping the class¬ 
room teacher-to-pupil ratio 
the same. 

However, the policy of 
keeping the classroom ratio 
the same, while retaining the 
same number of district 
staff who are counted in the 
over-all pupil-teacher ratio, 
would be to reduce the over¬ 
all ratio. 

The projection the board 
sent to Victoria focused on 
retaining the classroom 
pupil-teacher ratio, rather 
than the over-all ratio. 

The staff also projected, in 
1979 dollars, what it would 
cost to educate the 300 fewer 
students in 1984. Estimates 


Farm land owners 
get break on taxes 


DUNCAN — Owners of 
farm land will get a break on 
school tax payments next 
year, said B.C. Assessment 
Authority chairman Don 
Morton, “but they had better 
make sure their lands are 
productive." 

Morton, addressing the 
Cowichan Valley Regional 
District board, said owners 
of farm class land will save 
half of their school taxes in 
198ft, but they will also have 
lo comply to new farm stan¬ 
dards. 

Morton said 1980 would be 
the year of the farm because 
of the effect of the provincial 
government’s Bill 13 (Public 
Schools Amendments Act). 

He said the new bill, jvhich 
look the assessment author¬ 
ity “completely by surprise" 
will base values of farm 
lands on their estimated 
value as farms. 

The bill, through section 
203A, exempts from the rate 
base used for school taxation 
purposes 50 per cent of the 
assessed value of agricul¬ 
tural land that is either clas¬ 
sified as farm or is in the 
Agricultural Land Reserve. 

Where only a portion of the 
land parcel meets the re¬ 
quirements of the bill, only 
that section is eligible for the 
exemption. 

The act is expected to 
come into force on Dec. 31, 
1979, and will apply for the 
first time in preparation of 
the 1980 assessment tax 
rolls. 

Morton said while farm 
lands will be subject to a 
reduction in taxes for school 
purposes, many areas now- 
designated as farm will lose 
their classification because 
they have not been used for 
farm purposes. 

He said that as many as 10 
per cent of the 55.0(H) farm 
classified properties in the 
province could be de-classi- 
fied next year. 

He said the re-classifica¬ 
tion of farmlands could be¬ 
come a "bureaucratic night¬ 
mare, because there does 
not appear to be a complete 
map of properties removed 
from the agricultural land 
reserves in the past four 
years.” 

“We may have some diffi¬ 
culty finding all land which 
should be removed from 
farm classifications," Mor¬ 
ton said. 

He said that 6.2 per cent of 
the 54.300 acres in the Cowi¬ 
chan Valley are in the ALR 
but more than 75 per cent of 
the land in the central valley 
is now classed as farm land 
and subject to the school tax 
reduction. 

"However," said Morton, 
“the money still has to be 
found and when you give 
somebody tax relief, some¬ 
body else has to pay for it. 
When some pay less, others 
have to pay more. It might 
be popular t^offer tax cuts, 
but somebody has to pay." 

Morton advised the CVRD 
to set up an ad hoc commit¬ 
tee to study rural farm land 
assessment in the valley. 

Meanwhile, School Dis¬ 
trict 65 Secretary-Treasurer 
Bill Brown said he won't be

able to determine the impact 
of the new legislation until 
the government sets the mill 
levy for the basic school edu¬ 
cation program next year. 

Brown said if the local as¬ 
sessment goes down, "their 
(provincial governments) 
share of the basic program 
should go up.” 

He said a decrease in as¬ 
sessment could have a "dra¬ 


matic effect" on school costs 
above the basic education 
program since these costs 
are not shared with the gov¬ 
ernment but arc paid entire¬ 
ly out of local costs. 

An increase in non-share- 
able costs and a decrease in 
school assessment would 
mean that individual taxpay¬ 
ers might have to pay a little 
more. 


Dog controls 
life or death 
for livestock

Many visitors to the Gulf Islands express amaze¬ 
ment that dog control restrictions are in effect in this 
sparsely populated rural area. 

The reason such restrictions are in effect is a 
matter of life and death—for sheep and lambs, that 
is. 

"If you had ever seen a lamb that's been savaged 
by a dog," says CRD domestic animal protection 
officer Bill Leach, “you'd know what I mean.” 

LEACH SAYS there are few dog problems on the 
islands apart from this perennial bugbear. 

Residents' dogs are a potential threat to sheep 
year-round, but vacationers from the city who look 
forward to loosing their dogs in the countryside, 
should think again; they could be doing farmers a 
great disservice. 

The dogs probably mean no harm, originally, 
Leach points out; they’re just having fun. 

But every farmer knows that a taste for the 
bloody sport of sheep-worrying can be quickly ac¬ 
quired by even the gentlest dog. 

VERY OFTEN, farmers spotting stray dogs in 
their fields, “take the law into their own hands,” as 
Leach puts it, and are within their rights to shoot first 
and ask questions after. 

So the word to tourists and dog-owners in general 
is; "Keep an eye on your pet in rural areas.” 

Leach, making a round of the outer Gulf Islands to 
set up dog licence vendors, is a former provincial 
executive director of the SPCA who describes himself 
as "a humanitarian from the word go." 

He, his department and the SPCA share a com¬ 
mon goal of developing, "an enlightened and humane 
program of control." 

“CATCHING DOGS solves nothing,” in Leach's 
opinion. "It’s the irresponsible owner who has to be 
hit. . . in the pocket.” 

The first way an owner can co-operate is to spay 
or neuter any pet not kept specifically for breeding. 

As a small bonus, the annual licence for that 
animal will cost $10 rather than the full $20. 

Once trouble starts, impoundment fines increase 
each time: $10 plus a licence the first offence, $15 for 
the second and a whopping $75 for the third. 

SOME ANIMALS with perenially irresponsible 
owners, Leach says sadly, would be better off put to 
sleep. 

Cat licences are not likely, however. Leach cites 
an eastern Canadian community which had tried and 
then abandoned the idea. "It’s just not practical.” 

Neutering and spaying is, again, the best solution 
to the burgeoning cat population, he says. 

"The SPCA can’t begin to place the hundreds and 
hundreds of cats it receives; sometimes they get 
boxes of kittens left inside their fence.” 

INEVITABLY, most of them are put to sleep. 

"By the way” he adds, "all destruction of animals 
by the CRD is done humanely by local vets. They're 
not just taken round the corner and shot.” 

Nevertheless, no killing would be necessary if all 
pet owners would take seriously the wellbeing of the 
animals in their care, he says. 


were that the district would 
be spending $500,000 more, 
due mainly to increased debt 
charges for capital pro¬ 
jects.

A student population de¬ 
crease of 300, spread over 40 
schools will probably not re¬ 
sult in enough enrollment de¬ 
cline to allow any schools to 
be closed to make way for 
the new ones, Vanidour 
added. 

Hoadley told the board 
that no attempt had been 
made to estimate what af¬ 
fect development projects in 
Nanaimo, such as Duke 
Point, might have on the stu¬ 
dent population. 

The ministry of education 
is not including any Duke 
Point-caused population in¬ 
crease in its estimates, 
Hoadley said, and it would be 
a matter of waiting to see 
what happens for the school 
board. 

The district calculates its 
five year budget projections 
every year. 

In other business, the 
board approved 15 school bus 
routes for September. 

The routes are basically 
unchanged from last year’s 
routes, and trustees are hop¬ 
ing that there will not be a 
repeat of last year’s public 
protest over the changes that 
have been made.

PORT McNEILL — With 
increasing emphasis on en¬ 
vironmental concerns from 
spraying with herbicides, 
Mt. Waddington Regional 
District has queried B.C. 
Hydro's authority to use 
back-pack sprayers for 
basal herbicide treatments 
for transmission line right- 
of-way brush control. 

A letter from B. F. Vance, 
Pesticide Control Act admin¬ 
istrator, says the use of 
manually operated, low 
pressure back pack or can- 
nister-type sprayers is gen¬ 
erally considered to be 
among the safest methods 
available for such treat¬ 
ments. 

He said power driven 
equipment often resulted in 
excessive pressures and 
subsequent placement of 
herbicide off the target area 
as a result of overspray or 
drift. 

Comox-Strathcona Re¬ 
gional District has adopted a 
“no spraying” policy with 
appeals to be launched on 
every application.

Sooke restores pioneer cottage 


The fruits of two years of hard 
work by Sooke Region Historical So¬ 
ciety members will be realized Sun¬ 
day with the official opening of 
Moss Cottage, a restored pioneer 
structure which has been rebuilt on 
grounds occupied by the Sooke Re¬ 
gion Museum. 

Ceremonies will be held at 2 p m, 
Sunday at the cottage site. 2070 Phil¬ 
lips Road (the first road to the right 
after crossing the Sooke River 
Bridge heading west on Sooke 


Road). 

Moss Cottage, originally built in 
1870 at a site two miles west of the 
museum, was made from lumber 
cut at the Muir sawmill at Sooke. 
The sawmill was among the first 
successful steam sawmills in B.C. 

First occupant of the cottage was 
James Welsh, who was related to 
the Muir farrtily. 

Moss was the maiden name of 
Welsh's wife. 

The four-room building fell into 


disrepair in 1973 after the last fam¬ 
ily moved out and in 1977 the His¬ 
torical Society acquired it. 

With a Canada Works grant, the 
building was dismantled piece by 
piece, transported and then recon¬ 
structed on a new foundation about 
30 feet from the Sooke Region Mu¬ 
seum's log building. 

Two rooms, a parlor and bedroom 
furnished with pre-1900 memora 
bilia donated by area residents, will 
be open to the public. 


Displays include old farm ma¬ 
chinery. models of early fish traps, 
and collections of vintage photo¬ 
graphs. 

Ernest Welsh, grandson of the 
original occupant James Welsh, will 
cut the ribbon at the opening. 

For the public in attendance, free 
strawberry shortcake will be pro¬ 
vided, and a salmon barbecue cost¬ 
ing S3 will start at 4 p.m. Proceeds 
from the barbecue will help to 
maintain and operate the museum.

Two types of house were 
singled nut by the company 
in its survey: A typical 
three-bedroom bungalow, 
five to eight years old; and 
an ''executive" house—a 
two-storey four-bedroom 
brick house, 2>4 baths, fire¬ 
place and two-car garage. 

In Victoria, the executive 
home jumped 8.4 per cent 
from $94,350 to $103,000 over 
the eight-month period, 
while the standard family 
home rose in price from $63,- 
000 to $69,00(1. 

Across Canada, the range 
for the executive house was 
from $179,000 in Calgary to 
about $70,000 for the same 


house in smaller centres in 
Quebec. In Vancouver’s 
Richmond area a similar 
house cost $115,000. 

The smaller house could 
be obtained for $52,000 in 


Sudbury in May (no doubt 
owing to the lengthy Into 
strike there) to $107,500 in 
Vancouver's Kerrisdale sub¬ 
urb and a national high of 
$93,000 in Calgary. 


Mayor asks cost 
of hiring RCMP 

Central Saanich Mayor Jean Butler said Friday 
she will contact the RCMP for a breakdown on what it 
would cost the municipality to hire the force. 

She said this did not mean she was advocating 
hiring the RCMP or disbanding the 10-member muni¬ 
cipal police force. 

“There’s nothing to panic about. We just have to 
look into rising costs,” she said. 

Central Saanich at present has its own police 
department but police cost$ are rising, she said. 

Butler said she was recently instructed by police 
board members "to research all aspects of policing 
costs.” 

Butler said the police budget accounts for about 
15 per cent of the municipal budget this year.

Public Works Minister Erik Nielsen says that 
within a few weeks the nine-bedroom mansion will 
receive new plumbing, replastered ceilings and cool, 
off-white paint in the dining and living rooms. 

He said the department would take advantage of 
Clark's move to the prime ministerial residence at 24 
Sussex Drive and Trudeauts post-election vacation to 
rip out the leaky water system and crumbling ceil¬ 
ings in the deteriorating mansion.

or a day to cheer? 


Now who’s afraid of Friday the thirteenth? 
Plenty of people, that’s who! 

As if a supposedly unlucky Friday isn’t 
bad enough, this month includes one that falls 
_ on the 13th. Now there’s a combination ominous 
enough to send shivers up the spine of a super¬ 
stitious soul!

Most of the beliefs in omens of 
good or bad luck had their origin in 
religion or mythology. Friday and 
the number 13 have each come in 
for a fair share of beliefs to be 
taken either way, favorably or un¬ 
favorably. 

A SAYING that people who 
marry on a Friday are doomed to a 
cat-and-dog life together stems 
from the legend that Adam and Eve 
were driven out of the Garden of 
Eden on that day. More solid is the 
belief that Friday is a day of ill-for¬ 
tune beause of the crucifixion of 
Christ, which Christians the world 
over still mourn on Good Friday. 

According to astrologers of the 
Middle Ages, Venus Day (Friday) 
was considered unlucky, and a day- 
on which no work should be under¬ 
taken. 

IN OLDEN DAYS, a young 
maiden could be sure of one night of 
the week to catch up with her sew¬ 
ing. wash her tresses, read a good 
book and get to bed early. All due to 
the belief that it was bad luck to go 
courting on a Friday evening. 

And what a quiet day Friday 
would be if we all held to the old 
adage that to "sing on Friday” 
ment to “weep on Sunday." An¬ 
other old verse goes; Friday flits 
have not long sits," implying that 
no good can come of moving to a 
new home then. 

MEN WHO FOLLOW the sea 
hold to an ancient belief that it is 
bad luck to sail on a Friday. The 
rhyme, “Friday sail, always fail" 
held enough power to cause many 
ocean liners to put off their depar¬ 


ture from a port until one minute 
after midnight. 

On the other side of the coin, 
however, is the fact that Chris¬ 
topher Columbus set sail on his 
discovery voyage to America on a 
Friday. 

So much for this ill-reputed day 
of the week. But what about its side 
kick, the 13th? 

TRISKAIDEKAPHOBIA, an a! 

lergy to the number 13, has very- 
real fears for some people even 
today. It dates back to Norse myth¬ 
ology. 

Twelve gods held a banquet in 
Valhall to which Loki, the redhaired 
Spirit to Mischief, turned up as an 
uninvited guest. His presence was 
blamed for the death of Baldur. the 
handsome favorite of the gods. 

In the days of the Roman Em¬ 
pire, 13 was a death sign. The most 
generally accepted origin of a 
dread of this number, though goes 
back to the Last Supper, when 
Christ sat at table with 12 of his 
disciples. 

A HOSTESS WOULD have to be 
courageous, in view- of all this, if 
,she were to defy the gloomy por¬ 
tents of imminent disaster to one of 
her guests, and still seat 13 at her 
table. Whether or not this is just 
superstition, the London Savoy sets 
a fourteenth place for a dining 
party if it consists of 13 people. 

In the extra chair sits Kaspar, a 
little wooden black cat. 

The late Sir Winston Churchill, it 
is said, expressed delight at having 
the cat sit in on an important dinner 


held there during the grim days of 
the Second World War. 

SOME YEARS AGO, however, a 
dinner was held by the Thirteen 
Club in New York City, defying all 
superstition and blatantly disre¬ 
garding the usual signs of bad luck. 
Waiters dressed in black, skull-and 
crossbone signs, opened umbrel¬ 
las in the dining room, all con¬ 
verged in one bold package to dare 
the evil spirits to do their worst see 
if we care. And the only manifesta¬ 
tion of their disapproval seemed to 
zero in on poor diner who suf¬ 
fered a lapful of soup when a waiter 
tripped on the handle of an umbrel¬ 
la propped against a chair. 

Most apartment buildings and 
hotels shuti the number 13 for a 
floor or room, deferring to the 
aversion of their occupants to that 
number. t 

BUT 13 CAN HAVE its lucky 
streaks too! Take, for example, the 
garden party in an English town a 
few summers ago. Four winning 
draw tickets in four different raf¬ 
fles all bore the number 13. 

The British novelist. J.B. Priest¬ 
ley, was born on a Friday the 13th, 
and is said to have always saved 
any important decisions for that 
day’s apperance in a calendar 
month. 

Living up to its name the Ameri¬ 
can National Society of Thirteen 
against Superstition, Prejudice and 
Fear, holds its meetings on Friday 
the 13th. To offset that, however, 
out of many public companies in 
Britain which held their annual 
meetings in January of 1967. not one 


was scheduled for the middle Fri¬ 
day which fell on the 13 of that 
month. 

AGAIN, IGNORING possible 
bad luck, the seal of the President 
of the United States incorporates 
eight groups of 13 stars, represent¬ 
ing the original 13 colonies. Many 
communities are proud of their 
names which contain 13 unrepeated 
letters. Thomas Jefferson's April 13 
birthdate is honored by Alabama, 
Missouri and Virginia and an offi¬ 
cial holiday is declared on that 
date. 

BUT B.J. VORSTER, who was 
chosen as prime minister of South 
Africa after the death of H.F. Ver- 
woerdom 1966, would surely hold a 
record and then some! Born on Dec. 
13, 1915, he was the thirteenth child 
in his family. He was the thirteenth 
in cabinet seniority before being 
elected prime minister after 13 
years in parliament. His car was 
the 13th in the funeral procession of 
his predecesssor. Dr. Verwoerd. On 
a much lighter note — his golf 
handicap was also 13. 

SO, THIS BUSINESS of Friday 
the thirteenth being lucky or un¬ 
lucky, seems to be a purely per¬ 
sonal affair. According to your own 
beliefs, it becomes a day to fear or 
a day to cheer. Take your choice. 
But, just to play safe, knock on 
wood, don't walk under a ladder, 
and make sure a black cat doesn’t 
cross your path. 

One undeniable fact remains: If 
Friday falls on the thirteenth. Sat¬ 
urday will fall on the fourteenth. 
It’s as simple as that! 
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Fun Alternatives 


Water skiing has 
become so popular 
that many people 
think skiers are the 
only things power¬ 
boats can tow. 

If the present trend to hot dog¬ 
ging or freestyling catches on with 
water skiers as it has with snow 
skiers, you're going to be seeing 
some exciting displays on your fa¬ 
vorite waterway this summer. Here 
are the three primary hot-dog 
tricks, with variations on each one 
as indicated by the Allied Boating 
Association of Canada: 

THE WORM-TURN, sometimes 
called the tumble, looks like a big 
bad spill, but the skier effects a 
near-miraculous recovery and 
comes back up on his skis. The 
trick, say the skiers’, is tq roll over 
on the water with your shoulders, 
— keeping your skis high and dry. 

The daffy and double daffy 
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make us^ of the boat wake or a ski 
jump. The skier flies off the wake 
or the jump and extends one leg 
completely straight in front of him. 
That’s the daffy. With the double 
daffy, the skier does a mid-air split, 
then recovers just in time to make a 
graceful landing. 

THE WAKE FLIP is perhaps the 
most dramatic hot-dog trick of 
them all. It can be either a front or 
a backwards flip, and it can be done 
off a ski jump or the boat wake. 

But for those not quite so adven¬ 
turesome, there are other alterna¬ 
tives to w ater skiing that can be just 
as much fun. 

Try aquaplaning. Take a board 
about two feet wide and six feet 
long. Fit it with a rope towing bridle 
and a comfortable hand rope. Now 
you have an aquaplane. It’s some¬ 
what easier for beginners to master 
than a pair of skis and can thus help 
encourage newcomers to get to the 
point where they will feel able to try 
W3 | cr ^ 

ANOTHER DEVICE that can 
1 give a lot of fun is the flying saucer. 
Simply a round piece of thick ply¬ 
wood about three feet in diameter, 
it’s sort of a cross between an aqua¬ 
plane and skis. As it can be turned

around-and-around in the water as 
you speed along on it. some amus¬ 
ing capers can be cut. 

If you look around in marine 
stores and catalogues, you will

physical dexterity.

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Forgotten Godfather of Confederation 




Two very different funer¬ 
als for the two former mem¬ 
bers of Parliamerit from Vic¬ 
toria were held in the 1890s. 


Great pomp and ceremony were displayed in 
Ottawa and Kingston as was only fitting for the 
funeral in 1891 of Sir John A. Macdonald, Prime 
Minister of Canada. 

Sir John's body lay in state in both cities and 
on the journey for burial the train carrying the 
body was draped with funeral crepe, as were the 
stations through which the train passed. Flags 
were at half mast, bells tolled and the Queen sent 
a wreath of roses inscribed: "From Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria in memory of Her faithful and 
devoted Servant.” 


IN 1897, SIR JOHN’S ONE-TIME fellow MP 
from Victoria and the former Premier of B.C., 
Amor de Cosmos, was buried. Only a handful of 
journalists and a few old friends bothered to 
attend. There was no lying in state, no flags at 
half mast, no tolling of bells and no wreath from 
the Queen. 

And yet de Cosmos did as much as Sir John A. 
to ensure that Confederation became a reality 
from coast to coast. He fought a continual battle 
with the Colonial Office in general and the 
British-imposed legislators and Hudson's Bay 
Company in particular. His avowed aims were to 
gain responsible, that is elected, government for 
the combined colonies of British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island, and thus lead to the inclusion 
of British Columbia as a province of Canada 

Sir John A‘s phantom representation of Vic¬ 
toria began in 1878 when the Conservatives were 
returned to office after the CPR scandals. Mac¬ 
donald had suffered a personal defeat in his own 
riding of Kingston and was offered two other 
ridings. He accepted Victoria and was easily 
elected amid general rejoicing. He never actual^ 
ly set foot in Victoria during his term, and the 
election euphoria later soured when the years 
dragged on and the promised railway did not 
arrive. When Sir John finally appeared in 1886, 
he was given a tremendous reception, because 
this time, wily politician that he was, he trav¬ 
elled CPR. 


AMOR DE COSMOS, on the other hand, was 
not a wily politician at all, belonging rather to 
the "call da spade a shovel" school of thought. 
On his arrival in Victoria in 1858, he threw down 
the gauntlet to the appointed government in his 
usual unmistakable fashion by starting a news¬ 
paper. The British Colonist from the first issue 
left no doubt as to where de Cosmos’ sympathies 
lay. Those sympathies were not with Governor 
James Douglas, whom.he accused of a conflict of 
interest because of Douglas’ connection with 
the Hudson’s Bay Company. 

Just in case Douglas did not get the message, 
the second issue of the Colonist took violent 
exception to the appointment off the Governor’s 
brother-in-law, from a lowly clerk to a Judge in 
the Court of Appeal. De Cosmos thundered edi¬ 
torially that this meant that "offices of the 
Colony were filled with toadyism, consanguinity, 
and incompetency, compounded with the white¬ 
washed Englishmen and renegade Yankees.” 

The Governor was, in de Cosmos’ view, re¬ 
sponsible for the appointing of all the adminis¬ 
tration and was therefore responsible for all the 
corruption and double-dealing which was flour 
ishing in the Colony. 


THIS HIGH-FLOWN oratory caused a sensa¬ 
tion in Victoria and doubtless caused Governor 
Douglas some apoplectic moments. That there 
was some truth in de Cosmos' accusations did 
not make them any easier to take. The sheer 
tactlessness of the attack only deepened the 
chasm between the aristocratic and autocratic 
Colonial English and the "Canadians" (inelud 
ing de Cosmos who came from Nova Scotia) 
whom the British residents of Victoria called 
"North American Chinamen." 


Now Sir John A. may not have been every¬ 
one's cup of tea, but he was far too astute, 
generally speaking, to leave himself with as 
little room for manoeuvre as de Cosmos did. 

When de Cosmos decided to run for the 
Assembly and attack from within, he had to 
contend with not only his own lack of political 
savvy, but also with a law limiting votes to men 
who owned property valued at £50, which effec¬ 
tively disenfranchised most of his supporters. 
He also had to cope with the bitter antagonism of 
Douglas, who made sure that the Company men 
and past and future recipients of his patronage 
supported the Douglas candidates and not de 
Cosmos.

DOUGLAS’S ATTORNEY GENERAL and 
great friend. George Hunter Cary, packed the 
electoral roll by enfranchising some 20 black, 
former slaves on the dubious grounds that as 
they were obviously not Americans they must be 
British. Since de Cosmos lost this election by a 
mere 15 votes and in addition particularly dis¬ 
liked Americans of any color, he was angry- 
enough to issue a writ against Douglas to make 
the poll books available. 

The Douglas-appointed judge refused, saying 
that Douglas represented the Crown and could 
not be subject to writ. The Assembly then said 
that since de Cosmos couldn't prove any irregu¬ 
larities, he couldn't see the books which he 
needed to prove his case. Catch 22, 1860 ver¬ 
sion. 


ARMOR DE COSMOS 
... fought continual battle 


A subsequent byelection in Esquimau was 
even more dubious with a preliminary skirmish 
questioning the very name. Amor de Cosmos. 
Since de Cosmos had changed his name while 
living in California, the change was s£id to be 
invalid in British territory and therefore Amor 
de Cosmos did not exist. 

To cover himself, de Cosmos ran as "William 
Alexander Smith, commonly known as Amor de 
Cosmos." But it was his name that defeated him. 
Just before the polls closed and the votes were 
deadlocked at 10 apiece, a last voter dashed up 
and breathlessly cast his vote for "Amor de 
Cosmos." Whereupon the Sheriff announced the 
result: G. T. Gordon — 10 votes. W. A. Smith — 10 
votes. Amor de Cosmos — 1 vote, and cast his 


deciding vote in favor of Gordon. This was a 
further spur, if one was needed, for de Cosmos to 
battle for responsible government and electoral 
reform. 

DE COSMOS W AS FINALLY elected in spite 
of Douglas, and set about with great zeal, and 
eventual success, to promote his goals and am¬ 
bitions for British Columbia. He was a driving 
force behind the progress towards elected gov¬ 
ernment and the eventual entry of British Co¬ 
lumbia into Confederation. That he was sincere 
and dedicated was generally agreed, even by his 
numerous detractors, but tactful he was not and 
his blunt, abrasive language often needlessly 
antagonized his fellow members. 

He accused many powerful people of double- 
dealing and conflict of interest; while there was 
often truth in these allegations, he never ap¬ 
peared to understand that public denunciations 
were not the best method of winning friends and 
influencing people. 

To de Cosmos the shortest distance between 
two points was a straight line, and political 
back-scratching was unknown to him. Even if he 
had been aware of the advantages of the quid pro 
quo approach, he would probably have dismissed 
such a thought with contempt. 

In view of de Cosmos’ reputation among his 
peers, no one was surprised when he was not 
appointed to the delegation chosen to negotiate 
B.C.’s entry into Confederation. Dr. John S. 
Helmcken (who was appointed to the delegation 
along with the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, Joseph Trutch, and Dr. Robert Carrall), 
himself no admirer of de Cosmos, found his 
exclusion unthinkable and suggested stepping 
down in his favor. ( 

Trutch, who loathed de Cosmos, knew a great 
deal about the real world of politics and not only 
persuaded Helmcken to stay with the delegation, 
but made a public speech in Ottawa explaining 
that the people of British Columbia were too 
intelligent and businesslike to actually expect 
that the promised railroad would be completed 
on time. This statement, not supported by 
Helmcken, was happily received in Ottawa 
which showed its gratitude in the usual manner 
by making Trutch, the first lieutenant-governor 
of the province of British Columbia. 


BY THIS TIME, 1871, de Cosmos had three 
careers in hand. Having long since sold the 
Colonist, he was back in the newspaper business 
with the Daily Standard; he topped the polls for 
the 25 elected members of the B.C. Legislature, 
and was member of the Ottawa Parliament as 
one of the two representatives from Victoria. 
Macdonald was reported to be agreeably sur¬ 
prised on meeting de Cosmos, whose reputation 
had preceded him. 

From this apparent high point in his life, with 
all his hopes for British Columbia more or less 
achieved, de Cosmos' star began to fade. He 
became premier of B.C. almost by default when 
a non-confidence vote forced Trutch’s hand¬ 
picked premier to resign. De Cosmos’ term as 
premier was strangely anti-climactic, probably 
because he was a fighter, a natural in opposition 
and not really comfortable in power. 

HE SPENT MUCH of his time in Ottawa, 
leaving B.C. in the hands of his Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral. As Premier his major contribution to B.C.'s 
political scene was entirely in character, when 
he refused to allow Lieutenent-Governor Trutch 
to attend cabinet meetings. 

In Ottawa he succeeded in extracting a prom¬ 
ise for the Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway and a 
cash grant for the Esquimau dry-dock. But when 
the voters of Victoria discovered the latter grant 
involved an alteration in the terms of union, they 
were afraid that this would further jeopardize 
their long-promised railroad. 

In their alarm they turned on de Cosmos, who 
to his bitter astonishment was labelled a traitor 
and a tyrant. He resigned from the legislature 
partly because of this incident which exposed the

HORSE LOVERS' DREAM 


,f OK, let’s move them 
out,” called Dan McPherson, 
frail boss of-Garden City Hor¬ 
semen’s Club 1979 annual 
100-mile trail ride. 

This was the moment for 
which my girlfriend, Lu Ann 
Fraser, and I had been work¬ 
ing and waiting for the past 
two months, and something 
we both had dreamed of for 
many years. 


Our four-day horseback riding adventure 
was about to begin! 

In the midst of horse trailers, trucks, vans, 
cars and snorting steeds, 41 riders and their 
mounts, grouped together and began to file out 
of Reg and Babs Rigby's 250-acre spread at 
Cow ichan Station to head into the wilderness for 
four days of intensive trail riding.

They open their home, barn, pastures, pad- 
dock and cottages to the club members to make 
for a warm welcome for all comers. 

Lu Ann and I had expected to really be 
roughing it for the ride, but on arrival at the 
Rigby's we were showered in kindness. We had a 
tour of their picturesque property, and got to 
meet some of their four-foOted residents. Marzi¬ 
pan, Babs Rigby's chestnut mare. Alfalfa, a tiny- 
grey burro, Dilly and Dally, fluffy mallard 
ducklings she is in the process of raising, plus an 
assortment of wild Canada geese that eyed us 
warily from a distance.

Lu Ann and I were pleased to discover they 
were also newcomers to the 100-mile ride and 
now we wouldn't be the only greenhorns setting 
out on Thursday morning! 

In fact, quite a large number of the riders 
had not been on the ride before, so we were in 
good company!

Thursday morning, the four of us were up at 
the crack of dawn, peering excitedly out the 
window, wondering what sort of day it would be 
for the first day of the ride. 

We were greeted by glorious sunshine and 
started packing up our gear with happy hearts. 

AS GREENHORNS on the trail ride, we had 
brought a tremendous amount of gear — enor¬ 
mous duffle bags, packed with various changes 
of clothing, rain gear, sleeping bags, tents, 
tarps. feed buckets for the horses, blankets, 
hammer, first aid kit for both ourselves and the 
horses, liniment. Grannie's rheumatism medi¬ 
cine ( a cure for whatever ails you!), make-up (a 
vital necessity!), camera, film, a radio (so as not 
to completely lose touch with civilization). 

The more experienced riders seemed to 
regard our mammoth pile with a good deal of 
humor! 

The huge amount of gear needed for both 
horses and riders was to be hauled to our base 
camp on the Koksilah River by bus. 

As the pile of gear kept growing, Charlie 
Boas, owner of the bus, was practically hidden 
from view. But he cheerfully began loading and 
soon it was miraculously aboard 

A beehive of«activity was the scene in the 
Rigbv barnyard, with riders making last minute 
checks on their saddles, bridles, saddle bags, 
and cinches. 

Horses^paw ed and snorted and whinnied in 
their excitement to head off into the bush. 

The call soon came — "Riders I'p" — and 
with pounding hearts and prancing steeds, Lu 
Ann and I headed Trouper and Midnight into line 
w ith the rest of the horses. 

OUR FIRST DAY’S ride was to be to the 
base camp on the Koksilah River, our "home 
away from home" for the next four days. 

Scenery along the trail was breathtaking in 
its wilderness beauty. 

We crossed through several babbling 
streams.-with brief stops to water our thirsty 
horses, climbed up winding mountainous trails, 
traversed through awe inspiring majestic fir 
trees and areas almost like a tropical rain forest 
with immense clumps of light green fluffy ferns 
and towering trees draped in cascading moss. 

Each bend in the trail would evoke another 
gasp of appreciation for the beauty of God's gift 
of creation. 

Our first lunch stop was along the railway- 
tracks in the bushland. 

All riders were well taken care of by the 
cook crew of the Garden City Horsemen's Club. 
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CAMP COOK CHARLIE BOAS busily fry¬ 
ing up hamburgers. 


WE HERE TREATED to a hot meal of 
delicious homemade baked beans and wieners, 
crusty rolls, crisp finger vegetables such as 
carrots, celery, cucumber and turnip, steaming 
mugs of the most delicious coffee I have ever 
tasted, pop, donuts, and fresh fruit for dessert. 

Our horses had to make do with munching 
green grass while we all dined like kings and 
queens. 

After my* second mug of steaming coffee. I 
asked the cook crew what made it so tasty, and 
was informed that the brew contained both 
vodka and kahlua — an exquisite combination! 

Lunch break over, we adjusted our saddles, 
tightened the cinches and hit the trail once 
more. 

DURING THE RIDE, I discovered I had the 
distinction of riding the senior citizen of the 
horse world on the 100-mile ride. 

Midnight, my black Morgan gelding, at 21. 
was the oldest horse to complete the entire 100 
mile trip. 

In spite of his age. Midnight kept up w:ith all 
the other horses. My advance preparation of 
conditioning him for the previous two months 
w ith extensive trail riding over all sorts of rough 
obstacles, plus the additional tender loving care 
and top quality feed of Yvonne and Tony Mortel. 
with whom I board Midnight, had him in tip-top 
shape for the ride. 

Many of the other riders were amazed w hen 
I told them his age. 

We code into base camp around 5 p.m. 
Thursday. 

The cook crew had already set up the tent 
and piled all our gear into one enormous heap in 
front of the cooking area. 

LI' ANN AND I SEARCHED for a suitable 
campsite and chanced upon a beautiful spot 
beside the Koksilah River, with easy access to 
w ater our horses, several stout trees to tie them 
to and good shelter from the elements in a 
grassy glade w ith plenty of room to set up Our 
tents. 

After a long and dusty ride, the cool clear 
waters of the Koksilah beckoned to us. but first 
things first, and we began the task of setting up 
our home for thz next four days. 

Each year, the club utilizes the same area, 
and many riders have constructed corrals of 
poles and binder twine for thefr horses' com¬ 
fort. 

We were fortunate enough to set up camp 
right on the river which saved a lot of hauling 
water for the horses each night. 

Suppertime w as announced by the ringing of 
an iron triangle, just like the ones seen in the 
western movies. 

Tantalizing aromas wafted from the tent 
and we each lined up with plate in hand and 
watering mouths for our share of the vittles. 

WE HAD EXPECTED to be dining on typi¬ 
cal wild west food, such as chili and stew for the 
entire four days of our ride, but Lu Ann and I 
were dumbfounded to be treated to such gour¬ 
met meals as a complete spaghetti dinner with 
garlic bread, salad bar. and all the goodies from 
fresh mushrooms to bean sprouts, red wine, 
cheese, pickles,- fresh fruit salad, homemade 
apple and raisin pie. char-broiled steaks, baked 
potatoes, sour cream, Caesar salad, broiled 
mushrooms, fried onions, fresh strawberry 
shortcake topped with mounds of whipped 
cream, gourmet coffee spiked with kahlua and 
vodka, sparkling red and white wine, massive

breakfasts of bacon, sausages, pancakes, eggs, 
fresh fruit, juice, coffee, toast and hot lunches 
each day.on the trail. 

Amazingly, after feasts such as this I man¬ 
aged to come home two pounds lighter than w hen 
I set out on the trail! 

Thank God for the intensive horseback 
riding to keep us all in shape. 

My compliments-to the tremendous cook 
crew of Charlie and Dola Boas, Ted Adye. 
Valerie Hougen, Patsy Whitehead, Dave Knott. 
Ivan Hollway, and Keith Clarke, who never 
ceased to amaze all the riders with their culinary 
exploits. 

EVENINGS WERE SPENT sitting around 
the campfires listening to the musical talents of 
Alf Pink on his guitar and singing along with our 
fellow riders. 

As the glow ing embers reflected the shining 
eyes and happy faces of all the trail riders, 
darkness settled over the Koksilah. 

Lu Ann and 1 expected to feel exhausted 
after such a long ride of 25 miles, but were filled 
with excitement and totally into the mood of the 
entire trip. We scarcely noticed the ticking 
hands of my wrist watch and were astounded to 
see Mickey Mouse's hands pointing to 1 a m. 

Gradually, riders drifted from the fire and 
sought out the comforts of their tents for a brief 
night’s rest. 

After a quick wash in the icy waters of the 
Koksilah and a final watering and haying of 
Midnight and Trouper, we climbed into our 
sleeping bags and went out like a light. 

Chirping birds and the muffled sounds of the 
horses pawing and snorting awakened us the 
following morning. 

TRAIL BOSS FOR THE DAY. Joe Taylor, 
told us Friday's ride was to be a real "burner." 
We would be covering 30 miles of extremely 
rough and mountainous terrain. 

We feasted on a substantial breakfast while 
Midnight and Trouper munched their grain and 
hay ration, and then we quickly brushed them 
down and geared them up for the long day 
ahead. 

Friday's ride was the most spectacular in 

scenery. 

The sight of 41 horses and riders winding up 
a steep mountainous trail with the majestic

towering fir trees gently sw aying in the breeze is 
something Lu Ann and I will never forget. 

Once we all reached the summit of Waterloo 
Mountain, the magnificent view of Cowichan 
Bay, Duncan. Sidney, Saanich Inlet and points 
beyond, all bathed in dazzling sunlight, caused 
riders to scramble for their cameras. 

Descending such a steep grade proved a 
test of horseflesh and thank goodness Midnight 
is sure-footed while winding down mountainous 
trails. 

TRAIL RIDE RULES demanded having 
your horse shod on all four feet and after a day 
iike this we could all understand the wisdom 
behind this rule. 

While on the trail the weather co-operated 
beautifully. 

Many riders returned to camp sporting sun¬ 
burns. 

Our lunch stop was at Lois Lake. 

After an hour's break it was off on the 
logging roads to Wild Deer Lake for a water stop 
and a chance to enjoy the wilderness beauty of 
yet another fascinating spot. 

As evening approached 41 happy, dusty and 
tired riders approached base camp for another 
fun-filled night of singing around the campfire. 

This time my girlfriend's horse. Trouper, a 
dapple grey part-Arab, decided to join the 
festivities part way through the evening and 
came trotting up to the fire clothed in his baby 
blue horse blanket! 

SATURDAY'S RIDE proved to be an easy- 
one for both horses and riders. 

We covered roughly 20 miles that day and 
had a picnic lunch on an old abandoned farm 
sight with 1 several herds of Holstein and Here¬ 
ford cattle warily viewing us. 

Trail boss for the day, Larry Citra, let us 
have an extended lunch break of one and a half 
hours. 

WE CROSSED Koksilah River in a long 
colorful line of horses and riders and returned to 
camp earlier than usual to get ready for our.last 
night in base camp. 

Saturday night was party night, and after 
feasting on a steak dinner, we bedded the horses 
down for the night and prepared to whoop it up 
for one last night. 

Babs and Reg Rigby blessed us with their 
presence, which added a special touch to the 
entire evening. 

Club president, Larry Citra, made the pre¬ 
sentations of lOO-miler crests to all the riders 
and a special presentation to Lloyd and Joan 
Baker as life-long members of the Garden City 
Horsemen's Club in recognition of the contribu¬ 
tion they have made over the years 

Joan Baker and her registered Anglo-Arab 
mare, Tilrak, commonly known as Tillie, now 25 
years old. have been on all but two of the 
100-mile trail rides since they were first organ¬ 
ized in 1962. 

THE BAKERS, along with close friends. 
Roy Jewel arid Colleen Hague, made a special 
up-Island tri Saturday night for the presentation 
and trailered their two horses, Tille and Zorah, 
to ride out of base camp and back to the Rigby's 
ranch with us Sunday morning. 

Spirits were high and the festivities went on 
well into the early morning hours, before the last 
few diehards retired to their bedrolls for a few 
winks of shuteye before the long treek back to 
the Rigby s.

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Westcoast Cone—Flowers 


Miriam and Lance Taylor are an artistic 
team who seem to work in perfect harmony 
together. The craft work they turn out is more 
than just attractive. It is work which shows that 
they are both possessed of a high standing in the 
craft field. 


Sometimes one hears of a hus¬ 
band and wife who take up one 
particular field of art or craft to¬ 
gether, and on occasion I have 
come across two sisters who like 
working together. This, though, is 
the first time J have met a team 
comprised of a mother and son who 
are both interested in almost the 
same line of endeavor. 

MIRIAM TAYLOR was born in 
Toronto where her father was a 
minister. As she says now , a minis¬ 
ter in the United Church does not 
usually remain all his working life 
in one area. As a result, she is 
likely to remark that her family 
worked its way across Canada until 
it ended up in Victoria, where her 
father was, at one time, minister at 
the Metropolitan Church. 

Here, she has remained, since, 
although she was trained as a 
teacher, she soon met and married 
a Victoria man, so that what at first 
promised to be but a short stay, has 
now lengthened into a period of 48 
years. Indeed, by now I think she 
considers herself to be a thorough¬ 
going Victorian. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS have not 
always been this woman's forte. 
however. To begin with, she found 
that bringing up a family of three 
boys more than took up her time in 
those early years. 

Unfortunately, though, when the 
boys were in high school, her hus¬ 
band died, leaving her with the 
task of putting her sons through the 
remaining years of their educa¬ 
tion. 

Years earlier Miriam had at¬ 
tended Victoria College here when 
it was housed in Craigdarroch Cas¬ 
tle, and there she received her 
teacher training. With that train¬ 
ing in her favor, she turned once 
again to teaching, and indeed 
taught English literature and so¬ 
cial studies at Oak Bay High School 
for 11 years until her retirement. 

However, retirement seems to 
have meant very little to this ener¬ 
getic woman, for as she says, she 
loves to teach and young people 
especially have always been a great 
joy to her. As a result, she may 
have retired from teaching in a 
school, but she still continues to 
teach English to New Canadians on 
a regular basis. 

But this is, of course, not by any 
means all she does, since during 
the last few years she has turned 
her able hands to craft work, and 
now she and her talented son are 
really branching out with their en¬ 
terprise, which they have named 
Westcoast Cone-Flowers, and 
which, bids fair to become a full¬ 
time occupation for both of them. 

IT Ha\ FIVE YEARS ago that 
Miriam'Taylor —■ a nature lover 
who enjoys walking — first began to 
gather odd bits of seaweed, drift¬ 
wood, and assorted cones which she 
would then turn into table arrange¬ 
ments. She is not a member of 
any flower-arranging group, so her 
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arranging was done mainly to 
please herself. 

However it was quite by chance 
that she came upon a picture of a 
wreath apparently made of very 
beautiful flowers, and was amazed 
to discover that these flowers were 
really made from cut pine cones. 
The ones in the picture, she tells 
me, were actually made from sugar 
pines. 

Since our west coast abounds in 
many coniferous trees of all kinds, 
she decided to get some cones and 
see what she could come up with. 
And here, she came up against her 
first great stumbling block. Have 
you ever tried to cut a pine cone? 

This, 1 learn, is just about the 
hardest thing in the world to do. An 
ordinary hand saw would not do it. 
Chisels were also tried, but to no 
avail. To the Taylors at this point 
there seeemed just no way that a 
pine cone could be cut in such a way 
that the cut piece would end up 
looking like a flower. 


AND THIS IS WHERE son 

Lance came into the picture. As a 
one-time construction worker, 
Lance knows a great deal about 
wood, and indeed is a very fine 
woodcarver in his own right. Even 
he, however, could not make a dent 
in those pesky cones. Nothing he 
tried had any effect. Until he hit 
upon the idea of using his band-saw. 
Only then, did they finally achieve 
success. 

Miriam Taylor is inventive as 
well as artistic. Thus, it was not 
long before she realized just how 
attractive those cones could be if 
used in wall hangings and plaques. 

In making a wall hanging, she 
generally uses a piece of natural 
colored or cream material to which 
the design is securely fastened. 
When the design is completed, the 
whole thing may be finished off 
with a dark brown wool fringe, 
while wooden slats are slipped into 
top and bottom to ensure proper 
hanging. 

If the item planned is to be a w all 
plaque, then Lance assists by de¬ 
signing and cutting the mahogany 
base, which is then stained, and on 
this applied another smaller base 
which is in turn covered by light or 
cream colored material. Miriam 
says that in the main she uses ma¬ 
terials such as burlap, upholstery 
materials or hand woven fabrics. 


IN THE TAYLOR'S HOME in 
Cadboro Bay. a basement room has 
been made over as a workshop, 
while in another part of the base 
ment is Lance’s carpentry and 
woodcarving department, and be¬ 
tween the two, stand a great num¬ 
ber of shelves and bins which hold 
an unlimited amount of assorted 
cones and dried seaweed. A veri¬ 
table squirrel’s hoard! 

Miriam says they have decided 
to call their enterprise, Westcoast 
Cone-Flowers, because that is just 
what they are pictures, which are 
made up of flowers fashioned out 
of cut cones. To this end, they have 
a vast collection of Douglas fir, 
lodgepone pine, ponderosa, white 
pine, Western hemlock, alder, deo¬ 
dar, Oregon sugar pines, and three 
needle pine cones. Those cones still 
in their uncut state look just what 
they are — hard, tough, brownish 
cones. However, once they are cut, 
it is a different thing altogether. 

To examine the numerous trays 
of prepared cut cones is to enter 
into an entirely different world. 

Once a cone is cut in the correct 
manner, it becomes a thing of 
beauty, and its resemblance to an 
open flower is quiet remarkable. 
For one thing, the symmetery is 
perfect, and for another each spe¬ 
cies of cone seems to have its own 
particular shape and charm. Thus, 
it is easy to see that, properly han¬ 
dled, these cones are perfect for the 
purpose to which Miriam Taylor 
puts them. 

A band saw can be a tricky tool, 
and it is always Lance who does the 
cutting of the cones. Once they are 
cut they are dipped into a solution 
which both preserves them and 
helps to protect them from dust. 
The same technique is used with the 
dried seaweed. 

WITH HER MATERIALS as 

sembled around her, our bright 
eyed and peppy craftswoman gets 
to work. She insists she is no ariist. 
yet nobody completely lacking in 
artistic sense could possibly come 
up with the delightful and attrac¬ 
tive disigns which seem to be sec¬ 
ond nature to her. 

She tells me that when she picks 
up a prepared plaque, she has no 
clear idea of just what the design 
will be, but gradually as she fingers 
an acorn here, a sugar pine cone 
there, or a bit of seaweed, the 
picture begins to form in hermind's 
eye, and very soon the delighted 
onlooker is presented with the sort 
of decoration which it would be a 
pleasure to have hanging on one's 
wall. 

Miriam Taylor gets her materi¬ 
al from many sources. As she says, 
the countryside around us is rich in 
a great variety of cones which are 
to be had for the picking up. Also, 
some of those trees which we do not 
normally think of as being native to 
our own particular part of the world 
are yet to be found here. For in¬ 
stance, she says that there is a 
particularly fine ponderosa pine out 
near Patricia Bay. However, a need 
for more sugar pine cones may well 
take the Taylors on a gathering trip 
to Oregon. 

THE DEODAR she says, is one 
of her favorite tree cones, since it is 
so very beautiful And here it might 
be noted that die deodar happens to 
be one of the true cedars, of which, 
in the main, there are only three. 

This is probably going to cause 
cries of rage from ali among us who 
are used to railing our west coast 
trees cedars. However. I have it on

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the ancient Vikings to carve such 
spoons for their brides. 

There is subtle difference about 
this type of carving, however. The 
difference is that both spoons and 
the connecting chain link are all 
carved from one piece of wood. 
There are no artificial joins what¬ 
ever. Lance says he selects a fine 
piece of wood of the right thickness 
and just sets to work with his 
chisels. 

The first spoon is carved from 
one end of the wood, the second 
spoon from the other, and in be¬ 
tween, he gets down to the intricate 
business of carving movable chain 
out of the centre piece. Nor is that 
chain in any way bogus, since one 
can move each link separately, and 
each link, although clearly an entity 
in itself, is yet linked to its neigh¬ 
bor. 

ANOTHER PIECE of his work 
which appealed was of what ap¬ 
peared to be an old fashioned lan¬ 
tern hanging on a chain. This again 
was also of wood. 

The lantern had four upright 
wooden rods joining the top portion 
to the bottom, and inside were 
round wooden balls, each of which 
could be moved up and down separ¬ 
ately t 

He says, rather off hanaedly, 
that that was more or less a practice 
piece. Vet who among us having 
carved such a beautiful chain, and 
from there, gene on to carve from 
the same piece of wood, a sym¬ 
bolic lantern, would then have the 
know-how to whittle out the inside 
of the lantern, and instead of leav¬ 
ing it empty, would proceed to cre¬ 
ate therein movable wooden balls. 
And naturally those balls had to be 
carved inside the outer structure. 
There is just no way they could 
have been removed for carving 
then replaced. 

So, while my first visit was be¬ 
cause I was so impressed witlj the 
work of one craftsman, I came 
away being equally impressed with 
the work of that craftsman's son. 
They are indeed a team of which, I 
am sure, much more will be heard 
in the days ahead.

the best authority — i.e., a tree 
nurseryman who truly knows his 
subject and also from the botany 
department at the museum — that 
there are just three main species of 
eedrus, or true cedar. They are the 
Cedrus Atlantica; the Cedrus deo¬ 
dar. native to the Himalayas, which 
is also known as davadura. or 
wood of the gods; and Cedrus livani. 
which is more commonly known to 
us as the beautiful Cedar of Leba¬ 
non. There are. of course, many 
varieties of this genus. 

Our beloved western red cedar is 
really a diferent tree altogether. It 
is a thuja — pronounced thuya — as 
opposed to a cedrus. Added to that, 
it is also known as the giant arbor- 
vitae, or Tree of Life. 

Although we tend to think of all 
evergreen trees as being coniferous 
"or cone-bearing, this is wrong, of 
course, since the broad leaved 
evergreens do not bear cones. On 
the other hand, there is at least one 
deciduous tree, the alder, which 
carries the most delightful minia¬ 
ture cones which are arranged into 
sets of two with a final one centred 
at the tip to the branch. These, it 
, goes without saying, are also of 
great use to Mrs. Taylor in her 
work. Upon occasion, too, Lance 
gets into the act by carving small 
wooden birds which all become a 
part of the whole picture. 

LANCE TAYLOR, although he 
insists that this should be his moth¬ 
er's story, yet, as mentioned ear¬ 
lier, is a dedicated carver and 
enjoys nothing quite so much as the 
feel of hand polished wood under 
his hand. Of his many beautifully 
carved pieces about the house. I 
think perhaps the item which at¬ 
tracted me most was an inticately * 
carved pair of Scandinavian bridal 
spoons, carved from mahogany and 
linked together by a decorative 
wooden chain. 

At first glance these seemed to 
be just another bit of fine carving. 
Also, one has seen almost too many 
larged carved spoons to be unduly 
impressed. These, however, are not 
particularly large. Certainly not 
larger than a normal dessert or ta¬ 
ble spoon, and I am told that in 
far-off days it was the custom of

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READY . . . get set for 
summer. Can you bake a 
cherry pie Billy Boy, can you 
bake a cherry pie Charming 
Billy? CHERRIES! our beauti¬ 
ful Okanagan cherries are 
here. The season is short so 
make the most of them . . . 
cherry pie and tarts, cherry 
crisp, cherries in fruit salad, 
in short cake. 

There is no end to the ways we can use them 
. . . from a bowl of fresh cherries on the break¬ 
fast table to a juicy cherry pie for dinner 
dessert. A- 

It is nice to-have a few jars of homemade 
cherry jam on the shelf. The uncooked /am is so 
nice ... it keeps both color and flavor for 



months. To go with toast and tea or coffee for 
unexpected visitors. What could be nicer? 

UNCOOKED CHERRY JAM ... tw(h 
and-a-half cups washed, pitted and crushed 
sweet cherries, four cups sugar, two tbsp. 
lemon juice, one package Certo crystals and 
three-quarters cup water. 

Pit, then crush cherries (you could use a 
blender of food grinder), then measure two-and- 
a half cups into a warm bowl. Stir in sugar and 
lemon juice and let stand about 20 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. If you warm the sugar as 
well as the bowl the sugar crystals will dissolve 
quicker. Boil pectin crystals and the water to¬ 
gether for one minute, stirring constantly. Stir 
pectin into fruit mixture and keep stirring for 
two minutes . . . This constant stirring prevents 
floating fruit. Ladle into six to eight steri¬ 
lized jars. Number of jars will be according 
to size. Let stand at room temperature over¬ 
night. Cover with lids or wax. 

I store this uncooked jam on the bottom 
shelf in my refrigerator. It may be frozen if 
you don't have room in your refrigerator. 

The cherry probably got its name from 
Cerasus, an ancient city in Asia Minor where 
it is supposed to have been first cultivated. 
Originally all cherries were so sour, they were in 
fact strictly for the birds. There is a legend that 
Mithridates, King of Pontus, bred the first sweet 
cherry tree with his own royal hands. Three 
hundred years before Christ, cherries spread to 
Greece, and in 70 B.C. the Roman Consul Lucul- 


lus, most f. mous of gourmets, brought them to 
Italy where they enriched the third course in 
Rome. Cherries came to America with the 
first European settlers. This was in plenty of 
time to have made the George Washington 
story truthful, (which it wasn't). Although there 
are more than 1,100 kinds of cultivated cherries, 
all fit neatly into two categories . . . sweet 
cherries and sour cherries, also known as Pie 
Cherries in our part of the world. 

A young grandson tells me "there is nothing 
gooderthan pie, is there Gran?" Many grownups 
as well as children hold this same view so here is 
a cherry pie. 

SWEET CHERRY PIE ... pastry for a 
two crust pie, five cups pitted sweet cher¬ 
ries, one tsp. lemon juice, one-quarter to one 
third cup sugar (according to taste), one 
tbsp. tapioca OR three tbsp. flour and two 
tbsp. butter. 

Line a nine-inch pie pan with pastry. Ar¬ 
range cherries in pan, heaping somewhat to¬ 
wards centre. Mix sugar with tapioca or flour, 
then with the lemon juice. Sprinkle over fruit. 
Dot with butter OR melt butter and dribble over 
all. Cover with top crust and flute rim. Bake in a 
preheated 475°F oven for about 15 minutes, then 
reduce heat to about 375°F for about 25 to 30 
minutes or until nicely brown. 

Remove from oven then sprinkle with three 
to four tbsp. sugar over top crust. Place under 
broiler for about two minutes (until sugar is 
melted).

SOUR CHERRY PIE ... four cups pit¬ 
ted sour cherries, two tbsp. corn starch, 
one-quarter tsp. salt, one tbsp. butter, one- 
and-a-quarter cups sugar and pastry for a 
nine-inch, two crust pie. 

Mix cornstarch, sugar and salt. Add to cher¬ 
ries and heat in a double boiler until juice is 
transparent and mixture thick. Prepare pie 
plate and have top crust ready and with slits cut 
in it. Place fruit in shell, dot with butter. Place 
top crust on, sealing edges well. Bake in pre¬ 
heated 150“F. oven for 10 minutes, then reduced 
heat to 350°F. for about 30. to 10 minutes or until 
done. 

Next here is a nice cherry sauce to serve 
over ice cream, angel food or plain cake. 

CHERRY DESSERT SAUCE ... two 
cups tart red cherries, two tbsp. quick cook¬ 
ing tapioca, one-half cup sugar, one quarter 
tsp. each cinnamon and nutmeg, one-eighth 
tsp. each cloves, salt and red food coloring, 
plus one-half cup water. 

In a medium saucepan combine the tapioca, 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves and salt. Stir in 
the water, then let stand five minutes. Cook 
stirring until the mixture boils. Remove from 
the heat. Stir in cherries and food coloring. 
Reheat over low heat and simmer for five 
minutes. Serve warm over dessert of your 
choice. 


BRIDE’S CORNER 

CHERRIES! 

Cherries are perishable. . . .do not wash until just before using. Store in a 
shallow pan. 

Sour cherries in pies need a little more sugar than the sweet varieties. 
Sour cherries in a two crust or lattice top pie have a lovely tang. For a special subtle 
flavor add a teaspoon of Angostura Bitters to the fruit. 

. When making jam with pectin, measure very accurately and follow directions on 
the pectin package exactly for perfect results. Do not double these recipes. 

To make frosted cherries for garnish. . . .wash, dry and leave the stems 
on. Dip in lightly beaten egg white, drain on side of dish then dip in white 
sugar to coat. Shake off excess sugar and place on wire rack to dry. 


OLD FASHIONED CHERRY PAN 
DOWDY... one-and-a-half cups sugar, one- 
and-a-half cups water, one tbsp. corn starch 
OR quick tapioca, four cups cherries pitted, 
dash of salt, two cups biscuit mix and 
enough water to make a soft dough, one tbsp. 
butter, one tbsp. sugar and one-half tsp. 
cinnamon. 

Combine sugar, cornstarch and salt. 
Add the water and bring to a boil. Add the 
cherries and simmer gently until the juice 
begins to flow. 

Prepare biscuit mix adding enough liq¬ 
uid to make a soft dough. Transfer cherries 
to a shallow baking dish and drop biscuit 
dough by spoonfuls on top of hot fruit. Dot 
each mound with dab of creamed butter, sugar 
and cinnamon. Place pan in pre heated 400°F. 
oven and bake for 25 to 30 minutes or until done. 
Serve warm with pla-in pouring cream or 
whipped cream sprinkled with a little cinna¬ 
mon. 


I get asked so often for the biscuit mix 
recipe ... . here it is again. 

BISCUIT MIX ... 10 cups all purpose 
flour sifted, one cup dry skim milk powder, 
one pound shortening (I like to use mar- 
garam), one tbsp. salt and one-quarter cup 
baking powder. 

Sift the flour, resift with baking powder and 
salt, add milk powder and mix well. Cut in 
shortening until it resembles fine meal. Store in 
a covered tin or jar and keep in a cool place. No 
need to refrigerate. For hot biscuits ... use two 
cups of mix and enough water to make a soft 
dough. For sweet biscuits add one-quarter cup 
sugar and raisins if desired. For hot cakes add a 
beaten egg to the liquid used for mixing and 
make the batter thinner than for biscuits. If you 
haven't a large bowl for mixing you can use 
your roaster or the crisper from the refrig¬ 
erator. Use the same recipes called for on 
the box of "Bought" biscuit mix.

FROM THE RICHES OF WILLIAMS CREEK THEY CAME TO VICTORIA ... to attend the 

wildest wedding ot them all. 


It was undoubtedly the 
wildest wedding ever. Certain¬ 
ly it was a ceremony that Vic¬ 
torians did not soon forget. 

In fact, it might well be 
said that some Victorians 

M. 

never recovered! 


This hilarious affair began in the fall of 1862. 
when many of the more prosperous Cariboo 
miners wintered in the gentler climate of Vic¬ 
toria. 

Among these wealthy mine-owners of Wil¬ 
liams Creek was Bill Lovidge, owner of the 
Never Sweit, which was said to be the richest in 
all Cariboo and capable of producing $50 to the 
pan — a feat which had been personally proven 
by Attorney-General George Hunter Cary. 


THE OTHER LEADING ACTORS in this 
drama were Mr. and Mrs. Shoolber,-a prosper 
ous husband and wife team in drygoods, furs and 
millinery goods, who had arrived from Ihe Old 
Country earlier that year with an extensive 
inventory, three employees and a servant. 

Unfortunately for the Shoolbers, the milliner 
and dressmaker were young and attractive and 
were eagerly pursued by the rich, vacationing 
miners. Within a month of their arrival, both had 
eloped with their respective suitors. To escape 
their year long work contracts with the 
Shoolbers, both fled to Puget Sound were they 
married and settled. 

This left the salesgirl and servant. The for¬ 
mer, not as attractive as her co-workers, had not 
tempted a suitor until Bill Lovidge arrived in 
town. For Bill it was love at first sight; for the 
woman, the chance of a lifetime to marry 
money. After a two-hour courtship they an¬ 
nounced their engagement — much to the con¬ 
sternation of the Schoolbers, who had had to pay 
the fares for all four women and who had 
already lost two employees. 


MRS. SHOOLBER was said to be inconsol¬ 
able when told of the clerk's impending nuptials. 
In vain, she pleaded with Lovidge to at least wait 
until the woman had fulfilled her contract. But 
Bill was adamant: He must be married immedi¬ 
ately. However, as a gentleman, he had no wish 
to take unfair advantage of the Schoolbers and 
offered to buy out his finance's contract. 

Almost beside herself with renewed hope. 
Mrs. Shoolber shyly mentioned $1,000. Bill did 
not bat an eyelash. Then, of course, there was 
the matter of the bride’s passage money and 
miscellaneous expenses, totalling $500. No prob¬ 
lem, said Bill. 

Finally there was the matter of a trousseau. 
Gallantly, Bill agreed that, as the final provision 
of his settlement with Mrs. Shoolber. she would 
provide the bride's wedding gown; something in 
the neighborhood of another $1,000. This added 
up to $2,500 — a pricely sum. 

But Bill was not a bit concerned. After all, did 
he not own the richest mine in Cariboo? All Mrs. 
Shoolber had to do, he said, was to draw up a 
demand note for that amount and he would sign 
it. 


THAT DONE, Mrs. Shoolber set about mak¬ 
ing the wedding arrangements. Her first step 
was to order the bridegroom's suit from Gold¬ 
stein & Co., on Government Street. Because 
Lovidge was between dividends from his mine, 
she guaranteed the Goldstein account. Not sur¬ 
prisingly, Lovidge's suit also cost a small for¬ 
tune. in the hundreds of dollars, as Mrs. 
Shoolber. who undoubtedly received a kick-back, 
and the tailor "laid on their charges as with a 
trowel." 

She then turned to the matter of the banquet 
and instructed the owners of the St. James Club 
(likely for the same commission) to spare no 
expense in preparing a feast fit for a Cariboo 
king. The expensive arrangements took all of 
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two weeks to complete. "The bride had tried on 
her gowns and hats and hoops, and they were 
pronounced perfect dreams," journalist D. W. 
Higgins recalled 40 years after. 


"THE HAPPY MAN had been fitted with his 
wedding garments, to his own satisfaction if not 
that of his friends, and the foray on the henner- 
ries and pigstyes had been so complete that not a 
cock crew, a hen cackled, a chicken peeped, a 
duck quacked or a sucking pig squealed within 
five miles of Victoria — all having been requisi¬ 
tioned for the Lovidge wedding feast. 


"CARTE BLANCHE has been given the 
caterers and Mrs. Schoolber in the matter of 
invitations, and as it was to their interest to have 
lots of food and wine consumed, about 100 per¬ 
sons were asked. 

"When the evening at last arrived the dining 
hall was crowded with all classes and conditions 
of men and a dozen or 15 women. The table 
decorations were superb. There were few flow¬ 
ers. but there were many tiny flags. Suspended 
on colorful cords from the ceiling were num¬ 
erous tin angels and cupids in short dresses, in 
various attitudes of flight, with expanded wings 
and fat legs that seemed too big for the bodies. 
There were fairy lamps and wax candles flaring 
merrily away, and here and there on the board 
were sprigs of evergreen in earthen pots that in 
the end got sadly mixed up with floating island, 
boned turkey and corned beef, young pigs and 
sundry fat geese . . .” 


ALTHOUGH THE DINNER was to begin at 7 
o'clock, the harried caterers did not appear with 
the first entree until an hour later. During the 
wait the guests had attacked a virtual well of 
wine, beer and whisky By the time the meal 
appeared — in its entirety, the guests being 
expected to help themselves — most were well- 
primed and the tone of their conversation was 
loud and animated. 

Unfortunately, in the course of setting the 
tables, the caterers had run short of spoons, and 
etiquette suffered noticeably when numerous 
guests resorted to stirring their cups with knives 
forks and fingers. 

Decorum suffered further when the bride and 
groom appeared. Those guests who were unable 
to stand to greet them simply shouted, "Howyer. 
Bill?" “How's ver gal?" and "Good luck, old 
feller." 

Higgins, who had been blessed with an invita¬ 


tion, described the bride as being stunning in her 
costume. Bill, on the other hand, was dressed 
outlandishly in tall black hat with very narrow- 
brim. He was so taken with the stovepipe that for 
some time he refused to yield it, despite the 
protests of his bride, and finally place it care¬ 
fully at hi& feet — where every passing waiter 
made a point of kicking the topper until it was 
beyond repair and recognition. 


THE REST OF HIS EXOTIC OUTFIT con 

sisted of a light brown sack coat without tails, a 
red vest, a flaring necktie with log ends and 
paper collar, and a pair of shepherd's plaid 
trousers. As a token concession to fashion he 
wore white gloves throughout the meal, much to 
his bride's embarrassment. 

"To top everything," Higgins recounted with 
a chuckle: "Lovidge wore eye-glasses, and the 
patronizing air with which he regarded his 
guests and fellow-diggers of the mine as he 
gazed along the tables was too funny to be 
described. I believe the bride and groom were 
the only ones at the table who were provided w ith 
napkins (Bill had his tucked beneath his chin) 
and served with soup .... 

“As the eye-glasses were a very ill behaved 
pair, they had a disagreeable habit of dropping 
from the bridge of Bill's nose into the soup, from 
which he fished them out with his spoon and. 
having dried them with the napkin, returned 
them to their proper resting place. This opera¬ 
tion was repeated half a dozen times during the 
evening until Bill's face wore a fat expression of 
greasy contentment." 


BY THE TIME MOST, including Bill, had 
forsaken the food (which had been ill-prepared 
and served cold) for their drinking glasses. They 
were decidedly the worse for wear, as were most 
of the waiters, who betrayed their tippling with 
numerous crashes of falling dinnerware, muf¬ 
fled oaths and the occasional thump! of a body 
striking the floor. This back-scenes hazard kept 
one of the club's three owners employed full¬ 
time as a bouncer, the waiters being evicted by 
the back door as required. 

At the tables the din had grown to such 
proportions that Higgins thought it unlikely that 
artillery fire could be heard above the roar. 

Then two of the Americans present began to 
enact the Civil War. Crockery and glassware 
were shattered, tables were upset, women 
screamed and one fainted before the belliger¬ 
ents were confined, by a circle of admiring 
spectators, and Ned Allen, who later became

Perkins, had been the best-dressed man at the 
banquet, resplendent in clawhammer coat, 
"bill'd" shirt, corduroy trousers and boots. 

THROUGHOUT THK EVENING he had 
drawn, by turn the admiring glances of the 
ladies and the jealous stares of his comrades: 

Higgins was quite convinced that Bill Savage 
provoked the fight simply to humiliate Perkins 
— a desired effect that was not long in coming. 

Within moments of their clinching, there was 
a loud tear sound — like the ripping of a crosscut 
saw through a thin plank. Perkins cried out in 
alarm, released his hold on Savage, and clawed 
at his backside. His frantic groping confirmed 
his worst fears: His prized coat had been torn up 
the middle, from waist to neck, and was held in 
place by just the collar. 

As Perkins, panic-stricken, fought to cover 
himself, the rest collapsed in laughter. The more 
he tried to repair his coat the more they laughed, 
his efforts having revealed that his shirt was 
false, being present only where it showed in the 
front, and secured at the back — to his long 
underwear — by tapes: "This poor fellow turned 
round and round in pursuit of his divided shirts 
like a revolving lay figure in a show window, but 
the tails kept ever one lap ahead, until, falling 
behind hopelessly in the race, he paused and.

HE PLUNGED BOTH HANDS into the sticky, 
squirming pulp, withdrew a large, quivering 
mass of pudding and launched it at the retiring 
couple. The flying mess found its mark on the 
heads and clothing of the groom, his aides and 
his hapless bride 

As one the foursome (Bill having suddenly 
revived) turned oi Savage and, with the help of 
other guests, mauled him unmercifully. They 
then threw him into the street — where the 
outraged Joe Perkins was waiting to exact his 
revenge. Inside. Bill became embroiled in a 
free-for-all with his guests, a riot ensued and the 
Golden Wedding, as Higgins laughingly termed 
it, was formally ended by the arrival of police. 

The honeymoon ended abruptly when it was 
learned that Bill Lovidge, like Joe Perkins’ 
starched shirt, was a phoney Because he had 
represented himself as “rolling in gold," and 
even Attorney-General Cary had been taken in 
by his claim, which turned out to have been 
salted. Bill had been given unlimited credit by 
Victoria merchants; particularly by Mrs. 
Shoolber. All lost heavily, the bills amounting to 
$5,000. 

BILL LOVIDGE was not only broke but. 
aware that debtors could’be imprisoned, skipped 
across the line with his bride to resume his 
former trade as butcher in San Francisco. The 
owners of the St James Club, who had conspired 
with Mrs. Shoolber to pad the bills as much as 
possible, were bankrupted Shortly afterward 
the Shoolbers followed them into liquidation and 
merciful anonymity.

FORT RODD HILL 


National Historic Park 
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FORT RODD HILL NATIONAL HISTORIC PARK is a highlight of 
any tour of the Victoria area. Seemingly taken for granted by locals, 
the park's visitor register is filled daily with the names of guests from 
around the world. They are never disappointed with the time spent 
within its grounds. 

The park is located on the western shore of the entrance to 1 
Esquimait Harbor. Chosen as unparalleled from a military standpoint, 
the park's grounds today offer an equally unparalleled view of the 
harbor, Victoria, Juan de fKifca Strait, and the Olympic Mountains. 

Those concerned with the more historical aspects of Fort Rodd 
Hill Park will find that although untouched by the ravages of war, the 
park is nonetheless the conservator of a century of military history. 

Park development calls for the restoration of Fisgard lighthouse

to 1860, Lower and Upper batteries to 1896; and Belmont Battery and 
associated works to 1945. The whole story of the Victoria-Esquimalt 
coastal defences from 1875 to 1956 will be interpreted within the park 
using modem museum techniques. 

OTHER PARK FEATURES are the free-roaming deer which at 
times attract as much attention as the battlements themselves, and 
the broad grassy expanses which are ideal for a stroll in all seasons. 

Fort Rodd Hill Historic Park is the culmination of years of 
federally funded work with inspired concern for the preservation of 
our past. From the information dispensing commissionaires, with the 
carefully kept grounds, the park is a refreshing example of good park 
management and organizaton.

Rebirth of Big 




From this tragic past, the area was resettled 
by Qualicum Tom and Qualieum Annie in the 
1880s. •' 

The present chief's daughter. Kim Recalma, 
who has researched tribal history, feels that 
Qualicum Tom was probably the grandson of a 
survivor of one of these raids. "He was a Nishga 
from the Nass' Valley." In those days, war 
parties took slaves as well as plunder. Qualicum 
Annie was from the Fort Rupert area of north¬ 
ern Vancouver Island. 


FROM THESE TWO PIONEERS and their 
immediate families, the Big Qualicum Band has 
increased to 18, with two families. Recalma and 
Reid, sharing the same ancestry. The Band is 
extremely proud that “there has been no deaths 
among Band members for 40 years." 

The reserve area at the rivermouth is 60 
acres. The Band operates campsites on the north 
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and south banks of the river between the high¬ 
way and the ocean. The north bank has an office 
with supplies, restrooms and showers. Camping 
is $1 a day. 


ON THE SOUTH BANK, a six month's camp¬ 
ing permit costs $180. In this area, camp¬ 
ers are issued a Key to the gate to insure 
privacy. 

Campsites are a 10-minute walk from Horne 
Lake junction and store. The entrance to the 
federal government's Big Qualicum Hatchery, 
involving chum. Chinook, coho and steelhead 
salmon research and development, is located 
along this walk. Visitors to the project are 
welcome. 

Qualicum Bay stores can be reached by a 
15-minute walk to the north.

UPRIVER FROM THE BRIDGE, the reserve 
is residential and has been closed to hunters and 
fishermen for six years. During that time, the 
bird population has increased. Official bird- 
counts by birdwatchers early last fall includ 
ed 17 trumpeter swans and 170 eagles. 

In late May, many varieties of spring wild 
flowers can be seen on a short walk through the 
wooded areas of the campsites. Pebble mounds 
on beaches hold an occasional light-brow n agate, 
roughly polished by the sea. 


SALTWATER FISHERMEN like to tie their 
boats to logs on sandy stretches of the riverbank. 
running fresh water through motors and across 
hulls before landing. At low tide, dam diggers 


choose their favorite areas for butter clams and 
little necks. 

Among fishermen there is always the daily 
talk of favorite lures, or the big spring that 
was caught lurking at the mouth of the river in 
late August. In the evening, beside the campfire, 
warmth is immediate; overhead, the sky holds 
an occasional satellite threading a path among 
the stars. 


IN THE 10 YEARS thal the camp has been in 
operation, the Band has held summer barbe¬ 
cues. In the last two years, they allowed the 
Parksville-Qualicum branch of C A R S, to use 
the barbecue pit and picnic shelter. 

Young Band members light the barbecue four 
or five hours in advance. 60 salmon were donated 
last year by Chief Bud Recalma, and his 
son Mark. Mrs. Diane Recalma barbecues the 
salmon, using the recipe of Ellen White. Barbe 
cues are usually held the first week in August 
w ith others helping 


LAST YEAR, $1,200 was raised, which pays 
for a part-time therapist for the clinic in 
Parksville. Mrs. Diane Recalma reports that 
"for a small clinic, it is well-equipped." 

Kim Recalma is this, year's C.A.R.S. presi¬ 
dent for Parksville-Qualicum. A talented ar 
tist. she does a great variety of work in mac 
rame and batik, also producing toys for her 
young sister. In the second week in May. she 
spoke on native art and history at a local ele¬ 
mentary school with other volunteers to com¬ 
memorate the International Year of the Child 


ALFRED RECALMA, who lives across frrtm 
the north campsitjK entrance, remembers the 
days when local creeks teemed with salmon. A 
concerned environmentalist, his ideas for re 
forestation and the extension of Canada's sea 
boundaries to 200 miles, have been realized, but 
he claims there is still much to be done. 
Alfred is 76, and continues to write to news¬ 
papers with the same spirit that has revita¬ 
lized the Band.

Commonsense Boating 


Most boating people are 
courteous, helpful, and have a 
great amount of nautieal 
savvy. They know their craft, 
how to use them and how to 
react to other boats sharing 
the water. In short, they know 
"the rules of the road,” plus 
they apply commonsense in 
situations not covered by the 
book. 

But, unfortunately, there's the occasional 
boater who seems oblivious to conditions and 
situations affecting his own boat and others. 
He’s either very rude or ignorant of boating 
rules and forces others to handle their boats 
defensively. 

Recreational boating is governed by a mini¬ 
mum of written rules and regulations. All 
boaters should make themselves thoroughly fa¬ 
miliar with them. In addition, they should learn 
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FORGOTTEN 


vulnerability of the man which, despite all ap¬ 
pearances to the contrary, was not far beneath 
the surface.

the unwritten or commonsense rules of the sport. 
This knowledge will enhance the pleasure they 
get from boating. 

Here are a few suggestions from the experts 
at Allied Boating Association of Canada to help 
you make your boating better, safer and more 
fun: 

Never overload your boat. Especially in 
smaller craft, the seating pace provided is not 
necessarily an indication of the number of pas¬ 
sengers the boat will safely carry . 

Be sure your boat is equipped with legally- 
required items, as well as others that may prove 
helpful in an emergency. Worth considering are 
things such as extra line, anchor, paddle or oars, 
basic spare parts and tools and a first aid kit. 

Take it easy when boating on unfamiliar 
waterways. Watch for shoals, submerged ob¬ 
structions and signs. Try to get information in 
advance from someone who is familiar with the 
area. 

Don't tie-up launching ramps longer than 
necessary to launch your boat. Make all your 
launching preparations before you back onto it. 

Obey speed limit and no-w ake signs in con¬ 
gested areas. Pass other boats only where you 
should and when you should. 

Don't anchor to fish or loaf in busy channels, 
and don't water ski too close to shore or buzz 
other boats at high speed.

He is the 
subject of endless essays in Canadian history- 
courses and one of the numerous books about 
him is accurately titled, "Sir John A. — You Will 
Never Die." To ensure one’s immortality is not 
easy. Perhaps Disraeli had the right idea when 
he said "Damn you principles, stick to your 
party.” 

De Cosmos could never be described as a 
party man and he is remembered, if at all, 
because of his unusual name. Macdonald under 
stood by politicians, historians and voters alike, 
lives on.

This is the true story of a 
water color of a small sailing 
vessel named Wide-a-Wake, 
the pride and joy of four 
young men of Victoria many 
years ago. 


My father, Harry Nesbitt, my uncle Larry 
O'Keefe, pals Archie Pearce and Arthur Stewart 
owned Wide-a-Wake, having themselves built 
her at Foul Bay; Wide-a-Wake had a dinghy- 
named Sneezing Jenny. 


FOOL BAY WAS HOBJE PORT for Wide a 
Wake in summer, and she anchored just below 
High Rock, on the eastern shore, then heavily 
wooded; in winter Wide-a-Wake found shelter in 
a shed in the Inner Harbor. 

Wide-a-Wake was taken by her crew on 
summer weekends to far-distant points — Maple 
Bay, to Nanaimo, to Sooke, and across the Strait

to Point Wilson, east of Port Angeles, in Wash¬ 
ington State. 

This was looked upon as an international 
adventure of great magnitude. 

A big sign at Point Wilson intrigued the 
Victoria sailors, because it said: “Please do not 
scratch on these buoys." 

So the boys from Victoria sat in front of this 
sign and had their picture taken, ail grinning, 
and above them it said: “Please do not scratch 
on these buoys.” 


WHEN MY UNCLE LARRY was to be mar 
ried in the Yukon, to Dolly Ogburn his mother 
(my Grandmother O’Keefe) came up with the 
idea that there could be no finer wedding gift for 
her son than a painting of the much loved 
Wide-a-Wake. 

She talked it over with her friend, Sister 
Mary Osithe, the artist at St. Ann's Academy. 

Wide-a-Wake was long since gone, having 
run on a rock and broken up, but Grandmother 
had a picture of her at anchor in Foul Bay. 

Sister Osithe went along with Grandmother, 
and said she'd paint, from the picture, Wide-a- 
Wake at anchor in the bay. 

For three successive days Sister & Mary 
Osithe and a companion nun took the old No. 6 
street car out to Foul Bay, where the O'Keefe 
family camped in summer. 

GRANDMOTHER PREPARED picnic 
lunches, and she and the two sisters sat on a log, 
picture before them, as Sister Osithe worked 
away. — and a good time was had by all, as my 
grandmother later so often told me. 

In due course Wide-a-Wake was completed, 
and all who saw Sister Osithe’s work were 
delighted. _ 

The painting was framed in fancy, ornate 
gold, at Somner’s, on Government Street, 
packed with the greatest care and shipped off to 
the Yukon. 

My Uncle Larry died in the north in the great 
influenza epidemic of 1919. His widow moved 
south, and took Wide-a-Wake with her wherever 
she went — to Seattle, Wichita, Kansas; New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
back to Alaska and the Yukon, south again to 
California. 
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SOMEWHERE ALONG THE WAY she gave 
Wide-a-Wake to her elder son. Larry, and he had 
it in his home in San Jose, California, when he 
was killed in a car crash. 

It then went to his younger brother Bill. 

In Honolulu I visited the Bill O'Keefes and 
there had my first view of Sister Mary Osithe's 
Wide-a-Wake, about which I had heard so 
much. 

Strange, somehow, that I should see Wide-a- 
Wake of Foul Bay in a bouse on Hawaiian 
shores. 

"That should be mine," I kidded Cousin Bill. 
“My father was part owner." 

“You're not getting it," said Cousin Bill. 

A few years after this, I visited these 
O'Keefes at Ruislip, a delightful Buckingham 
shire village just north of London. 

(Bill O'Keefe was in the U.S. air force, and 
so moved around. For a time Wide-a-Wake was 
in Okinawa.)

“I'VE COME TO GET Wide-a-Wake." said 
I, as I walked into the very British living room, 
called. I remember, the tea lounge. 

“Oh, no, you don’t," said Cousin Bill. 

And I didn't. 

Wide-a-Wake, this one by Sister Osithe. is 
now in the Bill O’Keefe home in Portland, Ore., 
where my cousin died some weeks ago. 

Wide-a-Wake now goes to his eldest son. 

DURING THESE YEARS. 1 took a history 
class to St. Ann's Academy. The sisters served 
us a delicious tea in the resident scholars' recre¬ 
ation Room, and there, on the wall, if I didn't see 
Wide-a-Wake — identical to the Wide-a-Wake I 
had seen in Honolulu and England. 

I pointed this out to the Sisters. They didn't 
know what I was talking about — Honolulu? — 
London? 

So I told the story, and we were all astound¬ 
ed. How come another Wide-a-Wake? 


THIS ONE in the convent was not signed, 
and there was nothing to show it was Wide-a- 
Wake, but my memory. But — I was sure. 

We decided it was the first painting Sister 
Osithe did, and that perhaps she tried a second 
time, and was more pleased, and this latter was 
the one she let Grandmother have for the 
Y'ukon. 

Or — did Sister liked it so much she did one 
for herself and the Academy? 


NOT LONG AGO the Sisters gave me the 
Wide-a-Wake watercolor that for so long was in 
old St. Ann's. 

Needless to say, I prize it very much, and am 
very grateful to the Sisters for their generos¬ 
ity. 

I have a very soft spot in my heart for old St. 
Ann's — for three generations of my family went 
to school there — my mother and her sisters, my 
sisters and my nieces. 

The Sisters Preserve and cherish Sister 
Mary Osithe's magnificent collection of china 
painting, in which almost-now-lost art she was a 
specialist. 

I hope this collection will someday be put on 
public exhibition. 

I'm sure there's none its equal — any¬ 
where.
